MASSACHUSETTS FORESTRY. 


DEATH IN EXPLOSION. 


THREE MEN AT MASTER A WKI.L9 FIRK- 
M'OIIKR MANUFACTORY OF NEWTON 
UPPER FALLS INJURED WHILE AT 
WORK —TWO DIED AS A RESULT — FI RE 
1.099 RUT $500. 


An explosion which resulted in the 
death of two men and the serious injury of 
a third occurred last Monday morning at 
the fireworks manufactory of Maston A 
Wells at Newton Upper Falls. The acci- 
dent was followed by a $500 fire. 

About 10.40 last Monday morning while 
Michael .1. Dixon, Henry Miller and Joseph 
A. Ryan were at work In one of the small 
houses that make up the Masteu A Wells 
plant on Needham street something caused 
the chemicals they were handling to ex- 
plode. 

The true cause of the accident will 
probably never be known. One of the 
three men, while on the way to the hos- 
pital In the police patrol wagon told Chief 
Tnrbox that Miller was pounding a spike 
with a wooilen mallet when the jar caused 
the explosion. 

PI tiler, Dixon and Ryan were engaged 
in the preparation of roman candles. They 
were employed in a small wooden building 
where the fire originated. 

The noise of the explosion was heard 
some distance away. Cooped up In the 
little building ns they were the trio had 
great difficulty in mnking their escape. 
The little building was on fire ns soon as 
the oxplo.-ion occurred. Blinded with the 
intense smoke and suffering extremely 
with their painful injuries, it was indeed a 
struggle for the men to escape. 

Fellow workmen ran from other build- 
ings to their assistance The men had 
gotten out of the roman candle building, 
how ever, and were rolling nbout the ground 
frantically endeavoring to beat off the 
flames. All three were unconscious when 
picked up. 

A fire alarm was immediately sounded 
from box 621 and physicians were imme- 
diately summoned. The fire department 
was quick in its response and subdued the 
flames with but little difficulty. 

The police patrol wagon, the police am- 
bulance and the New ton hospital ambu- 
lance were called into service. As soon as 
possible the trio were removed to the New- 
ton hospital. 

Their suffering was intense. Dixon 
died about 2 Tuesday morning and Miller’s 
death occurred at 7 a. m. the same day. 
Had they lived they would have lost their 
eyesight and borne the scars of their burns 
through life. 

Joseph A. Ryan the surviving member 
of the trio is in a serious condition at the 
Newton hospital. The burns about his 
body are very serious. He is a resident of 
Newton Highlands. Dixon madehishotne 
in the same village and Miller lived in 
Newton Upper Falls.

THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


9E99ION OF I.E99 THAN ONE HOUR I.A9T 
WEDNESDAY EVENING —SEVERAL MAT- 
TERS OF IMPORTANCE ACTED UPON, 


There were ten members present when 
Chnirmnn Benner called the school board 
members together at 7.45 Inst Wednesday 
evening. 

The first business was the appointment 
of Harriet Wetheroll as an assistant In tho 
Wade school at a salary of $650, and Marla 
D. McLeod an assistant in the Petroe 
school at a salary of $600. 

In his monthly report Superintendent 
Fifiold said that the attendance of pupils 
during the past month had greatly in- 
creased because of the decrease of oon- 
tagious diseases among pupils. 

According to the superintendent’s report 
much has been accomplished by those 
native in securing works of art for the 
ornamentation of the interior walls of the 
sohool rooms. At the Wade school $40 
was secured through an entertainment, at 
at the Hyde school $33, at the Peirce school 
$37 and a piano. In other districts the 
efforts had resulted In more or less success, 
Mr. Fifield said he thought each school 
should have a piano. lie also spoke at 
some length of the condition of many 
of the blackboards, which was deplor- 
able. He spoke of the boards* legal 
inability to appropriate money for the pur- 
pose, and how he had been discouraged by 
Public Buildings Commissioner Elder, who 
said he did not think anything could bo 
done about the matter this year. Mr. 
Fifield hoped that new slate boards would 
be placed in the schools, rather than any 
attempt to repair old boards. 

Superintendent Fifield thought there 
should be an examination made of the 
hearing and of the eyesight of each pupil. 
This could be done at very little expense. 
From intimation lie had received there 
were several physicians who would be 
willing to undertake tho work without 
compensation. The cost of necessary 
material would be slight. 

The committee on finance reported that 
the February expenses were $10,051. A 
sum covering this amount was provided in 
an order later adopted. 

The committee on school houses reported 
in favor of finishing two additional rooms 
at tiie Waban school. This is the third 
time the matter has been considered by the 
board. Previously it has got as far as the 
city government, where it has always been 
thrown down hard. 

Wednesday evening there was considera- 
ble interest manifested in the subject, and 
it was voted to request a hearing before 
the public property committoe of the city 
government. It was explained that the 
new rooms were needed because of the 
necessity of a subdivision in the grades. 

The matter of readjusting the salaries of 
janitors was recommitted to the special 
committee previously appointed to consider 
tiie subject. It was discussed somewhat, 
and the debate developed the fact that the 
feeling of each member was that the cut 
should be made in one of the other wards. 
There was considerable smiling at this 
point. 

From 268 families of Wards 1 and 7 came 
the request in the form of a petition that 
the single session, now the temporary ar- 
rangement for the Bigelow school district, 
be continued when the new building is 
completed, and also that the some plan be 
effected as soon as convenient, at the Un- 
derwood. 

The petition represented 06 per cent, of 
tiie parents and guardians of tiie Bigelow 
district. It set forth what in ttieir opinion 
were the advantages of a single session of 
not more than four and one-half hours in 
length. 

These benefits were pointed as follows: 
Moreoutdoorexerci.se is given the pupils, 
better work is brought out by the pupil, 
there will be an increase of attendance, etc. 

Mr. Howes, who presented the petition, 
asked that it be referred to the ward com- 
mittees of Wards 1 and 7. There are those 
board members, however, who oppose Mr. 
Howes on general principles and these 
thought tiie committee on rules and regula- 
tions should consider the subject. 

Mr. Howes did not press his point. Tho 
otliers did debate and finally it was decided 
that tiie committee on rules should consid- 
er the subject jointly with tiie ward com- 
mittees. 

Mr. Hardy spoke of the nepd of a llag at 
tiie Williams school, Auburndale. He said 
the hearts and bosoms of the pupils and 
tiie parents were almost bursting with 
patriotism. They had no dug with which 
to vent their enthusiasm and wanted the 
board to give them one. Mr. Hardy said 
tiie law lie believed compelled the board to 
take such action. 

Mr. Rand of Newton Centre remarked 
with an evident feeling of pride that tiie 
patriotism of the people of Newton Centre 
extended down Into their pockets. Mr. 
Rand would like to have seen tho new llag 
at Auburndale bought by popular subscrip- 
tions. 

Mr. Bacon emphasized Mr. Hardy’s point 
regarding the law governing school Hags, 
and there was no room for doubt when he 
had finished speaking. 

Mr. Hardy thought the law should be 
just as much enforced in regard to school 
flags us iu the introduction of sloyd. 

It was finally voted t<> request tiie mayor 
to provide Hugs for those school houses 
without them. 

The sum of $25 was appropriated for 
postage stamps, and an order eliminating 
I lie study of Latin from the Kth grade after 
the beginning of . ’00 01 term was referrtd 
to tire committee on text books.

MH9. MARY LATHROP TUCKER LECTURES 
TO A HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY AUDI- 
ENCE. 


Under the auspices of the Massachusetts 
Forestry Association, Mrs. Tucker, (Mrs. 
Fred n. Tucker) of Newton, delivered the 
sixth lecture in the free Saturday course 
before the Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society Saturday, iu Horticultural Ilal), and 
the announcement that it was to be illus- 
trated by stereopticon views drew’ quite a 
large audience, mainly ladies. The sub- 
ject of the lecture was “Massachusetts 
Forestry,” and it was substantially similar 
to one delivered by tiie same lady in Boston 
a month ago. 

Mrs. Tuoker called attention to the ne- 
glect which had heretofore been paid to 
our forest lands, from which they had run 
waste and wild, and to the change which 
had commenced, and was progressing, 
through the intelligent efforts of the work- 
ers for forestry preservation. i>ho spoke of 
the importance of tiie care and attention 
necessary in tiie successful growth of tim- 
ber by thinning and pruning, by which 
knots in the wood are eliminated, and the 
growth of the trees increased. To show 
this the lecturer spoke of the estate of Mr. 
Frederick A. Cutter of Pelham, N. II., who 
had a forest of white pine 55 years old, 
sovqn eighths of w hich furnished logs 64 
feet long and clear of knots, the result of 
careful thinning und pruning, this being 
done when the trees were 20 years old, ami 
again 15 years afterwurd. No better in- 
>estment could be made than to buy waste 
land for $3 or $1 per acre, and devote it to 
growing white pine. Mr, Nathuniel Mor- 
ton of Plymouth was spoken of us a suc- 
cessful cultivator of white pin \ his trees 
having doubled in size in seven years, 

Pruning is not as essential for shade or 
ornumental us for timber treis, and street 
trees should be trimmed much higher than 
they now are, but many of these are spoiled 
through the ignorance or carelessness ol 
tiie workman. 

Mrs. Tucker closed her lecture by speak- 
ing of the necessity of tree guards, and in- 
cidentally stated that Mr. Doogue, the city 
forester, had offered to give 1000 shade 
trees tiie c< ming season to those who will 
set them out. The stereopticon illustra- 
tions were very fine und numerous, and 
were apparently much appreciated.

Georgie Emery ami Grace 
Weston, tiie Misses Percivul, remii red 
u pleasing and urtistiu musical program 

At eight o’clock, Mrs. W. 11. Blodgett ap- 
peared on the stage ami with tier were the 
guests und speaker.-, Dr. G. Stanley Ball, 
president ol Clark University, Miss Mar- 
garet J. Evans, dean of Curlelon College, 
Minnesota, president of tiie Minnesota 
Mate Federation of Women’s Clubs uml 
cliuirmuii of tiie education committee of the 
Geiierul Federation, Mrs. F. li. Horn- 
biooke, vice president of the Social Science 
Club, Mrs. Sylvester, vice president of tiie 
Newtou Federation, uml Mrs. F 11. Tuck- 
er, chairman of tiie educational comniittue 
ol the Newton Federation. Mrs. Blodgett 
presided and in u few well chosen words 
introduced Dr. llall, who spoke on “'The 
Ideal School.” 

The speaker began by iiiakiug tiie state- 
ment tliut tiie ideal school does not bxist, 
that tiie educational problem was not 
solved, uml that heredity us well us nature 
must have u chance. The kitidergurteu 
should be the ideal palace of health withuu 
abundance of light, uir uml water, and 
plenty of games and plays. Children from 
6 to 8 years of uge, should be taught by the 
seuses, exposed to nature uml tiie use of 
the eye encouraged for its stimulating ef- 
fect. Muscular training should ulso be 
used as an aid to the organs of thought. 
From 8 to 12 years bodily growth is slow, 
the child shows a desire for great activity 
and discipline and parental authority ure 
necessary. Foreign aud dead languages 
should be taught, ulso geography, geology 
and the other sciences. 

The Froebel system of .Sloyd was not ud- 
yised but some more practical method iu 
inunuul training. In the third stage the 
body aud mind iucreases iu a more com- I 


piete sense, the imagination grows and 
with emotion should be encouraged. Art, 
sciences, literature and religion should be 
developed at the High school, und the 
scholar should be taught individually. Dr. 
Hull advocated more teaching, plenty of 
knowledge and to keep the schools open 
the year round. 

Miss Evans spoke in favor of tho Wo- 
men’s - Clubs ns study clubs, of tho effort 
being made to establish more libraries and 
the value of lectures. The woman is the 
power and inlluence iu the home, und is 
the centre of thought life. One great 
problem to solve is how to lengthen the 
time tiie scholar attends school and keep 
them by making tiie school attractive; 
manual training is a strong inducement 
aud keeps the boys. It would be unwise 
to interfere with tiie studies, but the Wo- 
men’s Clubs can help to elevate the moral 
tone and look after the sanitary condition 
of tiie school buildings. 

Mrs. E. N. L. Walton made a motion that 
a vote of thanks bo extended to the Social 
Science Club for tiie use of tho hall and for 
tiie courtesy extended to the Newton Fed- 
eration, which was carried. At the close 
of the meeting a reception was field at tiie 
residence of Mrs. C. S. Ensign in Billings 
Park. Mr. and Mrs. Ensign were assisted 
in receiving by Mrs. W. 11. Blodgett, Dr. 
and Mrs. G. Stanley Hall and Miss Mar- 
garet J. Evans. Tiie guests were the presi- 
dents and officers of the Newton Federa- 
tion.

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THb LEGISLATURE. 


[S]icolnl Legislative Correspondence ] 

Boston, Feb. 28. 

The end of the second month of legls- 
Ifttlon finds the members with perhaps two- 
thirds of their hearings completed, bnt 
with very evident indications before thorn 
of a solid month of work bofore forenoon 
sessions of the House will bo possible 
Tills is a very different year from last, there 
being at least twioo as many important 
matters pending as then. 

It grieves mo to lie compelled to announce 
to his friends in Newton, thnt Hep. Lang- 
ford lias been thrown down with the cus- 
tomary “dull and sickening thud” on a bill 
'which he introduced concerning payments 
on ncoount of grade crossings, Mr. Lang- 
ford did not put in this measure in the in- 
terests of Ills constituents, but for Mr. 
ltobert Bleak le of Hyde Park, whom New- 
ton will have occasion to remember with 
anything but gratitude, should the mill tax 
bill one dny become a law. Mr. Langford 
was however, intensely interested in this 
measure on his own acoount. Hyde Park 
has n water company wliich is to be com- 
pelled to pay something over $ 7,000 for 
grade crossing separation in that town. 
This is not so bad, were it not for the fur- 
ther fact that Dedham has a water com- 
pany nnd also a gas company ; that the con- 
ditions are precisely similar: but that these 
concerns have been reimbursed some $ 0,000 
on account of these same grade crossings. 
Under these conditions it was difficult for 
Mr. Langford to become enthusiastic over 
the argument of Col. Benton against ills 
bill, wliile his smile when lie heard that 
the committee had reported adversely, was 
of an inverted character. 

For about a week now, ex Senator Bar- 
wood, the new insanity commissioner, lias 
been attending the hearings ot the commit- 
tee on public charitable institutions, in 
iavor of the proposal emanating from his 
commission, tnat the state assume the ex- 
penses and control of all insane: that it 
establish a colony for the chronic insane, 
and thus that many vexing questions ns to 
Authority and settlements lie done away 
with. This Is an old question which lias 
been fought out two or three times, and de- 
cided adversely ; but a greut many people 
of Judgment think that the insanity board 
is right in its contention, and that a decision 
in favor of a law or this nuture would do 
away with an immense amount of red tape, 
and eventually save a large amount of 
money to the Commonwealth and to the 
cities and towns, 

It saddens one to see that generally staid 
and thoughtful soul, Hep. Chadwick, ex- 
hibiting sentiments of hilarity, when wit- 
nesses appeur before the cities’ committee 
in favor of licenses for sale stables. I*Fob- 
ably Senator Sanderson of Lynn hit the 
matter right, however, when lie reminded 
the members of the committee that many 
of them came in on the south side, and pro- 
ceeded from the terminal station to the 
State House without risking their bodily 
safety and an attack of heart disease 
through the experiments of the horse 
jockies on Friend anil Portland streets. 
The committee’s contention is that Boston 
cun stop tli is business by passing an ordi- 
nance; a great many other folks think that 
the lives of residents of the northern 
subuibs will never be safe until the legisla- 
ture acts. 

Our good friend, William II. Coolidge, 
was on deck before the railroad committee 
on Monday to oppose bills which had been 
offered to provide that bicycles shall bo 
carried as baggage. With his customary 
sagacity, Mr. Coolidge mildly inquired 
whether bicycles were not now baggage. A 
certain unsuspecting witness allowed that 
they were. Then Mr. Coolidge produced 
the public statutes to show that all “bag- 
gage” within certain limitations must be 
carried free, and permitted the witnesses to 
extricate themselves from the dilemma, if 
they could. 

The Ward Six voting precincts bill has 
been engrossed in both branches, and sim- 
ply awaits enactment before going to the 
governor. 

The Boston & Albany bills are still caus- 
ing trouble and woe. The hearings on the 
lease will begin tomorrow, out it is not 
thought they will get very far, until the 
15th, when the railroad board is expected 
to answer the conundrums propounded by 
the house. There was a funny time yester- 
day, when Hep. McXar. of Boston llatly 
refused to go on with a hearing on his bill 
for state purchase of the road until those 
questions were answered. The committee 
sought to compel him to, but after waiting 
all day, the committee came down uud put 
the mutter over several weeks. 

The presence of Mr.Powers is not looked 
for ut the telephone hearings today, though 
the politicians who expect to see him drop 
this issue, now that lie is a candidate for 
Congress, may be wrong. There is some- 
thing going on in the telephone market. 
As about everybody knows ut this time, 
there is a rival company operating here and 
there, and it is getting such a hold that a 
big New York syndicate is understood to 
be formed to gobble it up nnd incidentally 
to gather in the Bell if possible. Possibly 
Mr. Powers’ long time clients may be un 
able to resist the trend of events and so 
may conclude not to carry out their inten- 
tion of retiring from the Commonwealth. 
At any rate, the matter is very quiet as an 
issue on Beaedn II ill, which is usually very 
sensitive on the question of state super- 
vision of telephones. 

Nothing hus yet been heard of the move- 
ment to investigate Middlesex county uf- 
fairs, but there is something up, and it is 
believed that if it b euks it will have a 
very important bearing on the campuign of 
thu Wulthum member of the county com- 
mission. As most Middlesex county people 
know, for years there has been a disposi- 
tion to criticize the bourd, and the election 
of a new commissioner and chairman. 
Mayor Could of Melrose, did not en irely 
stop the feeling. Perhaps the best way to 
cleur the atmosphere will be to investigate. 

The gypsy moth committee has been 
given until Murcli 15 to muke its report, 
and meanwhile the outlook for a general 
destruction of eggs before thu hutching 
season is not rosy. The men who uru en- 
gaged in tire work suy plainly tliut the ex- 
terminative work should be continued or 
the whole tiring should stop. Should exter- 
mination stop, the average man who owns 
a place will have to go to work and sup 
pre.-s tire moth, and it would seem to be 
reusonuhle tliut the committee witli its 
knowledge can do the work of suppression 
better and more cheaply than individuals; 
but the temper of thu committee is not 
very fuvorable to ex terra l uat ion, more’s the 
the pity. Mann.

A NEWTON LADY TELLS OF SUMMER l)AV8 
WHILE WE SHIVER IN ZERO WEATHER. 


Palm Beach, Florida. 

Feb. 10 , 1000 . 

It is hard to realize that in loss than three 
days, one may be transported from the 
cold inclement winter of New England to 
the warm sunny south of Florida. And 
yet this Is the case. The mercury stands 
at 75 degrees even at 0 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and by four in the afternoon has 
reached 80 degrees on our piazza, and yet 
wo are not uncomfortably warm; for a de- 
lightfully gentle breeze blows from sunrise 
to sunset, and the nights are sufficiently 
cool for refreshing sleep. 

It may not be to in ail parts of Florida. 
Indeed wo found on our journey south it 
seemed as cold at Jacksonville ns when we 
left Boston, Jan. 81st. But here, at Palm 
Beach, three hundred miles farther south* 
on the eastern shores of Luke Worth, we 
nre only half a mile removed from the 
Atlantic Ocean, and the climate is more 
equable and most enjoyable. 

The state of Florida as viewed from thu 
car windows was anything but attractive 
from Jacksonville to tills place. But here, 
by cultivation for years, the dreary waste 
lias been converted into a wonderfully 
beautiful spot, where a great variety of 
semi-tropical trees and shrubs and Mowers 
grow and nourish. 

This settlement consists chiefly of hotels, 
with a few private houses. The Royal 
Poinciana. the largest hotel in the South is 
built on the eastern shore of Lake Worth, 
and takes its name from'the beautiful royal 
poinciana tree, which abounds here and is 
famed for its brilliant midsummer blooms. 

The grounds all about this immense 
hotel are beautifully inid out, and every 
tree or shrub that could be grown in this 
climute, seems to have been gathered here. 
The cocoa nut and Date Palms, Palmetto, 
Banana, Hubber, Lemon, Orange, Lime, 
Guava, Sapodillo, Umbrella, Century Plant, 
Oleander, Hibiscus, Bay tree uud Pawpaw, 
are a few of the natives most in evidence, 
and some are covered with orchids and 
hanging moss. 

The building Is six stories In height, 
colonial in style, and surmounted by a 
tower wliich commands a view of both the 
lake and the ooeati. The beautiful lake 
which is just in front of the Poinciana, is 
25 miles long and averages about a mile in 
width, nnd by an inlet communicates with 
the Atlantio Ocean, so that its waters are 
salt, and furnish abundance of fish. 

A variety of sail boats, row boats, and 
steam launches are always passing and ru- 
pnssitig up and down its placid waters. 

Cocoanut trees grow luxuriantly all along 
the shore where their roots are often 
washed by the salt water which they lean 
slightly towards. Pattis of coquina shells, 
five or six feet wide, run along the bank 
under the cocoanut trees, uud answer the 
purpose of roads for there is not a horse or 
carriage or road in this settlement, and the 
paths are sufficiently wide for bicycles, 
tumlems, and carry cycles— these last being 
rolling chairs fastened iu front of bicycles 
and propelled by the bicyclists. Even 
about the hotels the paths are only wider 
and payed witli tlag-stoues. Hence the 
place is very quiet and restful. People 
from nearly every state in the north may 
lie found here during the season, which 
lasts but four mouths, and then the few 
settlers are left to their own inventions. 

The Royal Poinciana was so popular the 
first year that it could not accommodate ull 
its guests, uud another hotel was put up on 
the oceun side called the “Pulm Beach 
Inn,” and connected with the Poinciuuu 
by a shaded Hag-stone walk, and also by a 
donkey car. Lust year a large addition 
was made to the Poinciana, and now both 
hotels are full to overflowing, accommo- 
dating 1800 guests, and still they come. 

The attiactiops to these hotels, besides 
the charming grounds already mentioned, 
are fine ocean bathing on a sandy beach, a 
swimming pool or casino, shooting mutch- 
es, golf links, fishing, yachting, the ostrich 
farm a short distance away, the great rub- 
ber tree, the pine apple plantation, etc., etc. 

Orchestral concerts are given daily on 
the lawns or in the casino, and every even 
iug iu the rotunda of the Poinciana. 

Here, too, we find religious privileges. A 
Congregational church has been built near 
the hotel, uud our friend, Dr. Webb, pastor 
emeritus of 8 ii wmut Avenue church, Bos- 
ton, lias ably filled the pulpit for tiiree s* a 
sons. An Lpiscopul church is also about a 
mile from here on the shore of the Luke, 
which can be reached by boat or by a walk 
over llie shaded path along the shore, it is 
beautiful architecturally, and having seven 
porches is called “Bethesda by theSeu.” 
.Service is held here throughout the year. 
Rev. Mr. Mulford from New York lias been 
the rector here for ten winters and isgreut- 
ly beloved and honored by the people. 

Perhups 1 ought not to close this sketch 
without saying that this place is greutly in- 
debted to Mr. Flagler, who built and owns 
these two largest hotels, and hus greatly 
improved and beuulitied this spot, us lie 
lias many others on the eust coast of 
Florida. 

Ho is very generous to all the cottugers 
in the place, giving them free uccess to his 
lawns, and even to the concerts and enter- 
tainments furnished his guests.

Commodious Hall for Lasell. 

Whet, the carpenters working on the ad- 
dition to the gymnnsium building at Lasell 
Seminary, Auburndale, finished there 
labors last week, and tli© painters, decora- 
tors and electricians performed the duties 
incumbent upon them, there was com- 
pleted one of the most desirable acquisi- 
tions for the seminary buildings that lias 
been made in years. 

In the gymnasium building there is now 
a hall with a seating capacity of more than 
8 <>o, a handsome stage and two commodious 
unte-rootus. In addition there are appoint- 
nienti of th© proper character that add to 
the attractiveness of the recent addition. 

The gymnasium building is southwest of 
the main building. On the lower floor are 
recitation and class rooms, besides the 
swimming tank. In the upper portion is 
tli© gymnasium itself, where is contained 
all tli© apparatus and where the drills of 
Lasell battalion are held. 

The recently completed addition gives to 
the students a place for musicals, theatri- 
cals and society meetings. It relieves the 
dining-room of the main building which 
has always been the scene of the class day 
exercises and every other event of import- 
ance. 

Plans for coming events have been con- 
sidered with much more zeal by the fair 
students, now that the conditions for en- 
tertainments are much Improved. The 
stage is about 28x20. The pros; enium is 1 G 
feet in height. There are footlights, side- 
lights and top and border lights. 

The stage is constructed of hard pine, 
neatly varnished.

Newton Education Association. 

A meeting of the Newton Education As- 
sociation was held Wednesday evening, in 
the hall of the High school building at 
Newtonville. Dr. John T. Prince, vioe 
president of the association, presided, and 
the guest and speaker was President Harris 
of Amherst College, who gave his lecture 
on “Three Stages in the Evolution of Pub- 
lic Sohools.” He spoke of the old district 
school as the first stage and as a thing of 
the past. These schools had few advant- 
ages and the terms were short ones— the 
summer term being taught generally by 
women, and the winter term by men who 
were often students in some college. The 
usual studies were taken up and the special 
features were the debating club and singing 
school. The two values of the district 
school was the book and industrial educa- 
tion. The second stage was the extension 
of time of the school year generally to eight 
months. The studies were the same and 
went over t lie same ground, the problem 
being to do the three months’ work in eight 
months’ time. 

A slower rate of progress was main- 
tained, and a uniform description of the 
work was made for eacli hour, day, week 
und month. The fault with this stage was 
too much book study und not enough man- 
ual truining. The third stage is a combina- 
tion of intellectual and industrial methods 
with an effort made to secure some of the 
results of the old system. The kindergar 
ten was the first attempt, the teaching of 
the child to observe, and the training of the 
hand and eye. Manual training was en- 
couraged Po a larger extent as it makes the 
student better fitted to adapt himself to a 
future vocation. The speuker gave his 
idea of an ideal sclioolhouse with different 
rooms for different purposes. lie advo- 
cated tliut tli© pupil should attend school 
but half a day and that there should be two 
sessions. This would reduce the size of 
tlie buildings, reduce taxes and make it 
easier for tlie teachers as the new set would 
be iu a tresli mental and physical condition. 
Dr. Harris was averse to children under 
fifteen years of age taking home books for 
study, uud spoke iu favor of reading tlie 
newspapers und standard books in the 
schools. 

Miss Margaret J. Evans, dean of Carletou 
College, Minnesota, heartily endorsed Dr. 
Harris’ remarks, and inude a few addition- 
al suggestions on school tiaiuing. 

A discussion followed participated iu by 
several of tlie members of the ussociutiou. 


SUNDAY READING. 


THE TEAKS OF C1IK1ST. 

Says uu English chaplain: “There are 
few things more pathetic or effective tlian 
teurs. Tlie teurs of a child, or of a woman 
always arouse our sympathy. A man’s 
tears ure less frequently seen, not because 
less sensitive or sympathetic, but his nuture 
is physically stronger. When, however, 
we see a man iu tears, we know that there 
is some intensely serious caure. It is not 
pain, it is not a loss, however great, thnt 
will ordinarily wring tears from niun's 
stronger nature. It must be some great 
sorrow. There are passages in Holy Scrip- 
ture where we find strong men moved to 
tears. Thus we read ol Esau’s tears, when 
lie found that he had lost his blessing. We 
know how Jacob wept at tlie report of tlie 
death of his beloved sou Joseph. Thus 
also David wept on the deuthof li is dear 
friend, Jonuthau, and once more St. l’eter, 
we are told, wept remorseful teurs because 
be hud denied his Master. But here in the 
text there is one greater than all. We do 
not hear of Ills weeping lor Hiinselt in 
His sorrow s, not ev* u tor the puins of Hie 
cross, and the temporary loss of llis Fath- 
er’s favor, much as he felt it. But the sor- 
rows that would emue tipon tlie beuutiful 
city of Jerusalem, tin* miseries ttiat would 
befall the people iu the coiuiug siege, the 
thought of their sins, ai d their indifference 
to tlie offers ol salvatiou. tlie thought of 
these things, to Hie prophetic mind of 
I Jesus, us lie looked over tlie city, glittering 
in tlie sunshine umid the olives und vines, 
caused Him to weep.” 

PAliTAKINli OF HI* SUFFEIilNii*.

RAPHIC term | nG d pffnrt this year to secure state 
control of these monopolies. The witness- 
es Include business men of Boston, who 
claim that we are paying much higher 
rates for telephone service thnn people In 
other cities, especially In the west, and 
that rates ought to bo reduced. The state 
hoard of trade endorse the bill, and it is 
claimed that every business man who does 
not own telephone stock also endorses the 
bill. The movement seems to be a great 
deal stronger than last year, and evidently 
people generally prefer to secure the reduc- 
tion of charges by this means rather than 
have another company come and so en 
cumber the streets with more poles and 
wires. Here in Newton the reduction of 
house telephone rates to S’iA a year with 
six on a circuit has beer a popular measure 
and given great satisfaction. There cer- 
tainly can be no complaint at that price, 
but what is complained of In Boston is the 
rate for business places, which is thought 
to be excessive. There seems to he some 
chance of the bill passing this year, unless 
the lobby interferes. 


- BICYCLES - 


The popularity which Congressmen Mc- 
Call and Littlefield have gained by their 
courageous stand for honesty and justice 
must strike the other representatives from 
New England with surprise. The latter 
supposed that their future success and rep- 
utation depended on their political sub- 
serviency to whatever influence was in 
power at Washington, and here they see 
two men achieve a national reputation 
merely because they had the courage to 
stand up in defense of their convictions. 
That we should have even two such men 
from New England gives ground for hope 
for the future of the republic. When men, 
who acknowledge that it was our “plain 
duty" to admit Porto Rico to the privileges 
of the nation, which was in fact promised 
her, turn about at the demand of certaiu 
trusts and oppose this “plain duty,” it is 
certainly rather discouragiug, but when 
two righteous men are found, we have good 
grounds *for hope. “Organized greed” as 
the trusts are styled, can never control the 
whole people, even if their representatives 
prove false to their duty, and two such men 
will form a rallying point for honest men. 
We are not yet a nation of pirates, and the 
people do not believe that because a law 
prohibits stealing, for instance, that we 
have therefore outgrown that law. Messrs. 
McCall and Littlefield believe that taxation 
without representation is just as much ty- 
ranny today as it was when tea was thrown 
overboard in Boston harbor and they are evi- 
dently of the same stuff that our former 
leaders were made of, when men led by the 
force of their character, and the honesty of 
their purpose, before the days of the party 
boss, and the enormous campaign corrup- 
tion fund. 

The gas iuvestigation in Boston is brine- 
iug out many useful points. The gas capi- 
talization in Boston is fouuded on fraud, it 
does not represent capital invested, but 
merely the efforts of successive gangs of 
speculators to squeeze the people and make 
something out of uothing. The pleus made 
by some of the Boston papers that the price 
of gas can not justly be reduced, because of 
this excessive capitalization, is merely 
speculators’ plea, and it is hoped this in- 
vestigation will go to the bottom of the 
whole business, and show up the fraudu- 
lent character of the whole affair. There 
has been good work doue already, and the 
legislators should be made to feel that the 
public are interested and carefully wutch- 
iug their actions. It is a ca-e of the publio 
against the Boston gas ring, which brought 
such scandal upon the legislature of 18‘Jfi by 
its passage of the Massachusetts pipe line 
bill. Uist week Henry M. Whitney was 
desirous ol producing to the committee 
every scrap of evidence bearing upon the 
object of inquiry. Today lie pleuds that 
the New England gas and coke company is 
a private association, and therefore is not 
answerable to the Legislature, nor subject 
to legislative investigation within the pow- 
ers of tiie constitution, This shows that 
tire investigation has taken on a business- 
like aspect, us this was the plea mu<Je by 
the speculators in the notorious Haverhill 
case. But the Boston gas ring bus such an 
abuiiduuce of nu ney that it may be able to 
change the minds of the legislators us to 
their “plain duty” to protect the people 
from being robbed. 

A Writer in Scribner's Magazine calls 
attention to a curious fact in America. 
The word “immoral” is only applied to 
wrongs connected with the appetites, and 
is uot uppiied to sharp practice in business 
or corruption in politics. Au unscrupulous 
politician or business muu may be “moral” 
as we Use the wold and jet do moie barm 
to society thu.ii so culled “open ami ilagruut 
immorality.” Men whose whole business 
caieer is a record of dishonesty tliut just 
keeps inside t.ie law, politicians whose 
name is a synonym lor corruption, are 
still called moral men, anil ure often of 
high stunning in chinch and society.

To- 
gether with this announcement we are glad 
to be able to say that there is some pros- 
per of getting another carrier for the 
Newton ofllce, which has needed it for 
several years. A prominent Newton Con- 
tre gentleman, who is interested in the city 
ns well as in his own ward, has gone to 
Washington to see about it. and his influ- 
ence with the powers that be is such that 
there is a good prospect of his succeeding.

Why the Bill Passed. 

(Host on Herald.) 

Here is why the Porto Rican tariff bill 
passed. Mr. McKinley doubtless still be- 
lieved that it was the nation's “plain duty” 
to the Porto Rican people not to pass it; 
but there hud come up another plain duty, 
to his mind, n duty always paramount and 
always prevailing with him, tiie duly to 
submit to what the manufacturing interests 
required of him. So he went over to them, 
and he turned the scale in their favor. He 
brought about the passage of the bill: till 
the Washington correspondents agree that 
without his support it could not have be- 
come a law. Republican members of the 
House in considerable numbers were still 
against it, but with the President's influ- 
ence to encounter they found it a losing 
fight. They saved something out of it; 
tliey procured a reduction of the rate of 
tariff imposts; but they could not save to 
the nation what Mr. McKinley had said 
was its “plain duty.” They had to yield 
tills to the President’s influence.

It is to he noted 
that the author has awaited the official re- 
ports on both sides, nnd he Is therefore 
able to present a well-founded and authori- 
tative history. Omitting no detail possess- 
ing real importance, it is necessarily con- 
cise, and no space is wasted iu descriptive 
“fine writing” or extended critical disquisi- 
tions. As an authoritative work for refer- 
ence it will be found of exceptional merit, 
and Its value is materially enhanced by 
many excellent sketch maps and a very 
thorough index.

SESSION Ol* THE HOARD OF ALDRHMRN 
— NO ACTION TAKEN HOWEVER -OTHER 
MATTERS OF IMPORTANCE PASSED 
OVER VERY QUICKLY -MEETING EAST 
ED EXTIE 11 O’CLOCK. 


Moro was said Ht Monday even inn’s meet- 
ing of tin* board of aldermen on the merits 
of single Tax than has been heard at nnj 
public meeting in this city for n long time. 
Opponents, exponents and those anxious to 
learn ol the Single Tax made up the gath- 
ering of prominent citizens which com- 
pletely tilled the seating capacity of the 
lower floor and a greater portion of the 
gal lory. 

The petitioners, at whose request the 
hearing was called, were nearly all present. 
The north and south sides, including both 
extremes, were well represented. It must 
have encouraged Mr. Fillebrown and his 
followers even were they not all among his 
disciples. 

There were oratorical gladiators on both 
sides, with the odds on the single taxers. 
The weight of the eloquence fell on the 
single tax side as well, but the weight of 
the argument; well, every one has aright 
to his own opinion. 

THE REGULAR DOCKET. 

Out of courtesy to those interested in 
single tax, Yice-Fresident Dana, who 
wielded the gavel, decided that the regular 
business of the docket should be disposed 
of before anything else. 

The first business was the drawing of 
two jurors for the superior court, Mayor 
Wilson presiding. Jacob Miller of Adams 
street and Walter L. Fisher of Bacon place 
were chosen. 

A communication was read from the 
mayor, which stated in substance that there 
liad been so many contagious cases this 
winter under the board of health’s care 
that that body had been obliged to ask for 
the additional appropriation of 81,000, in- 
asmuch as the present appropriation was 
almost exhausted. The communication 
was received. 

The board of health, in a communication 
to the aldermen, recommended the construc- 
tion of sewers in Foster street, Oak avenue, 
Crescent street and Virginia road. Re- 
ferred to committee on sewers. 

The school board asked that two rooms 
be completed in the unfinished Wuhan 
school building. The school board also 
asked that u conference with the public 
properly committee might be held and this 
subject immediately considered. Referred. 

Mrs. Mary E. Wullace notified the board 
that there was an overflow of water on her 
land on Auburn street, caused, she alleged, 
by city highway improvement. 

The street commissioner notified the 
board of the completion of the Lexington 
street widening and of its cost, etc. 

There were several petitions for street 
lights and u petition from the Norumbegu 
park amusement company on its petition 
for the renewal of its license. Both were 
referred to the proper committees. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS. 

The committee on street lights and poles 
reported recommending grantiug locations 
for poles on Forest street, Ward 5. A 
majority of the same committee reported 
recommending the location of a gaslight at 
the corner of Park and Elmwood streets. 
Alderman Weed, representing the minority 
of the i-ame committee, reported recom- 
mending the location of an arc light at the 
same junction of streets. it was voted to 
recommit the matter to the committee and 
a hearing will be held March Hi 

The public property committee reported 
recommending the plans of the hose house 
at Newton Lower Fulls be adopted, and 
813,000 be approoriated for the construc- 
tion of tlie building. The report was re- 
ceived and later an order to this effect was 
referred to the finance committee. 

The committee on highways reported 
recommending the appropriation of 81.100 
for the drainage of Nevada street, Ward 2. 
The report was received, but an order to 
tiiis effect, introduced later, was referred to 
tlm finance committee. 

The report of the committee on journals 
approving previous records w&saccepted. 

The finance committee reported it inex- 
pedient to appropriate $300 for the salary 
of the inspector of provisions. It will be 
remembered that last year the duties of 
this olliee were added to tha - of the agent 
of the board of health. The latter has had 
this work to do in addition to bis regular 
duties, and without extra compensation. 
Notwithstanding the recommendation of 
tile board of health, the finance committee 
was unable to see the wisdom of an in- 
cira.-e in the agent of the board of health’s 
salary. The other finance committee re- 
ports were provided for In orders later 
adopted und given m full below. 


were appropriate to llhode Island. The 
committee consists of live lawyers, one of 
them very ready and able, and two business 
men. The five lawyer: and one business 
man were present. All the hearings have 
been full of intelligent questions from 
members of the committee and of great in- 
terest toall concerned. Mr. Lawson Purdy 
secretary of the New York Tax Reform 
Association, also appeared on Friday. 

I was told that little objection had been 
raised from the first to granting the local 
option. The discussion of Friday was en- 
tirely upon the merits and detail of the bill 
in hand. 

You are again reminded that the New 
York Legislature Ins come very near the 
adoption of a measure much like ours; that 
a similar bill failed to become a law in 
Michigan, only by the lack of one vote In 
the senate, or that In Great Britain up- 
wards of 200 boroughs, including London 
and Glasgow, have asked of Parliament 
w hat is now being sought of the Massachu- 
setts Legislature, and what t he faraway 
Parliament of New Zealand lias granted, 
w here a dozen local experiments have been 
in process for a brief period. 

Today the metropolis, the trafilo centre 
(or point of distribution where the fran- 
chise values are high)— the town, abound- 
ing in water power, the manufacturing 
town, the fishing town, the fanning town, 
are all debarred from distributing the bur- 
den of their local taxes, each In a way that 
commends itsolf to their own sound judg- 
ment, blit are obliged to continue what 
seems like a senseless uniformity. 

Those who may think they are opposed 
to this measure, or those who hesitate to 
favor it, are moved largely by a fear than 
under it a way will be opened to exempt all 
personal property, or to exempt all im- 
provements, or to exempt both, to the in- 
jury of the owners of land through an un- 
just incidence of taxation It nmy be that 
in some minds it is the fear that such ex- 
emptions would justify themselves. 

The most that is involved in this measure 
is thnt some community so disposed may 
prove the truth or fallacy of principles 
which have numerous and able advocacy. 

The problem before you, may we not say, 
is not the problem of taxation, but the 
problem of the incidence of taxation, 
which is not a question of amount 
so much as it is a question of proportion, 
and I beg to submit to your arbitration two 
illustrations, which, simple, though they 
are, contain in a nutshell the whole ques- 
tion of persona] property, and the taxation 
of improvements as completely as would a 
whole encyclopaedia of illustrations of 
actual or imaginary instances. 

The taxation of personal property is a 
mere matter of incidence, a matter of pro- 
portion, not whether Smith or Jones pav 
the same amount of taxes, but do they pay 
in equal proportion. 

IIERE IS THE PROBLEM. 

Smith, having S1000 in land, and $1000 in 
visible personal property, pays tax on 
$2000. Jones having $1000 in land and 
81000 in invisible property, pays tax on 
81000. Both together pay tax on $3000 of 
which Smith pays two thirds and Jones 
one third, which is unequal taxation, be- 
cause botli ought to pay the same. The 
question is how can they be made to do it? 

TIIE SOLUTION. 

It must come in one of two ways— either 
collect the tax on Jones’ S1000 invisible, or 
exemnt Smith’s Sinoo visible. The first is 
found (liflloult to do, the second is perfect- 
ly easy. Then Smith will pay tax on $1000 
in land and no tax on $1000 "visible.” 
Jones will pay tax on $1000 in land and no 
tax on $1000 invisible. Both together will 
pay tax on $2000 and each will justly pay 
the same. This is the way in which those 
who favor the exemption of personal prop- 
erty would effect an equalization of taxes. 

The taxation of improvements or build- 
ings is the same matter of proportion. In 
the same nut shell, here is 

THE PROBLEM. 

Smith in Roxburyowns SlOOOJin land and 
82000 in his own house. Jones on Winter 
street, owns $10(10 in land and $200 in a 
store. Smith pays a tax on $;i000, Jones 
pays tax on $1200. Is not the tnx on build- 
ings ten times as hard on Smith as it is on 
Jones? But this is not the truth because, 
while Smith pays tax on his 82000 house, 
Jones shifts bis tux on his $200 building 
upon his Winter street tenant, so that the 
exact truth is that Smith nays taxon $3600 
and Jones pays lax on $1000. Both togeth- 
er pay tax on $4000 of which Smith pays 
three quarters and Jones one quarter. 
IIow can they be made to pay the same as 
they ought to do? 

** THE SOLUTION. 

Let Smith pay no tux on his $2000 Rnx- 
bury house, because Jones cannot be made 
to pay a tax on his $200 store (or his $20,- 
000 store) and both together will pay a tax 
on S2000 worth of laud und each will pay 
equally, that is proportionately, as he 
should. 

While those who oppose, or wiio are lost 
in hesitancy for fear of tlie consequences of 
an exemption that might prove disastrous 
to one town or city, those who favor these 
exemptions do so from fear of 353 times the 
consequences of the exemption which actu- 
ally pievails in the whole state today. It 
seems no more than fair t hat the following 
offset to an objection thought to be so 
grave, should be clearly stated.

LAND VALUES. 

We speak of three different values, in 
connection with luud, an assessed value, a 
selling value, and u rental value. 

Assessed value is tlie valuation placed 
upon it by tlie assessors for purposes of 
taxation, D varies in different localities, 
being usually from 75 per cent, to loo per 
cent, of its selling value. 

Selling value ik the capitalization of the 
net rental (the income less tlie tax) ut tlie 
cum nt rate of interest 

"If the gross lent of a tract of hied is 
Slooo a year, and it is subject to no taxes, 
tlie market value, assuming the usual rate 
of interest to be five per cent, will be $20.- 
(#(). But if it i- subject to an annual tax of 
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Tin - estimate presupposes that land is 
now UN-essed ut 85 1-3 per cent, of its sell- 
ing value, and makes no account whatever 
of tie- laud vuiuu of franchises. This 
w ould be tlie basis of assessment in case 
personal property und buildings should be 
exempted, and would cull for a rate for 1800 
of less 1 ban $23 a thousand.

Upon this land value of Newton you im- 
pose in 1890 a tax of loss than $330, 000, 
which upon the conservative basis present- 
ed is a rate of $8.70 per thousand, and upon 
the probable basis presented a rate of 87 (JO 
per thousand. 

Has personal property, we ask, any rec- 
ord of tax dodging to compare in volume 
with this? 

The object of this argument has been to 
save you gentlemen from the grievious 
error of the Circuit correspondent ol last 
week, who thinks Newton property inter- 
ests are injured by tax agitation, and who 
is like u navigator sailing his ship by the* 
sun instead of by the North Star, because 
the sun seems to shed more light upon his 
course, or who in other word- argues from 
deceptive uppearunces instead of from a 
settled principle in political economy. 

As a matter of proportion in the incidence 
of taxation, we are pleading for liberty to 
test, by experiment, tlie effect of shifting a 
tux from one tiling to another. 

The settled principle above referred to is 
this- Every tax shifted from land to bouse 
increases the market price of both land and 
house, making them harder to get. 

Every tux shifted from house to land, re- 
duces the price of botli land and house, 
muking them easier to get. When so many 
men want land and a house fur a home, 
how can it injure a city to make these more 
eusily obtainable? 

To return to the principle Itself of local 
option. We ask is there a single member 
of your board who would not apply it in- 
stantly und constantly to his private busi- 
ness? Are your business methods plaster 
cast und iron bound, and at a standstill? 
Do you lock out invention and put an em- 
bargo on progress? Do you put freedom 
und understanding, education, justice, 
science, and tlie schools in shackles? 
Would you interdict electricity and steel 
buildings? Do you put a big flat stone 
upon tlie acorn in tlie midst of a dark forest 
and pile tlie leaves of tlie centuries over 
and around It, and then say there is no 
germinating power in the acorn? 

Cun you then put the most important de- 
partment of polilieal economy in a straight 
Jacket, and set it in the stocks for hun- 
dreds of years, and then declure with the 
school, and the counting room, and the 
legislative hall, that there is no germinating 
science in taxation? 

It seems proper to add thut in the Boston 
Centrul Labor Union in 1897, a special com- 
mittee on tuxutiou, of which Mr. A. A. 
Carleton, a member of the State Commis- 
sion on Tuxutiou, wus chairman, ut the 
close of a very full treatment of the subject 
reported three distinct recommendations, 
tlie principal of one of which was— “Thifd, 
Every city and towu may adopt such 
methods of obtaining revenue for its local 
expenses that does not conflict with tlie 
laws of tlie United States and slute govern- 
ments, us u majority of its people may de- 
cide.” 

Mr. J. B. Willis suid thut an interdiction 
on any plan of progress causes stagnation. 
Tlie present system of taxation does not 
meet any of tlie cuuons of taxation. All | 
agree thut our present is uu expensive sys- | 
tern, and all ugiee thut it can be evaded. 

F. il. Tucker said : We ugree that tlio 
present tax system is wrong. 1 believe 
that tlie only way to get at tiie matter is to 
try local option and find out how it works. |

The Standard Oil Trust’s Gift. 

To tho Editor of tho GltArnio:— 

The announcement thut Mr. Rockefeller 
of the Standard Oil Trust is to give $150,000 
to the Newton Theological Institution, is 
not altogether u source of joy to the friends 
of that worthy training school for minis- 
ters. They wish thut the institution could 
see its way to decline the gift, even though 
the money is urgently needed, and that it 
muy do good in spite of the source from 
which it comes. It is a grave question, and 
no wonder there are many Miles to it. it 
muy be regurded as purt of the conscience 
fund whicn the head of The Standard Oil 
Trust distributes umoug churches and col- 
leges ter atone for the way in which the 
money was made, and looking at it in tliut 
light It is right for the Institution to accept 
it; but if- Mr. Rockefeller thinks that it in 
any way condones his high handed und 
illegul acts, his violation of law, his un- 
scrupulous orushing out of opposition by 
methods that will not beur the light of day, 
then it is not right to accept it. Our gov- 
ernment Is in danger from the great combi- 
nations of capital, und us the Staudurd Oil 
Trust is tlie largest, so it is the most dan- 
gerous and tlie most unscrupulous. There 
is ulso uuother thought, ministers of ull 
men should have tlie most ucute ethical 
sense, and should he educated into the most 
careful discrimination between right aud 
wrong. Great wealth should not he allowed 
to confute these distinctions. Tlie Newton 
school is for tlie education of ministers, and 
what effect will it have upon tlie students 
to see money from such a source accepted 
gludly, as if there wus no taint upon it? 
Will it not have a tendency to muku them 
think tliut tlie end justifies the means, and 
thut success atones for everything, Rev.

Tlie recent increase in the price of kero- 
seue oil, ordered by the trust, has tuken out 
of tlie pockets of tlie people a sum in com- 
parison witli which Mr. Rockefeller’s gift 
to tlie Newton Theological institution is a 
mere trifle, ami there wus no excuse for tlie 
Trust in mukiiig this advance as it paid 
dividends of 80 per cent, lust year. Does 
tainted inouey ever bring a blessing?

Under tlie first 
group comes the rock crystul, amethyst 
crystal, lose quartz, smoky quartz and 
yellow quartz.sometimes culled false topaz. 
The second series includes chulcedony, 
jasper, (lint aud chert. By constuut wear 
aud tear it is reduced to line grains of sand, 
hand is used in the manufacture o( gluss, 
plaster and cement, for scouring purposes 
and for sand-paper. And so we see that 
quartz delights our eyes as a beautiful gem, 
it gives assistance to failing eyesight, it 
allows light to enter into our houses und 
does not disdain to assist in the liuuitde em- 
ployment of seoui ing, ami has thus hud its 
place in the development of tlie human 
race. 

Mr. Fied P. Hall then gave an interest- 
ing paper on “Bats.” A bat is hull animal 
aud Half bird. They shun the light und 
spend Hie day in dark recesses. They do 
not lly direct in the air, tint wheel about 
very nimbly in pursuit of their insect or 
prey. The dying f..x, one of tlie largest in 
the tropics, measuring live feet from wing 
to wing, does great injury to the fruit trees 
since it hangs mi the munches, head down- 
ward, when reposing, thus breaking tlie 
brunches. Bats were thought to hybernute, 
but it has been learned that they migrate. 
The following ure the species we have 
around here: The New York, hoary, 
Brown anti Qarolinu.

His type birds were for a long 
time lost to the world, but Mr. xMaynard 
fortunately came across tho collection in 
Boston and obtained it. Of course it was 
not known of by those who let the colleo- 
tion pass through their hands. Mr. May- 
nurd has decided proofs thut lie lias some 
of Wilson’s Type Birds, which are exceed- 
ingly vuluable

Thk League of American Wheelmen 
have taken up the side path question and 
are trying to get a bill through the legisla- 
ture providing for the construction of side 
paths along roads that are often impassu- 
ble. As this will entail no expense on the J 
state, there should bo uo objection to pass. , 
ing the bill. A committee from the League 
appeared before the legislative committee \ 
on roads and bridges this week, ami ex- 
plained this bill. This is not to imply that 
the League has given up the good roads 
agitation, but there are so many hundreds j 
of miles of roads in the state, which can ; 
not be benetitted nt state expense for many i 
years, if ever, and some of the roads are \ 
important highways between points that J 
wheelmen desire to visit, that the only solu- ; 
tion of the difficulty is a side path, to be 1 
constructed by the wheelmen themselves, 
and the state must sanction it by proper 
legislation so thnt the path can he protect- 
ed against those who would destroy it, ns 
there are stift men who take pleasure in 
such things, as has been discovered where , 
private paths have been built. In other 
states the paths are protected by law, and 
a small tax is made upon those who use 
them, wliicli pays for keeping them in re- 
pair. Good roads and tine scenery do not ! 
always go together, and a little enterprise 
would do much to open up the desirable 
routes. It often happens also that an im- 
portant and popular route with wheelmen 
will have fine roads, with the exception of 
one or two connecting links, where the go- 
ing is atrocious. An instance Is found be- 
tween Newton and Needham, where for 
about half a mile there is the worst road to 
he found in this vicinity. An nttempt has 
been made several times to have a side 
path, hut It is impossible to keep it in 
order, as teams will drive unon it, and soon 
make it as bad as the road itself. Those 
who have to walk over this road complain 
as bitterly as the wheelmen, but for the 
lack of such legislation as is sought noth- 
ing could be done to remedy matters. With 
driving upon such a path mude illegal, and 
a proper ditch mude between the path and 
road, it could be kept in order at very small 
expense, to the great benefit of the hun- 
dreds who pass over It every week. This 
would be a sample of the benefits derivtd 
from such a bill, and such enterprise ought 1 
to arouse interest in and add to the mem- 
bership of the league. 


Senator Lodge has made his great 
speech on the Philippine question und it 
was a brilliant example of special pleading. 
No one cun help admiring the smartness of 
our junior senator, but one misses in all 
Lis political speeches any traces of sinceri- 
ty. Senator Hoar has convictions And he 
Impresses people with his honesty of pur- ! 
po«e, even when they disagree with him, ; 
and that is where he differs from Mr. ! 
Lodge. The latter, by ignoring all facts j 
that do not suit his purpose, like a regular- 
ly retained lawyer, always makes a strong : 
speech, very impressive till one begins to j 
study It. The effect of such special plead- i 
in. is only temporary. A sample of it is 
found in his letter from (’apt. Coghlan, j 
which Mr. Lodge quotes in regard to the 
campaign at Snhig Bay. What became of 
tin- .Spanish prisoners taken, neither Capt. ! 
< <>_:hlan nor Mr. Lodge states, but they j 
were turned over to the Filipinos, which j 
destroys the force of all Mr. Lodge’s argu- 
ments. It is in this way that Mr. Lodge 
shows his contempt for the intelligence of 
tlie people, und also expiuius why he fails ■ 
to influence any who are not iu full agree- j 
liieut with him. 


It is figured that the udvuuoe in the price 
< f paper by the paper trust will cost the 
1J< ston Globe this year some two hundred 
thousand dollars over lust year’s expenses. 
It will nnt cost the (JbAPJlIG- quite so much 
as that, but ull papers huve to do their part 
t « • help the trust to pay an Income on its 
w tered stock. The American Newspaper 
Association, which 1ms been iu session at 
New York, adopted resolutions, asking 
< ’'ingress to take steps to remedy the pres- 
ent condition of uffairs, and the most effec- 
tive remedy would be to repeal the duty 
which enables this monopoly to charge 
such unreasonable prices. It is noticed 
that the high protection papers condemn 
the trust just us vigorously as liie others. 
The newspapers of the country could force 
Congress to act if they should unite iu 
furor of such action, even if the trust does 
maintain a highly paid lobby at Washing 
ton, paid expressly to see that Congress 
only takes such mca«ures as will mean 
nothing, und avoid those that would be 
effectual.

have been behind all this imperialistic 
business, and not any high moral Idea of 1 
making the world better and carrying 
Christianity to the heathen, doing out 
plain duty, taking up the white man’s bur- 
den, etc. But If it Is given up, think of the 
suffering that it will entail on the thous- 
ands of saloon keepers in Manilla and also 
of the condition of the sultan of Sulu and 
his harem, abandoned by his friends. In 
the words of the poet if imperialism was 
so soon to be done for why In the world 
was it begun for, but as Senator Beveridge 
says if we can’t make a cent out of the 
Islands there is no use in keeping them, 
and the talk about our duty is all humbug. 

Mr. Powers caused great surprise by 
his announcement nt the Telephone hear- 
ing, that the Telephone Company was will 
ing to have either state supervision or un. 
restricted competition. The telephone 
company has so long opposed state super- 
vision that Its new attitude is surprising, 
but it shows that itrenlizes that the agi- 
tation for supervision was bound to suc- 
ceed at last. It is n case where competi- 
tion would not apply, as with two compan- 
ies in the field the cost to all business 
lionses, which would have to patronize 
both companies, would be increased and 
consolidation would come sooner or later, 
and then users of telephones would have 
to pay for the cost of the competing lines 
and there would be no reductions. Under 

state supervision, there Is hope of reason- 
able rates. 

Tog board of health have had such an 
unusually large number of cases of con- 
tagious diseases, this year, that they have 
already nearly exhausted their appropria- 
tion, and have had to ask the board of al- 
dermen for more. It seems to be a great 
winter for disease germs, but this is said to 
be characteristic of mild winters. There | 
have been already more cuses than were j 
expected for the whole year. The agent of 
the board has been driven with such work ! 
ever since the beginning of the year und ; 
yet the business appears to have been so j 
well managed that we have had nothing 1 
approaching an epidemic, Prompt action J 
and isolation, and in cases where possible, 
the carrying of the sick to the contagious 
ward of the hospital, ore what has spared j 
the city from such an iutliction. 

They say the southern people believe . 
that visitors from the north bring their : 
climate with them, and point to the frosts ' 
and cold in Florida as a proof of this. In 
further proof of this it is said that this I 
winter overcoats are a necessity in Havana, j 
and there has been much suiTering in Cuba j 
by visitors from the north, on account of j 
the lack of stoves and furnaces. Probably 
northern people are so cold blooded they 
affect the climate. If southern people 
would have a similar effect on our climate 
we could afford to pay the expenses of Im 
porting several huudred Cubans to spend 
the winter her£, so that our climate might 
be soothed a little. 


The reduction in the price of the sugar 
trust dividend is only wliut has been pre- 
dicted, and sugar stock has always been 
such a gamble that conservative investors 
have avoided it. The public is allowed to 
know nothing in regard to -the business, 
| and even this last dividend is said to have 
i been paid out of the surplus of former 
j years, and that the sugar trust has been 
losing money at u tremendous rate In its 
war with competing concerns. But a con- 
solidation is looked for after the next elec- 
tion, as it is said tiiut the managers are 
afraid of the effect on the pubiio if un 
i agreement with its opponents was reached 
before. 


The testimony of Addicks’ confidential 1 
man as to the great sums he paid the Bos 
ton papers for special reports and ulso for ; 
editorials show what a good thing lie wus 
for the cause of journalism In Boston, 
though it makes jealous outsiders sneer 
and scoff. It is said that the Boston pa 
pers have received upwards of ten millions 
of dollars from Addicks and Whitney in 
the lust ten years, which shows thut there 
is money in the newspaper business, if the 
mauugers are not troubled witii scruples. 


Senator Lodge is being ridiculed by 
the papers for his freshness in rushing to 
the defense of the Porto ltieo Tariff bill ' 
und for saying that the United States in- ' 
chides only the 45 states which send repre- I 
sentatives to Congress. They claim that 
according to Mr. Lodge then the district 
of Columbia is not in the United States, so : 
of course Washington is not and Congress ! 
meets outside of the United States, and i 
ull sorts of similar obsurdities. 

The removal of the Locomobile com- 1 
puny from the city will be welcome news : 
to nervous people who have objected to : 
having the autos tested in the public ; 
streets, with drivers who were not very 
conservative in the matter of speed nor 
very careful of the rights of others. The , 
streets may be more lonesome without a 
score or more of the wagons shooting 
about but they will be safer. 


The Mareli elections have furnished the 
town* with lots of excitement this week, 
uu 1 the country has been saved with the 
usual unanimity.

Tim grounds for apprehension are quite 
substantial US the Newton public bath- 
house situated oil the hanks of the Charles j 
liver, oil' California street, Noiiuntum, was 
curried uwuy Wednesday night, ami in a | 
badly damaged condition rests today in the 
bed of the river. Only the ridge-pole of die 
building is visible above the wuter, but it 1 
may be possible to save it. 

Thut portion of the (diaries river which 
lies between Newton ami Bemis lias over- 
flowed the lauds in thut vicinity, which, 
fortunately, contain uo buildings. 

'Hie .Etna and Beiuis mills on the Wat- 
ertown side of the river, are said to be en- 
countering considerable difficulty with the 
water power supply, because of theuuusual 
1 amount of water, 

There are several bridges which cross the 
(diaries river as it passes through this city, 
among them a number ol woodeii foot 
bridges. Several of these latter have been 
i- mlered insecure. The footbridge of the 
Metropolitan Park Commission at Newton 
Lower Falls, was so badly weakened that 
it is now supported by ropes and timber as 1 
a precautionary measure 

The river has preseuted u particularly at- 
tractive sHht at the dams Iu Newloii Upper 
ami Newton Lower Fails, and there have * 
been many visitors at each place this week i 
to look upou the heavy fall of water.

It was hard work, but I don’t think 
I am any the worse for it. 1 was am- 
bitious. 1 wanted to be n lawyer. I 
got a country school to teach and stud- 
ied law at night. I don’t think I 
scrimped my work as teacher, though 
teaching was only a means with me 
toward a lawyer's parchment. 

1 was admitted to the bar up there 
in Maine in due time, and I worked 
conscientiously and sometimes pretty 
hard as a lawyer. 1 became Interested 
In the politics of my State, as nearly all 
young lawyers do. When practice is 
yet to come the emoluments of some 
petty office help to eke out an existence. 
I bold several of these. My neighbors 
put trust in me, and I occupied some 
places of trust common to lawyers not 
political. Finally I was elected to Con- 
gress. 

I was in Congress several terms, and 
was Speaker of the House when I re- 
signed to devote myself to the practice 
of law in New York. I got my share 
of criticism, some of it Just, perhaps. 
The record is open. I am now a private 
citizen, uninteresting to the public. 

If I have been In any measure suc- 
cessful — and success Is measured by 
different standards in different philoso- 
phies— I do not hesitate to say that in 
my belief It has been by dint of hard 
work. 

I know that I could not have suc- 
ceeded at all, nor satisfied myself, ex- 
cept by the hard work possible to one 
of strung physique and robust health. 


THE WATER GARDEN. 

A Correspondent Tells How to Grow 
Flowers in Water. 

"I bought some dozens of flint tum- 
Dler glnsses. I bought them from whole 
pints to halves and quarters. These 
glasses are wide ut the top, and are 
made tapering to the bottom, which 
renders them very convenient for this 
use. I likewise bought some glass 
Im: in* as large as I could get, and took 
2 are to choose them also tapering from 
top to bottom; then I fitted pieces ol 
cork, about half an inch thick, to the 
inside of the tops of the glasses, which 
could not sink far in, by reason of the 
glasses being less all the way from the 
top to the bottom, as aforesaid. 

“In these corks I cut holes propor- 
tional to the roots which I designed to 
place upon them. Some glasses would 
hold two roots, some but one, and some 
three or four. The corks on the basins 
had many holes cut In them, in order to 
place on them a number of smaller 
roots, which might blow together with 
the more splendor. Being thus pre- 
pared, which was all my charge and 
trouble that way, my next business was 
to get the flower roots. A little before 
Christmas I accordingly made a small 
collection of polyanthus and narcissus 
roots, several sorts of hyacinths, tulips, 
crocuses, duffs, Jonquils, etc., ail large 
blowing roots, or the labor of rearing 
them would have been lost. These I 
pluced upon the corks In gln.sses proper 
to their size, the crocuses on the corks 
in the basins, that they might, being of 
various colors, blow together, to make 
the more pleasing object. Before J 
pine* d tiu-s.- dry roots on the corks I 
filled tin- glasses and basins only Just 
to the bottom of tlit* corks, so thut the 
bottoms of tin* bulbs would blit just 
touch tiie water. My dry roots being 
thus placed In my windows, some of 
them even with the panes, others with 
their tops only even with the bottom 
of the sash, which, by the way, I kept 
ulwuys shut, because my glasses hin- 
dered the opening of the casement; 
but, doubtless, a little ulr in very line 
weather, when the wind was only in the 
south or west, and when there was no 
frost, would have been very advanta- 
geous to the plants. I took particular 
tare thut no water should be filled up 
to wet any more than Just the bottoms 
of the bulbous roots; for that would 
certainly have rotted them, and have 
destroyed all my hopes. 

“In a few days after I had placed 
my spring flower-roots on the corks 
over the water they threw out theli 
white fibrous roots strongly ini** tlm 
water, which was a most diverting 
pleasure to behold. The whole procesi 
of thut germination (if 1 may so call 
It) was visible through the glass. When 
tiie glasses were pretty well filled with 
these fibrous roots— that Is, when there 
were enough to draw sufficient strength 
for th< nourishment of the leaves, 
stalks and flowers — the green buds first 
appeared, which soon shot Into leaves, 
and the stalks with the flower-buds 
soon followed, all as strong, or, I may 
say, rather stronger than the gulden 
does afford. They grew so fast, and yet 
with a full strength, that I hud polyan- 
thuses and nurcissuses blowing out in 
perfection before Christmas dny, with 
all their perfection of color und per- 
fume Several hyacinths followed them 
in the same manner. The crocuses 
would have been equally early, but I 
eould not get any roots to my mind 
till some time af*.-r Christmas, which 
occasioned their being latti than the 
rest of their companions. I at last met 
with the large roots of the great blue 
crocus, which blows late, und very 
often not at all The yellow crocus 
and the whit* .trl; 1, or very pale 
blue, are the foi waul, st, and the beat 
to be chosen for our use.

GRANVILLE B. PUTNAM DEAD. 


WAS MASTER OF THE FRANKLIN SCHOOL i 
OF BOSTON FOB 35 YEABS. 


Granville Bradford Putnam, head master 
of tiie Franklin grammar school on Wal- 
tham 6treet, Boston, died yesterday morn 
ing at ids home on Webster street, West 
Newton, aged 65 years. 

Mr. Putnam’s appointment to the Frank- 
lin school dates back to 1865. His special 
distinction us a master is that he was tiie 
first to introduce into his school the Ling 
system of gymnastics, now so widely 
adopted. He was also umong the first of 
tiie masters to interest himself in tiie Bos- 
ton 'Teachers’ Mutual Benefit association 
of which he had been uu honored presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Putnam was born in Danvers, Mass., 
Aug. 27, 1835. IDs paternal ancestor. John 
Putnam, was one of the early Puritans, 
having urrived in Salem in 1634. Among 
his muternul forefathers was Gov. 'Thomas 
Dudley. Mr. Putnam attended school in 
Danvers, Norton aud Boston, and is, per- 
haps, the only Boston master who wus tiie ; 
recipient of a Franklin medal. This honor i 
was conferred upon him at the Quitiuy 
school iu 1850, under tiie mastership of the 
lamented John Phil brick. 

In 1854 ho entered the Bridgewater state 1 
normal school aud graduated file following 
year, und immediately began teaching in 
Fall River. 

He entered Amherst college in 1857 aud 
gruduuied iu 1861. Early in April of that 
year lie received uu invitation to the prln- 
cipulship of the Quincy High school, und, 
bytheadvloe of his college teachers, ac- 
cepted it and commenced his labors there 1 
on the memorable 12th of April, 1861. lie 
remained iu Quine) three and a half years, 
declining t He position of principal of the 
Salem High school, und iu ImW received 
from Amherst the honorary degree of 
master of arts. 

Iu September, 1864. lie came to Boston as 
subuiuster in tiie Bigelow school, and in 
the following January he was elected 
master of the Fiuukliu school, where he 
has since remuiued. 

Early in Iiis career as a teacher Mr. 
Putiium was associated with Daniel B. 
Hagai and John Kueeluud us editor of the 
Mussuchuselts 'Teacher, the organ ol Hie 
Slate Teachers’ association, and in luter 
years lie lias bean a contributor to the New 
England Muguzine.tlie Youth’s ('oiiipuuiou, 
Wide A wuke, Education, Journal ol Edu- 
cation, Pongregutiouulibt aud other publi- 
cations. 

He wus the author of the national hymn, 
“Columbia's Jubilee, ” aud also wrote sev- 
eral other beuutiful hymns. 

For the past five duys Mr. Putnam had 
suffered with trouble of the stomach, but 
the immediate cause of his demise is attri- 
buted to heart failure.

HEARING ON TIIE SOUTH RII»K (IIIAHK 
CHOBHtNO HIM.— MANY PRESENT FROM 
NEWTON IN FAVOR, AND TIIE RAIL- 
ROAD ATTORNEYS OPPOSE. 

[Special Legislative Correspondence.] 

Reaeon Hill, March 7. 
Some members of the general court now 
venture to express the hope Hint ttiey will 
be free from legislative cares l>y the time 
snow files in the fall ; but they do not seem 
very certain about It. As a mntter or fact 
the hearings are progressing with a great 
deal of success. The work of tlie year Is 
larger than usual in amount, but it is bette r 
distributed umong tlie committees, as a 
matter of necessity. The result Is that 
many committees, which heretofore have 
had tilings easy, are rnther astonished. 
Mr. Chadwick’s committee on cities lias 
less than usual this year, and is getting 
along finely. The water supply committee, 
under Mr. Langford's skilful direction, is 
closing up its work already. 

Mr. Chadwick had an interesting time on 
Monday hearing a series of bills from Mal- 
den, Melrose, Lynn and Gloucester. Tlie 
Melrose bill was to provide that on the re- 
quest of 15 per cent, of the voters questions 
as to franchises should bo referred to the 
people. The Malden bill related particu- 
larly as to tlie stutus of tlie president of 
the board of aldermen, his rights of ucting 
mayor under certain conditions not being 
clearly defined. Malden ulso wants to 
follow the example of Melrose nml have 
her inauguration exercises in the evening. 
Then Gloucester's mayor usked for a now 
charter, and one of his board of aldermen, 
and tlie oity solicitor by the direction of 
the board, asked for another, and Mr. Chad- 
wick declined to hear the two parties 
wrangle, and hud the hearing put over. 
Immediate]}' after Lynn’s member asked 
thnt there be a referendum on tli 0 question 
of abolishing grade crossings, and the 
mayor and many wealthy citizens objected 
on the scores of both expense and the fact 
that it went over the heads of the board of 
aldermen. Mr. Chadwick, who lives in a 
community where grade crossing separa- 
tions ure popular.seemed a little bewildered 
by this scene. These tilings often depend 
on one’s point of view. 

Mr. Langford’s bill to provide that nomi- 
nation of candidates for city officers and 
candidates for tlie general court may be 
made directly by the people in the Newton 
caucuses still lies on the house table, where 
it was put by the Newton member when 
the committee on election laws repoi ted ad- 
versely upon it last week. There seems to 
have been no good reason why the commit- 
tee should have asked that this go over to 
the next general court, excepting that it re- 
ported adversely on a number of measures 
from Boston of tlie same general ohuructer, 
and did not care to he open to the cliurgo 
of being inconsistent. 

Mr. Langford has also tabled tlie bill he 
introduced on petition of Robert Bleakieof 
Ilyde Bark, concerning tlie grade crossing 
legislation referred to in this correspon- 
dence last week. 

The committee on federal relations, of 
which Mr. Langford is a member, will give 
a hearing on Friday on u hill put in on tlie 
recommendation of the Governor providing 
fertile gilt by the commonwealth to the 
United States government of land for a 
sea- coast battery in Boston Ilurbor. Tlie 
committee has had one or two laborious 
sessions in which it has canvassed toe line 
between Massachusetts and Vermont, and 
must later in the session consider the line 
between Massachusetts and New York, 
which will be reported upon by the inter- 
state commission, which has been at work 
upon it for some years. It has reported a re- 
solve favorable to the improvement of Bos- 
ton harbor by the United States govern- 
ment, and has before it resolves fuvorable 
to the Transvaal republic, (put in by Wat- 
son of Boston), and urging Congress to 
take a hand iu the extermination of the 
gypsy moth. It issuid that tlie hitter work 
cannot be done by tlie aid of Congress 
without violating the principle of state’s 
rights. This remains to lie proved. 

Messrs. Schofield and Clmdwiok got upon 
the state house committee tlie wrong year. 

1 11 other recent years it has been a very im 
portunt body, hut this year for some reason 
there has not been enough matters before 
it to hardly call for a meeting. Tlie most 
important is the report of the state house 
construction commission, iu which appro- 
priations to complete Memorial Hall are 
urged. Ill a week or two there will be new 
stained glass windows at the head of the 
stairs leading from Memorial Hall to tlie 
house lobby, hut nothing can be done to 
help tlie bare brick spaces iu the beautiful 
hall until there is some money given for 
the mural paintings which have been au- 
thorized, but for which no financial pro- 
1 vision lias been made. 

Yesterday the committee on cities gave u 
honing on the petition put iu by Mr. 
i Clmdwiok that Westminster chambers may 
. remain ut their present height, tlie petition 
, of Mayor Hart to the same effect being also 
considered. Vine cannot think of this 
mutter without • cculling and mourning for 
Wierman Hoar, who made such a warm 
light against tlie bill to limit tlie height of 
buildings in Copit-y Square two years ago. 
The indications are that Boston intends 
1 the legislature shall take back wuter on 
this question, notwithstanding the affront 
, to it when the building wus constructed 
I above tlie limit. 

1 There was considerable discussion before 
the committee on railroads concerning tlie 
! Boston & Albany lease bill last week, but 
. with the exception of getting iu tlie argu- 
ment of tlie railroad company, through 
Samuel Hoar, nothing lias really been ac- 
complished, and nothing can he until tlie 
railroad commissioners ami tlie uttorney 
general report on tlie questions submitted 
to them by tin* house. It is understood 
tliat. the Boston & Albany furnished the in- 
formation neoessary to tlie bourd iu order 
to answer its conundrums last week, tint 
probably it will take all the time allowed it, 
to March 15, before submitting the informa- 
tion. Meanwhile, some of it was volun- 
teered by Mr. iloar iu the course of his 
argument. The various bills, the MuNary 
bill for state purchase, etu., has gone over 
! to tlie 20 th, and the main hill to ratify tlie 
lease has gone over to the 214. It is the 
full intention to keep these matters sepa- 
rate, though tlie report on one can be mude 
before the other is reported on. hut none of 
them will be decided until all the testimony 
uud arguments on eucli is iu. The George 
U. Crocker remonstrance to tin* lease is 
represented at the hearings by Robert M. 
Morse uud Joseph O. Rurdett, but it is not 
expected to be very effective, nevertheless, 

I though it is hardly fair to say what some 
I hot headed witnesses have averred, that 
, the desire of tlie governor uud the state 
directors of the Fitchburg fertile lease of 
: that roud to tlie Boston A Maine lias made 
tlie $5,000,000 purchase of Fitchburg stock 
by tlie B. & M., pruoticuily the price to be 
paid for ratification of both louses. Those 
wiio know Joseph It. Luesuii uud his usso- 
oiutus, uud those who know Murruy Cruuu 
will never believe such talk. 

Lust week 1 spoke of the telephone bill, 
uud made certuiu prophecies which were 
fulfilled before the week wus over. llou. 
Samuel L. Bowers did not s ayuway exact- 
ly, but lie did something which wus emi- 
nently more satisfactory; lie caiue, uud 
withdrew opposition to thb measure he lias 
fought so steadily for s^veu years. Thu 
rivul companies still tulk pf opposing uud 
killing the measure, but probably they will 
find themselves quite unable to do it. 
Supervision is coming, us l|Us seemed to be 
Inevitable for two or three years. 

It did not look about January us though 
the successor of Treasurer Bradford 011 
the board of lusauity would have uuythlug 


to do with drawing the bill which some 
day will be enacted into law for the state 
control of tlie insane ; but the committee on 
public charitable Institutions was not satis- 
fied with the Hill which the commissioners 
presented, and it agreed to redraft It. 
which is of course Commissioner 1 1 a 1 - 
wood's opportunity, and judging from Ills 
success with measures during his long con 
nection with tlie general court, he will de- 
vise something which will be workable. 

The special gypsy moth committee Is still 
on tin! ragged edge of indecision concern- 
ing the report it is to make; Imt tin* com- 
mittee on agriculture is getting ready to 
begin hearings on the appropriation hill, 
and it looks ns though there might he a 
clash. Secret my Stock well of the board of 
agriculture, in closing the argument for 
the gypsy moth oommittoe In the investiga- 
tion, mude a feeling reference to Mr. Wood 
of your city, who has given ten years to 
the work of the board without compensa- 
tion. “It has brought Its rewnnl; s*df- 
sacrifice always does; hut it lias a further 
right, that after a successful business 
career, nearing the close of an honored life, 
the good he lias done shall not be evil 
spoken of.” 

The committee on probate and insolvency 
is giving hearings on the vivisection «pies 
lion, and Prison Commissioner Ward lias 
thrown himself into tlie contest in behalf 
of the ant-vivisectionists with Ills accus- 
tomed enthusiasm. Yesterday Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Stuart Bholps Ward was a listener 
part of tlie time, but tlio.se who hoped to 
near her address the committee were dis- 
appointed. She has. however, written a 
very earnest appeal for tlie bill, which lias 
been submitted to tlie committee. 

There was a large attendance of Newton 
people ul tlie hearing on tlie separation of 
grades on the southerly side of tlie city, 
which was given by the railroad committee 
to-day. Among them were Mayor Wilson, 
City Solicitor Slocum, City Engineer 
Woods, II 011 . J. R. Leosoti, lion. A. L. 
Harwood, Dwight Chester, E. A. Mason, 
Representatives Langford and Chadwick, 

S. W. Jones, Win. M. Flanders, E. J. 11. 
Estahrook, George II. Ellis, Avery L. Rand 
and many members of tlie hoard of alder- 
men. Carefully drawn plans of tlie pro 
posed grade crossing eliminations being on 
the wall. 

Winfield S. Slocum, city solicitor, ex 
plained that tlie desire was to eliminate tlie 
crossings not already abolished. The peti- 
tion was put iu by Mayor Wilson at the re 
quest of the aldermen. This hill is based 
on tlie scheme of abolition on tlie north 
side. With a pointer lie explained the 
scheme. There was a distressing accident 
at the Langley street crossing last fall, 
Nov. 2(5, and it resulted in a long petition 
from South Side residents to the aldermen. 
All tlie oity had heard from the president 
of the Boston & Albany was that tlie road 
was not ready at present. The time is not 
ripe, and tlie road desires to separate 
grades on its main line first. To attempt to 
secure this through the courts would result 
in a vexatious delay, and so the city up 
pealed to tlie legislature. Mr. Slocum also 
reminded the committee tliat the lease of 
the road to the New York Central might 
result in a physical method of separating 
grade crossings which could not be en- 
dured. 

To Counsel J. II. Benton, Jr., of tlie New 
Haven system Mr. Slocum said there was 
no necessity so far as tlie Albany elimina- 
tions were concerned for the separation at 
Oak street, but the expense would be a 
mere bagatelle, and he should think the 
road would desire it. 

Representative Langford was earnestly 
in favor of the elimination owing to tlie 
exigency caused by the lease, which he 
lavored. Otherwise he should have favored 
the usual course of going to the courts. 
He depicted the gain to the north side be- 
cause of the work which had been done, 
Tlie Common wealtli whicli had already 
paid 25 per cent of §2,000,000, or $500,000, 
uud Newton had paid 10 per cent of the 
same sum on the north side crossings. 

Mr. Slocum said a count of individuals 
crossing Langley road showed 1480 daily, 
and that there were 1200 at Centre street 
and 1700 at Walnut street. 

Ex-Senator Harwood also urged tlie pas 
sage of the bill. Newton proposed to look 
out for her rights before the lease and he 
was surprised other cities and towus hud 
not done likewise. 

Senator Soule.chairman of tlie committee, 
raised a question with both Representative 
Langford and Mr. Harwood us to why 
legislation should he passed, rulher than 
having recourse to tlie courts. Both agreed 
tliat tlie exigency demanded it. Mr. Slocum 
reminded the committee tliat the bill was 
not far-reaching. It simply provided that 
in case there was a petition tlie tracks shall 
bo depressed. Then if the New York Cen- 
tral said it would not do it tlie law would 
provide tliat it shull. 

Hi 11 J. R. Leesou mude a forceful presen- 
tation of tlie need of the legislation pass- 
ing 

Samuel Hour, representing the Boston & 
Albany in opposition, jocosely objected to 
being “held up” in this manner 011 tiie 
lease question. If this bill is reported and 
passed lie trusted the expense for which it 
provides would not have to he reported un- 
der tlie lobby act. The petition, lie said, 
wus founded on an unreasonable panic. 
He denied that the lease would affect grade 
crossing questions at all. He also argued 
ut length thut tlie road must separate 
grades In Cambridge, S mth Framingham, 
Worcester, West Springfield and elsewhere 
first. He thought it vicious to urge such 
legislation where engineering questions 
were considered.

South Side Grade Crossings. 

The hearing on the bill to remove the 
grade crossings on the south side of the 
city was held this week, und a report of it 
will be found in the regular legislative let- 
ter. The bill provides for the following 
changes in the grades of the streets cross- 
ing the railroad : 

BOSTON A- ALBANY RAILBOAD, HIGHLAND 
BRANCH. 

Glen avenue shall be lowered not more 
than fourteen and two-tenths feet, and over 
it shall be constructed a steel railroad 
bridge with sol d water-tight floor, with 
suitable provision for deadening sound, 
and giving a head room of at leust fourteen 
feet. 

Langley road shall be raised not more 
that) seven and uiue-tenths feet, and the 
railroad shall be lowered to pass under this 
and the following streets upon said High- 
land branch. 

Institution avenue shall be lowered two 
feet. 

Cypress street shall be lowered seven 
feet. 

Centre street shall be raised not more 
than twelve and live tenths feet. 

Rogers street, a private way, shall he re- 
located so as to pass over the railroud at the 
ledge in the Crane property. 

Hyde street, a private way, shall ho ruised 
not more than six und live-tenths feet. 

Walnut street shall be raised not over 
five and seven-tenths feet. 

Boylston street shall be raised not over 
twelve und one-tenth feet. 

Cook street crossing ahull be discon- 
tinued. 

BOSTON * ALBANY RAILROAD. LOWER 
FALLS BRANCH. 

Concord street und Pine Grove avenue 
shall be ruised not over seventeen und live- 
tenths feet, to puss over the railroad. 

NEW ENGLAND RAILROAD, WOONSOCKET 
DIVISION. 

Oak street shall be raised not more than 
eight and two-tenths feet. 

Mechanic street, a private crossing, shall 
be raised not more than eight and five- 
tenths feet, and the railroud ahull be low- 
ered to pass under said streets. 

Provision shall also be made for u new 
crossing to he laid out opposite Circuit 
uveuue over the line of the old ruilroud en- 
bankment. 

Whenever practicable the grade of the 
streets to und from the bridges and of the 
connecting streets shall not exceed five per 
cent., and be substantially us shown on the 
plans accompanying the speciul report of 
tlie city engineer ot the city of Newton to 
the board of aldermen of said city.

ler, and the President — for Congress 
has not yet Intel t’erred In this matter 
— is obdg; d to get possession of them as 
well as he can. 

>'..\v .here are several methods of t 
obtaining possession of these islands. 
Or.o of these Is to kill the inhabitants. 
The President has already tried this 
method, but so far has succeeded only i 
in a slight degree, a vast majority of j 
the natives being still alive. i 

But there Is still another plan. This 
is to deport these inhabitants, who j 
have proved themselves so obnoxious, 
and in fact Intolerable. If it be ob- 
jected that In order to deport them It ! 
Is necessary to get possession of them, I 
It is only necessary to refer to the 
means which have been employed since 
time Immemorial In outer to gain pos- 
session of human beings in similar 
eases. | 

It may be estimated reasonably that 
the renl estate of the islands costs one- 
hulf the purchase money pr.ld to Spain, 
and that the remaining $10,000,000 was 
the price paid for the inhabitants. 
Thus, roughly estimating the popula- 
tion at 8,000,000, \v. find the price paid 
for each Philippine native to be $1.25. 
Now, If the President should announce 
that $1.50, a g iod p: Ice when compared 
to the Spanish valuation, would be paid 
for each native bro .ght to the seacoast 
and delivered at certain designated 
depots to accredited agents of the 
Government, the entire population ef 
the archipelago wu'-id doubtless divide 
itself Into two parts, oue composed of 
the strongest, most reckless and mer- 
cenary natives, probably amounting to 
at least one-quarter of the population, 
while the other three-quarters would 
be made up of women, children and 
men of onlv moderate enterprise and 
fighting abilities.

The Lame-Warren Suit. 

Boston, March 7th, l‘J00. 

To the Editor of the Gbachio— 

I noticed in the Newton Journal und 
Newton Graphic of Feb, 24th, Items stat- 
ing that Constable Lathe hud sued me for 
$10,000, und In the Newton Journal of 
Maroh 3d, au item denying thut 1 hud been 
sued. Both statements being incorrect, 
uud so much publicity huving been given 
the matter, if you will allow me to encroach 
on jour space, 1 would like to have the 
fucts published. 

In the evening Heruld of Feb. l'.llh there 
appeared an item under the heading “New- 
ton” stating that Constable Lathe had sued 
me for $10,000.

1 noticed the difference between the 
amount 1 was actually sued for uud the 
amount the Herald stuted 1 was sued for, 
but gave little attention to it ut tlie time, 
wondering, however, how the Herald got 
the news that 1 was sued before 1 did, und 
from whom they obtained the information 
that 1 was sued for $lo,ooo w hile the actual 
umount was $5000. When the matter was 
also taken up by the Newton papers my 
curiosity was further aroused as to where 
the information came from, aud 1 begun to 
look into it. 1 found thut Constable Lullie, 
himself, informed Mr. Almy, tlie Newton 
reporter for the Heruld. that he had sued 
me for $ 10 , 000 . Hence the publication of 
the iuiormatiou iu the Herald und the repe- 
tition of bume in the Newton papers. 

The malicious intent of Mr. I.affle iu 
doubling the amount he hud sued me for 
when giving the information to the Heruld 
will bo uppuient to all. Probably Mr. Lullie 
wus under the impression that the old law 
was In effect, by which the paper publish- 
ing (iumuging misinformation is alone re- 
sponsible for same, but if be will lake the 
trouble to look into it lie will find thut the 
party who furnishes the misinformation to 
the paper is liable crimiuully as well us iu 
u civil suit. 

Mr. Luffle knew, of course, the umouut 
he hud sued me for, so his statement to the 
Herald was u wilful, malicious ful»ehood.

An objection may be urged, to the 
effect that it would be very difficult 
to dispose of the men, women and chil- 
dren who would be thus brought In 
and delivered to the agents of the 
President. In the first place tiieie Is a 
large home market. The Sultan of 
Sulu, who by treaty and alliance with 
the President is protected In the main- 
tenance of the institution of slavery, 
W’ould readily buy large numbers of 
these men, women and childien. nnd 
without doubt would be willing to pay 
an average price of at least $s per head 
for them, while transportation to his 
domains would not cost over 50 cents 
per head. 

Leaving out of our calculation the 
natives sold to the Sultan of Sulu — 
viewing the easy terms of that trans- 
action simply as an act of friendly 
recognition — we will consider the prof- 
its which v'ould accrue from the trade 
with distant ports of Africa where 
slavery exists. Earn Filipino has al- 
ready cost $1.2b; the subsequent price 
paid for delivery would be $1.50, while 
the cost of his transportation to a dis- 
tant market would be $4. thus making 
the entire cost of i-uch deported native 
$6.73. The profit per lit ad would then 
be $13.25, und with a liberal allowance 
of five hundred thousand natives sold 
to the Sultan and lost in various ways, 
this would leave a balance of five und 
a half million natives to be disposed of, 
giving a total profit of $72,875,000. which 
w’ould not only enable the President to 
refund the Treasury the $20,000,000 paid 
to Spain but would go far toward de- 
fraying the expenses of the late war. 


TREATMENT OF THE SKIN.

Much of the 
health of tlie skin depends upon this. 

According to the renowned skin spe- 
cialist, Sir Erasmus Wilson, the use of u 
pure soap is absolutely necessary if we 
would huve health. 

In frequent ablutions lies the secret 
of umiiy a Arm, smooth akin. Plenty of 
soap und water will work wonders. 
Care must be taken that the toilet water 
is soft, and for geneial use It should he 
either tepid or warm. Very hot water 
is advisable ut night, when every parti- 
cle of dust and foreign mutter should be 
removed from th< pores. Rinse with 
tepid, then cooler water. 

The hot buth is an excitant, the tepid 
bath enervates, and the cold buth is an 
astringent of the most bracing nature.

Mr. Samuel L. Powers on “Abraham 
Lincoln.” 

The regular meeting of the Channing 
Unitarian Club was held last evening in 
the parlors of the Channing church, New- 
ton. About 00 members of the club were 
present. The principal guest of the even- 
ing was Mr. batuuel L. Powers, who after 
the customary supper, spoke upon the life 
of Abraham Lincoln and some of the less 
well known facts in connection with it. 

He said Abraham Lincoln was an unique 
character. He was unique in bis person- 
ality, manner and mind. He died but a 
generation ago yet probably many of those 
present remembered him when he was 
the president of the United States. Many 
also remembered his famous debate with. 
Douglas in 1858 , at the time when the great 
slavery agitation had come to the frout uud 
all were engaged in the question. That 
great question wa? oue of the principal 
ones that brought Mr. Lincoln to the front. 

There w as no great person in this coun- 
try, said Mr. Power.-, who was born under 
such severe circumstances as Mr. Lincoln. 
When seven >eais old his father sold his 
little farm iu Kentucky for $20 and ten bar- 
rels of whiskey, which at that time, was as 
much an urticle of exchange as money. 
This w ith his other few belongings, his 
father loaded onto a flat boat and started 
down the Ohio river, but it is related that 
he lost part of his w hiskey overboard. He 
fiually settled in Indiana. 

Until Mr. Lincoln was eight years old he 
never saw a building which might be called 
n school house, it was uot until be was 
twelve years old that he saw- a church, and 
it was not until he w as seveuteeu thut he 
saw a collection of houses any larger than 
a mere settlement. \\ heu eight years old 
his mother died aud the story he afterwards 
told of her death was most pathetic. 

To those about him later ou in life he 
said that it was to his mother that he owed 
more than to auyoue else. He was a de- 
scendant from poor people ami knew the 
difference between luxury aud poverty. Up 
to the time w hen he was seventeen year's 
of age. Mr. Liuooln had very little educa- 
tion. Liter on when Ins lather with Ins 
stepmother and the children moved to New 
Salem, 111., he followed them and reached 
there, poverty stricken. He had bu; little 
clothing and hardiy any money At that 
time he had ue\>r studied law, but w ith in 
thirty years he was president of the United 
States. It was the most rapid progress 
towards fame thu any preaideut ot the 
United Males had ever made. 

Asalawyer, Mr. Lincoln was not a great 
lawyer. He was little different, how ever, 
j from the oilier lawyers ot the bar of Illi- 
nois at thut time. As a lawyer he was 
never a suco* ss. lie bad uo natural fond- 
ness for law . he disliked to study boons ou 
I tlie subject, lie was a po..r lawyer even 
| up to the tnue of his election to the presi- 
, deucy. He was not u learned man aud Ins 
use of the English language up to 1852 was 
1 very crude. 

| Another phase of his life was that in 
1 which he played the most important part, 

1 that of an orator. He was one of the men 
j who utlrt lie hud selected a subject for . 0 . 1 - 
1 dress, could present it very logically aud 
hoi 1 the atteullou of bis audience. 

I it was not uutil he delivered thut wou- 
! tierfui speech that a house divided against 
1 itself cannot stand, iu 1659, that he came to 
1 public attention.

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ABOUT ROCKEFELLER’:, GIFT 

AMI T11K NEWTON TITKOI.OOtCAL INSTI- 
TUTION TO WHICH HE HAS PROMISED 


Newton Thoologlogl institution, whioh , 
lias been promised a gift of $150,000 by J 
.Tnbn D. Rockefeller, the Standard oil mag- 
nate, is the oldest Baptist thooloRioal 
seminary in the country, the only one of 
that denionination In New England, and 
during its existence of three-quarters of a 
century has graduated more than 1.100 
students. 

Many of the most eminent Baptist clergy- 
men in the country claim Newton The- 
ological institution as their alma mater, 
every part of the world contains others 
who are now missionaries, and in the list 
nro about 00 who became college presi- 
dents. 

The buildings are at Newton Centre, at 
the summit of Seminary hill, an eminer.ee 
300 feet above sea level, and which coni, 
mands a view of city, town, country and 
■wood that is of surpassing beauty. Mt. 
Monad nock in southwestern New Hamp- 
shire and Mt. Wachusett in rrinceton, 
Mass., the former distant 80 miles and the 
latter 50 miles, are easily seen on a clear 
day. One looks down upon the golden 
dome of the state house in Boston, and 
against the eastern sky is seen the tail gran 
ite shaft on Bunker Hill. 

Tin college grounds are extensive and 
liave an area of nearly 80 acres. The hill 
is crowned by a group of seven buildings. 
The students at present number 70, and the J 
faculty 15. There nre also 15 lecturers, j 
All the students are college graduates. 
The course covers a period of three years. 

The Institution was founded in the latter 
part of 1820, and grew out of an agitation 
carried on by adherents of the denomina- 
tion largely’ In Boston, yet exten Mug all 
over New England, The desire for an edu- 
cated ministry, the same desire that 
prompted the founding of Harvard college 
nearly 200 years eurlier, was the motive In 
founding that at Newton. 

There were two Instructors at the outset, 
one a professor of biblical theology, and 
another of biblical literature and pastoral 
duties. A few years later the duties of the 
latter professorship were divided, and an- 
other professor of pastoral duties was 
appointed. 

In 182(5 the trustees accepted the charter 
which the state had granted. Never from 
the beginning until the present has there 
been any other interruption in the college 
work except that in consequence of the 
regular vacations, but it has not always 
been carried on without difficulties in fian- 
cial matters. 

TO RAISE A $400,000 ENDOWMENT. 

In 1832 $20,000 had been raised as a perma- 
nent endowment. In 1848 repeated efforts 
were made to secure an additional sum of 
$30,000, but without avail, and not until 
1853 was the movement successful. In 1852 
efforts to raise $30,000 having proved fruit- 
less the trustees determined to make the 
object a great deal larger, and appeals were 
issued not for $:»,000 but for $100,000, and 
in 1853 this had been contributed by about 
400 persons. 

In 1871 a movement for another endow- 
ment of $200,000 was started and was suc- 
cessfully accomplished. To this great fund 
330 persons contributed. 

Now there is on foot a scheme to raise 
§400,000 Of this there lias been already 
contributed $100,000, leaving a balance of 
§300,000 yet to be raised. It is to pay one 
half of this amount that John I). Rocke- 
feller has promised, provided the other 
§150,000 is raised. Or, in other words, Mr. 
Rockefeller has offered to duplicate dollar 
for dollar any amount up to $150,000 which 
may be contributed to Newton theological 
institution. 

Rev. I)r Nathan E. Wood, who entered 
upon the duties of president of the institu- 
tion last September, is confident tliut the 
friends of the institution will do their part. 
An organized movement will he made to 
acquaint toe entire country with the condi- 
tions of Mr. Rockefeller’s offer, and it Is 
felt that the response will be quick and en- 
thusiastic. 

Even before Mr. Rockefeller’s proposition 
bad been received plans had been made for 
adding to the beauty und to the equipment 
of the institution. Last full a landscape 
architect remained three or four weeks at 
Newton studying the ground, ami he pre 
pared plans lor the general beuutifying of 
the great estate. 

One tiling tliut is proposed is to grade 
and level the campus betweeu the library, 
Sturtevant hall und the president’s house, 
and to prepare the ground at the easterly 
side for another building, so that a quad- 
rangle will he made. 

It was only during t he present week that 
the institution buffered by lire in the burn- 
ing of the new house for the president 
whioh was iu process of construction und

The administrative building on Seminary 
hill is Colby hall, whioh was dedicated in 
1806. 1 n addition to lecture and recitation 
rooms it contains the recently completed 
chapel, a light and pretty auditorium. Six 
of the windows whioh light the chapel are 
of cathedral stained glass, and are memo- 
rials to six former professors, Messrs 
Knowles, Arnold, Train, Lincoln, Stearns 
and Caldwell. 

The Hills library, the newest of the 
completed buildings, was dedicated five 
years ago and stands in the centre of the 


campus. It is a handsome structure of gray 
sandstone, contains about 20,000 volumes, 
and has a capacity of 40,000 The largest 
apartment is t lie Hartshorn memorial read- 
ing room, well equipped with reference 
hooks, lexicons, etc , and where about 80 
American and European magazines nod rib- 
views nre regularly received. There are 
also several seminary rooms, w here one 
may have complete seclusion for the whole 
dav surrounded by hooks and papers. 

There are two dormitories, Farwell and 
Sturtevant halls, whioh contain accommo- 
dations for most all the students, the 
former having quarters for 40 and the 
latter for 30. 

A gymnasium, a steam-heating plant, ami 
the new president’s house complete the 
group. 

The endowment of the institution now 
amounts to about $500, <k>0, and as the new 
movement has resulted successfully t he 
permannnent endowment will not be far 
short of $l,000,00o.

Newton Contagious Wards. 

It Is reported that a conference will soon 
beheld between the trustees of the Newton 
hospital and the city government to con- 
sider plans for new contagious wards at 
the Newton hospital. The present build- 
ings on the hospital grounds, where infec- 
tious diseases are treated, were erected ten 
years ago. Their capacity is considered 
insufficient and there are many necessary 
appointments lacking. It has been clearly 
shown during the recent diphtheria out- 
break that more room and increased facili- 
ties were greatly needed in the contagious 
wards. These buildings are owned by the 
city and there are few more anxious that 
new ones should be erected than the hos- 
pital trustees. The buildings are owned by 
the city. It is not thought that the present 
condition of the city’s finances will permit 
the erection of new buildings this year, 
although plans will probably be offered at 
an early date.

The storv uupeuriug in the Boston papers 
w as absolutely denied by a member of the 
Wright family, w ho wus interviewed by a 
Git a Pine reporter. 

To t lie reporter it was stated that upon 
1 seeing the article iu the papers, the family 
1 had at once telephoned to the Westboro 
I asylum to learn Lne facts iu tire case, und 
had been iiilormed by Dr. Adams, the head 
pbysieiuu, that Mr. Wright is alive aud 
well. 

They were unable to account for the story 
of his death, or the statement that lie had 
been confined at Bridgewater since 1693, us 
he hud been discharged from that institu- 
tion a number of years ago.

St. Patrick. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: — 

Much Is justly said nowadays of the im- 
portance of what is called historical per- 
spective, which high-sounding phrase 
simply means the comparative importance 
of events, as judged by their influence on 
later times. 

In applying this principle to St. Patriok, 
we must go back to the beginning of the 
Christian churoh. This, as we learn from 
the Book of Acts, was in the upper chamber 
at Jerusalem. That church has lasted till 
now, and still exists, stronger and more 
widespread than ever, in spite of the many 
unhappy divisions made in it by human 
error, sin and folly. Happily, however, 
many signs now point unmistakably to a 
growing desire fora permanent return to 
unity. 

Coming, now, not far down the long vista 
of the ages, St. Patrick appears as a highly 
interesting personage, not to any one time 
or people only, but always and to every 
one of us, because he was eminently an 
apostle of peace, rather than a maker of 
disoord. Though all the dates relating to 
him have been so much disputed as to be 
somewhat uncertain, it can be said, proba- 
bly without serious error, tliat he was horn 
in Scotiund, perhaps near Glasgow, ubout 
the year 375. In those rude and rough 
early times, it fell out thut he was taken 
captive, and for several years was a sluve 
of one of the earlj Irish “kings,” or as we 
should now cull them, local chieftains. He 
alterward went to France, then called 
Gaul, and was there ordained, first a priest, 
mid then as a bishop. He went to Ireland 
as a missionary iu about 432, or about one 
hundred and seventy-five years before the 
appearance of Augustine, the Roman mis- 
sionary to England, lie died in County 
Down, in the northern Irish province of 
Ulster, The much earlier date of the 
founding of his first church is given as 
March 17tli, 405, whence that day is still 
kept in his honor. Knowing the strength 
with which people in simple times cling to 
the customs of their fathers, he gained over 
the formerly heathen inhabitants of the 
land to Christianity, by his patience, gen- 
tleness and tact in gaining first the ciiiefs, 
and then more easily the people, who 
looked to them as their natural leaders. 
Amt lie did this work so well, too, that 
Ireland afterwards came to lie called “The 
Island of Saints,” Far different lie thus 
was from those harshly overbearing spirits 
who, even when they set out to do wlmt 
they think is u good thing manage to get 
themselves and wliat they do well hated by 
the way they do it. Hence St. Patrick well 
deserves by contrast witli all such the 
blessed name of peuceinuker und to be 
everywhere honored as sueh. 

Remembering, now, tliut ull this was a 
thousund years before the invention of 
printing, it is no wonder that a large body 
of mere legend and fable, having little or 
no foundation in fact, should liuve gathered 
about ttiis fascinating ancient personage. 
After all the eager and laborious search 
> tliut inis been spent upon his lile, the little 
I tliut is certainly known reveals him to us 
as simple, true, pious, wise uml fatherly. 

| Curiously enough, too, the vpiy little thut 
I now remains of writings undoubtedly his 
1 makes 110 mention of any of the matters 
1 which liuve mosi grievously divided the 
1 Christian world since and liuve helped to 
I undo his good work, if we were to do* 
j scribe him, either as the Archbishop Feu- 
1 eloii, the Bishop Brooks, or even as ttie 
| plain Mm dy of Ins day, we could hardly 
be fur wrong, lie belongs to the world. 
Then let ull learn ubout him aud do just 
1 honor to his name und memory, m d beware 
of belruying ignorance, ill-disposition aud 
ill-manners by making fun of the keeping 
of the day which for fifteen hundred j ears 
, lias been kept sacred to him us a Christian 
peuceinuker aud u sincere und effectual 
lover of his lellowmen.

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Death of Lewis Robinsou. 

On the afternoon or the ninth of March 
there died suddenly of heart disease, at 
the age of 34, Lewis Robinson, faithful 
friend and Ioiik time employe of Lasell. 
Lewis had long been a familiar figure at 
the seminary, winning the respect, esteem, 
and confidence of all by ills loyal fidelity to 
duty, his intelligence and discretion, and 
his warm interest in the place, lie will 
bo greatly missed. 

There are, it may be. many who are able 
workers, but few who are so wholly trust 
worthy and faithful to the work under- 
taken as ho was. Wb do him all honor. 

He came to the Seminary from id* homo 
in Gordonsville, Va., In the fall of 1879, 
and was first employed as bell boy. It) hL 
steadiness and reliability, he soon made 
evident Ills superior worth, and was 
gradually advanced in position ami pay 
until he became night, watchman holding 
this position until his death, a period of 
twelve years, fie leaves a Widow, an aged 
mother and a brother in Virginia; three 
brothers ami a sister in New York ; ami a 
fourtli brother in Massachusetts. 

The funeral took place on Sunday after- 
noon, March nth, at 2.30 p. in , in the 
Heminary chapel, which was crowded witli 
relatives and friends. Among these friends 
were the principal, teachers, students of 
hesoliool, for Lewis's genial and kindly 
spirit, and marked faithfulness for twenty 
years had endeared him to all. The Rev. 
T. VV. lJi*hop, of Newton Highlands and 
the Rev I)r. Gallagher, associate principal 
of Lasell, Conducted the simple but impres- 
sive services. The students’ double quar- 
tet sang, “Rock of Ages.” and Miss Fla- 
herty, ‘‘Lead, Kindly Light.” Among 
the noteworthy things said of Lewis in the 
remarks made at this time was that the 
dials of tile watchman's electric indicator 
for all the years of his service as watch- 
man, show- uu unexampled record of regu- 
larity and unremitting faithfulness to the 
trust reposed in him in this most responsi- 
ble position. At the close of the services 
Mr. BragUon, who was strongly attached 
to Lewis, said a few touching words about 
him. He had had, he said, but few men 
in his employ who could be so fully relied 
upon, and were so perfectly trustworthy 
as Lewis had always proved. 

His death will bring mourning to many, 
for not only those now at Lasell have 
recognized and honored him for his steri 
ing qualities, but hundreds of others, pu- 
pils and teachers of former years will feel 
that they have lost a friend,

THE BIBLE AND THE LAW. 


8. SLOCUM TELLS HOW TIIK LATJ 
IS INDEBTED TO T1IE FORMER. 


A lecture was delivered Wednesday uf 
teruoon In Boston, before the students of 
the Bostoii University school of law, by 
City Solicitor Winfield 8 . Slocum of New- 
ton, on “A Lawyer’s Need of the Bible us 
u Busts of Law.” Ills address was divided 
into five parts: ( 1 ) The position of the 
lawyer as an important factor iu the com- 
munity politically, judicially, sociully uml 
progressively; (2) the Bible us the most im- 
portant factor iu all these various depuit- 
incuts of life with which the luwyer is 
brought in contact; (3) the Bible as the 
busis of ull law ; (4) Christianity us a part 
of III. law of the land ; (5) historically the 
Bible iu ibe source of law. 

llesuld: “The law ’s standard of ethics, 
inoiuliii . sterling integrity aud manliness 
is of tin- highest, not even excelled by thut 
of the cli-i-y. The Bishop occupies u pe- 
culiar plut< in the history of humanity. It 
is wrought into its life aud ooulaius a large 
purl of (lie luws und precepts to which Im- 
munity acknowledges ullcgiuuue. A law- 
yer cuuuot address a court which is not 
somehow guided by its precepts. A state- 
ment of tue code ot luws of the Old 
Testament will siiow thut it covered 
uimust the eutire field of legislation uml 
luw, und contuins in embryo, ut least, the 
lurger part ol the law s even of today.”

Since that time the general plut< has been 
followed in very many different cities and 
towns from the Atlantic to the Pacific!, the j 
results varying in success in proportion to j 
tlio care made iu the arrangements by the ; 
committee in charge, and the competency 
of the superintendent employed. 

Great stress is laid upon the wisdom and 1 
economy of securing and paying well the 
best available man for this position. 

The more important experiments in va- ; 
cant lot cultivation have been conducted 
under three district forms of management J 
— 1 , by public authorities; 2 , by existing ; 
charitable societies; 3, by committees or 1 
associations formed for the express pur. ! 
pose. Of course the details of administra- 
tion differ somewhat, but in the main the | 
plan followed is this: 

Some suitable vacant laud is secured for j 
the seusou near enough the town to be ae- j 
cessible to the poor families - though in j 
some cases they have travelled five miles in 
order to avail themselves of the privileges | 
of a garden. The use of the hum is gener- 
ally given, sometimes a nominal rent is | 
paid, Boston being the only city to regular- I 
ly hire a farm for the purpose. 

The ground is thoroughly plowed and 1 
harrowed and in most cases fertilized, and 
then divided into lots of from one fourtli to 
ono half acres. Seed is generally given the 
would be gardeners, but in some cases it 
lias been paid for la^er out of the profits of 
the gardens. 

It lias been found unwise to give the tools 
though sometimes they have been furnished 
by the committee iu the spriug and paid 
for at the end of the season. 

Tlio first idea was for the gardeners to 
supply food for their own families, but it 
has been found possible to raise enough 
potatoes, turnips, eto., to last the 
family the whole year, und enough green 
vegetables for their careful use in the sum- 
mer, and still have enough to sell in the 
vicinity of the garden. These sales are es- 
pecially advantageous when through wise 
superintendence, the vegetables from t he 
vacant lots are put into the market very 
early. The gardener has the advantage of 
neurness to market, and by putting his 
product into attractive form and selling it 
fresh from the garden, he may obtain the 
very highest prices. 

These results, however, are very depen- 
dent upon tlie wisdom und cureful advice 
of the superintendent, as only a succession 
of crops would enable the little patches to 
be so productive. 

The whole plan is educative. The gen- 
erous response of nuture to tlio careiul 
tending of the ground. The lessons of ex- 
perience in cultivating the various crops. 
The wholesomeness of the outdoor life and 
of the fresli food. Tlio rare feeling of in- 
dependence aud possession, ull are most 
helpful and healthful. 

In many cases the fondness of the gar- 
dener for his little plot bus been most 
touching, und on .Sunday the whole family 
would be guided to the spot to admire the 
week’s growth und the line condition of the 
little farm. 

Great care is taken by those in charge to 
give tlie opportunity of the garden to the 
most needy, and the most deserving. Some- 
times the bread-winner of tlie futility is too 
old or feeble to (iml work, and there seems 
no outlook for lum uml his but state or city 
aid, and here is a chance for him to feed 
his family and make some money besides. 
Sometimes u mother is tlie bread- winner 
and cannot liud work, or cannot leave her 
little ones |<mg enough to take a whole 
day’s work, and here witli a few hour's 
work a day, site is providing them wiiu 
what they most need. Sometimes a little 
hoy is the only one to keep tlie family to- 
gether, und helms tided them over a hard 
time by the cultivation of his little plot. 

It may be well asked, “how has tlie plan 
succeeded from a business point of view ?” 
“How is it looked upon by taxpayers, out 
of whose pockets must come tlie support of 
the unemployed?” “Has it been a good 
investment for tlie money contributed?” 

Very careful records have been kept of 
the returns from the best regulated of these 
gardens, though for many reasons perfect 
accuracy bus been impossible. 

The following are a few of tlie figures 
from some of tlie reports. 

Tlio Detroit committee reported us tlie 
result of its first year: ”430 acres of lund 
were put under cultivation, this land al- 
lotted to 913 families. More tliun 14, ono 
bushels of potatoes were raised, and other 
crops brought the totul estimated value of 
tlie produce up to $ 12 , 000 , und the commit 
tee hud only expended $8000. At tlie end 
of the third year, the committee estimated 
thut the city was suved an amount of taxa- 
tion nearly equul to the difference between 
the totul amount expended, $10,893.35 and 
the value of tlie crops raised, $72,790 10 - or 
$til,H9ti 85, tlie net profit. 

The Bulfulo city government estimated 
thut from tlie 700 acres of laud plunted in 
1897, ut least 10,590 persons were relieved, 
with a saving to the city of $30,0<x). 

The Boston committee estimated that iu 
1890, the average gross yield per worker 
was $34.15 and that deducting from this 
sum tlie averuge amount cultivated per 
worker, there was left u net yield per work- 
er of $20 33. (You remember Boston hired 
its farm ) 

In Denver and Seattle tlie money value of 
crops is estimated ut from four to nine 
times the money outlay. This, however, 
probably means that many uecessury things 
were contributed without reckoning their 
money value in the cost. 

In 1897, Philadelphia hud about twenty 
seven acres under cultivation iu 9fi allot- 
ments. which showed au average yield of 
$02 per lot, u return of nearly $4 for every 
dollar expended throughout tlie whole ex- 
periment. 

The leport from Chicago included the 
following: “While it is impossible to tell 
exactly iiow many bushels of potutoes, 
beaus, etc., were raised, because the fami- 
lies harvested a little at a time us fust uu 
tlie produce ripened, yet it is clear how 
well the workers were pleased with their 


About 21 lots were assigned with the re- 
sult that for the expenditure of $54.34 in 
1890, a yield of $423 77 was realized in 1 M»7. 
when the lot was somewhat enlarged from 
an investment, of $88.08. The estimated , 
value of vegetables raised was $523 87. 

Our expenses were reduced to a minimum 
by the generosity of the coal company. 
Properly the cost of the plowing, harrow- , 
Ing ami fertilizing should he added to the 
expenses, but they were not so reported. 
Mayor Cobb and others were most gener- . 
ous in their contributions. 

The work whs not very systematically 
eari led on, and through a blunder, the land 
passed out of our control, and for the Inst 
two years no work of tlie kind lias been 
curried on by tlie association. 

This year, however, we have a competent , 
committee organized to lay out tlio work 
for tli * coming season, and as a first requi- 
site it is Imped that we may receive offers I 
of laud suitable for tlie work. It Is time , 
that arrangements were making, as all re- 
ports agree that upon an early start do- ; 
pends in large measure tlie success of the ; 
enterprise. All offers of land may be sent 
to the Associated ( Imiities office aud will 
l>o gratefully and carefully considered by 
the committee in charge.

gardens, for ulready 133 out of 148 families 
have asked to be given lots next year, and 
ull but five of these have suid that they 
would puy for their own plowing and seed. 
When one considers that those to whom 
lots were offered were people from the lists 
of tlie county ugent and tlie district bureau, 
uml thut preference wus always given to 
tlie poorest, least resourceful people, tlie 
results are positively Inspiring.” 

The general testimony is that money for 
vHuunt lot cultivation lias been readily ob- 
tuiued, tlie idea of helping men und women 
to help themselves is attractive. A simple 
statement that vucunt lot cultivation even 
when only moderately successful, makes 
eucli dollar contributed grow into three or 
four d liars In the bunds of tlie beneficiary 
is a powerful idea for contribution. 

Of course tlie conditions in a suburban 
city like Newton uro very different from 
those found in the larger elties, stilt there 
are inuny crowded corners of our city 
w here there is much suffering, and for vari- 
ous reufeoiis very iusuificient means of sup- 
port. 

During the years 1899 und 1897, the New- 
ton Associated Charities secured u lot of 
luud of about three acres at a nominal price 
iu the northern part of tlie town very near 
one of our poorest districts. Tlie Nouun- 
tum Coul Company hud the luud plowed 
und harrowed. A gentlemuu in the neigh 
hoi hood served us superintuudiml, und the 
furm as u whole wus supervised by one of 
tlie directors of the Newtou Associated 
Charities.

THE LEGISLATURE. 

[Hpeutnl Legislative Correspondence ] 

Boston, Mu' . 14. 

It almost always happen* that some 
Newton man keep* the member* busy on 
committee* on Monday. This week Mon- 
day was no exception, for Hon. Gorham I). 
Gilman, Hawaiian consul general, was be- 
fore the committee on public health, to 
once more lift up IG* voice in protest 
against a I ill providing that the formula of 
all proprietar) medicines shall he printed 
upon tlie label. Of course it was to be ex- 
pected that the proprietors of Hood’s Sar- 
saparilla and Lydia Pinkham’s Compound 
should object to this, and they were repre- 
sented by counsel, hut the real argument 
wa* made by Mr. Gilman, who pointed out 
that even though the formula should be 
printed so that some rival concern could 
take the ingredients and attempt to dupli- 
cate the remedy, it could not be done. It 
was probubly news to most of tlie commit- 
tee that every man could not make a suc- 
cessful cough cure if he knew what to put 
Into it, but Mr. Gilman pointed out that 
tlie real key to tlie successful preparation 
of such remedies lies in the compounding, 
and that therefore, litigation would not 
only be invited by such a measure, but that 
it would not be in tlie interest of publio 
health. The committee wus profoundly 
impressed, and will undoubtedly report 
against the measure. 

New ton people may as well give up tlie 
idea that they are going to get the grudes 
on the southern side of the city separated 
through a special legislative act this year. 
There is absolutely nothing to prevent the 
citizens from askin g for a commission ap- 
pointed by tlie courts to sturt in upon this 
work, thus losing no time. But tlie com- 
mittee on railroads, iu tlie first pluce, does 
not believe that its probable action in re- 
porting in favor of the lease of the Boston 
& Albany to the New York Central is go- 
ing to change tlie status of the grade cross- 
ing question in any way. In other words, 
it is rather disposed to resent (if any com- 
mittee could resent tlie arguments of such 
a man), the allegation of City Solicitor 
Slocum, that it is likely to report legislation 
which will prejudice tue future of Newton 
or any other city upon the Boston A Al- 
bany line. 

Then again, there are too many men up 
on the railroad committee who have grade 
crossing movements in their own towns to 
look out f >r, and these men are unreasona- 
bly soured, lest the resources of the Com- 
monwealth and the ruilrouds shall huve 
been exhausted before they get their local 
crossings separated. It is true that several 
millions of the state appropriation for this 
purpose have already been spent, but us 
every million tlie stale puts iu is multiplied 
by four, in other words the state never 
pays more than 25 per cent, of the entire 
cost, there is no reason for any one to be 
alarmed. There is plenty of money to 
come, uml when the fund already provided 
for under tlie gruue crossings loan is ex- 
hausted, another one will be authorized. 
But still the committee wants to see some 
tiling done in Worcester, in Full River, iu 
Taunton and in various points in western 
Massachusetts before anything more is 
done for Newton. 

A third reason that vexed the committee's 
mind is that it has heretofore udopted a 
policy of refusing to pass special grade 
crossing legislation going over the head of 
the geiierut law, (under which the northern 
crossings iu Newtou were abolished), un- 
less there has first been a failure to get uc- 
t ion through u grade crossing commission. 
In this connection it may be remarked that 
Chairman Soule of the railroad committee 
was almost too astonished for words, when 
Hon. A. L. Harwood came before the com- 
mittee to advocate this bill. No one blames 
Senator Harwood; he was acting for him- 
self us a citizen, and for his fellow citizens 
us a matter of public spirit. But for 
several years Senator Soule has had his 
back bone stiffened by ex Senator Har- 
wood being at his side und urging him not 
to give in upon this poiut. It took several 
hours for Senator Soule to recover from 
his astonishment over his lute colleague’s 
change of front. 

Mr. Langford lias the opportunity of a 
life time if lie mukes the right sort ol u re- 
port upon that Brookline water bill. 
Brookline ought to huve gone into the 
metropolitan district iiisteud of asking for 
$ 200,000 additional wuter loan for taking 
more water from the Charles river. It is 
not treuting her neighbors right for oue 
thing, und it is not good financing in the 
second place. For the interest of her $- 200 ,- 
ooo she could go into the metropolitan 
wuter district and still huve her present 
water plunt from which she cun realize a 
goodly sum as a bonus. Then for ull time 
her water question is settled. Again, if 
tlie committee reports in favor of her tak- 
ing additional water, she is not only going, 
in all probability to injure seriously the 
How of water in Charles river, but she will 
subject herself to heavy damages because 
of Gie injury to mill property all along its 
banks. This is the first time thut any place 
within tlie metropolitan limits has asked 
un additional wuter supply since the pass 
age of the metropolitan wuter uot. 

Before the committee on ruilrouds tills 
afternoon. Col. Win A. Gile of Worcester 
uppeured for Ransom C. Taylor, a heavy 
property owner in that city as well as in 
Newton, He objected strongly iu Mr, 
Taylor’s behalf to any scheme of raising 
the trucks for tlie Worcester abolition, and 
said Mr. Taylor was so much in love with 
tlio Newton scheme of depression that he 
hud secured an engineer to prepare a like 
scheme for Worcester, us witli depressed 
tracks people could sleep nights, and were 
uot troubled by noise or dust. 

It looks as though the eutire state would 
go iuto the metropolitan purk district, thus 
saving Newton’s having to pay the large 
sum that would be her proportion of a 
metropolitan apportionment. The h-ui mg 
ou this idea ooines tomorrow.

STREET MUSIC STOPPED. 


ABSENCE OF HURDY OUHD1ES AND OTHKH 
MUSIC OF ITINERANT ORDER FROM NEW- 
TON STREETS DUE TO RECENT ORDER «'l 
CHIEF OF POLICE. 

What furnished almost unlimited materi- 
al for some of the Boston uewspapeis, the 
past week, were tlie orders sent lorih und 
Saturday morning, ny Chief of Police Tui- 
box, prohibiting iliueruut musicians freiu 
playing on the streets- One or two ol the 
.smaller Boston dailies went into pare* 
sysms over the chiefs edict. There were 
columns of padded stories that showed 
nothing but Gie writers’ uufuuiillarit) with 
New ion und ignorance of the fuels. 

As near us can be learned from Chief 
Turbox, the number of complaints froui 
prominent Newtou people vouceruiug itin- 
erant musicians, became so numerous that 
It was necessary to luke extreme measures. 
The compluiuunts told tlie cliiet that those 
in charge of street pianos trespassed upon 
luw us, refused to go uwuy when reqne-letl, 
ami did everything but tonUuol themselves 
like real musicians. Particularly did they 
annoy invalids. 

The chief, himself, is rattier partial to 
street piauos, but w ith such u large uiuuuut 
of pressure brought to bear there wus 
uothiug else for him to do. 

It wus pretty hard luck for these i iuer- 
uut musicians, even if they are so ill-be- 
haved us mauy ullege. when policemen 
stopped their playing last Saturday, aud 
told they would have to obtuiu bonuses

Thf. Waltham manufacturing company 
has sued the city for damages, on the 
ground that it is taking an excessive 
amount of water from the Charles river. 
This company has certain rights in the 
river, and Newton Is allowed to take a 
million and a half gallons daily, but the 
Waltham company claims that it exceeds 
this. The city claims that its water comes 
from driven wells and not from the river. 
The company has also sued the city of 
Waltham on the same grounds, and such 
suits have been Instituted for the past two 
hundred years, and they are almost always 
decided against the city or town. Mayor 
Wilson thinks in the case of Newton the 
claim is not a good one and he is prepared 
to fight it with all the resources at his 
command. The fact that the city does not 
take water directly from the river, and 
that it owns a large water shed with all 
the rights involved, from which the water 
comes by means of driven wells would 
seem to show that the Waltham company 
has not a very good case. These mill 
privileges along rivers are always a source 
of trouble, owing to the laws that have 
been enacted in regard to them. 


The Newton National Bank. 

On the first of April Mr. Benjamin Frank

cashier of the Newton National Bank, after 
a service of 51 years in the Bank. He will 
accept the office of V ice-Presldent.aml will 
still continue his connection with the bank 
although he will not have to be confined to 
any special hours.

Mr. B. F. Bacon entered the bank when 
a hoy of 17, when it was started in 1848. 
The first meeting to discuss the formation 
of a bank was held In the vestry of the old 
Eliot church, and of all the shareholders 
who took stock In the venture.only one, Mr. 
Edwin Holman, Is now living. All of the 
first hoard of directors are dead, and Mr. 
Bacon represents the first bonrd of officers. 
The first cashier was Daniel Kingsley of 
Brighton, and the hank began business 
Oct. 7 , 1848, Mr. Kingsley held the office 
until his health failed in 1875, and on 
March 18, 1875, Mr. Bacon was chosen to 
succeed him, and 1 ms attended to the 
duties of the office ever since. Few bank 
officials can boast of such a long and hon- 
orable record, and Mr. Baoon has enjoyed 
the confidence and esteem of all who have 
ever been brought into business relations 
with him. He is still in excellent health, 
but he feels Hint he has earned a rest from 
active duties, and he o&n now take time 
to enjoy himself, while the duties of the 
vice-president will keen time from hanging 
too heavily on his bunds.

ON SUBJUGATING f 
THE NATIVES. 

By Kir Andrew Clark. 

In view of the present position of af- 
fairs In the Philippine Islands nnd the 
mllltnry successes of the United States 
Torres, I venture to Impress upon the' 
authorities and people of your great 
Republic to seek other than by mere 
force of arms the pacification of the' 
Filipinos. The revolution In the Philip-' 
pine Islands cannot be maintained un-' 
less by extraneous aid. The funds,' 
necessary for this maintenance are be- 
ing procured by syndicates operating 
from certain ports In the East. There 
should be no difficulty In ascertaining 1 
who are engaged In these operations. 

Only recently the appropriation of 
some of these funds— no secret being) 
made of their object— became the sub- 
ject of an action In the law courts of 
France. An application by the repre- 
sentative of the United States to at- 
tach these funds ns being used by un- 
recognized belligerents ngalnst the gov- 
ernment of a friendly power, even If It 
was not successful, might hnve led to. 
the adoption of measures which would 
have checked the advance of funds 
from the snme sources and led to an 
understanding for a settlement of tho 
expenditure already Incurred. 

I would urge the formation of a fed- 
eration of the several Islands and 
States of the Philippines under their 
own ting, but advised nnd guided by the 
protectorate of the United States, 
which country would become responsl- j 
ble for the security of the Islands 
against aggression by any foreign ( 
power and for their Internal tranquil- 
ity. 

No doubt, to bring about these ends 
a large expenditure would have to be 
accepted for a time ns essential by the 
United States Government, hut it 
would amount to no more thnn. If as 
much as, would follow the prolonga- 
tion of the Insurrection. Tn the latter 
case the power of recuperation will . 
have been much exhausted, while In 
the former the expenditure will lend 
Itself to the material restoration of In- 
dustrial and commercial enterprises.

The voice does not flow so sweetly drained from Ireland, and of course she 

is getting poorer. 

There are many movements on foot 


her blocks; she knew secrets of rhythm 
and accent ; she could sing the scale truly, 
ami guess quite accurately the different in- 
tervals. She had found the tonic chord all 
by herself on the piano, ami loved that and 
the scale as she loved the toy village she 
knew how to construct. Facts in the lives 
of the famous composers were familiar to 
her as her Mother Goose rhymes, and many 
inner things of the Divine art, too little 
understood by grown up musicians. 

More surprising statements than this 
could be made regarding the effects of 
“Kindergarten Music- Building” on chil- 
dren more specially gifted, or who had 
studied the syftem longer, but this is the 
result on one average .child known in- 
timately by the writer. Wonders are re- 
lated on many sides now, of what may be 
accomplished by new ideas in musical edu 
cation, but none reach the beauty of this 
deeply philosophic system in the perfect 
ease and naturalness of development it 
fosters in the child. It is not like other 
methods, filling the little thought full of 
food it can but half digest, but reach its 
tiny, sweet needs, and nourishing the true 
childlike sense of ideality and harmony. 

To know Nina K. Darlington is to know 
her work, and to know “Kindergarten 
Music- Building” is to know this rare 
woman herself. This development of child 
education tallies with her own spiritual de- 
velopment and is in part practical expres- 
sion of it. A youug lifetime lived in music 
and music teaching, during which she felt 
sorely the need of preparatory work for 
children, then the tender young needs of 
her own two little ones coming into her 
life, together with the growth of her in- 
wurd being, brought out this method, so 
clear, so expansive, and so radically Froe- 

To come in touch with Mrs. Darlington 
is to touch spontaueity. A short interview 
w ith her is sufficient to convince of the orig- 
inality of her method, for she can give forth 
enough new ideas, on whatever is pro- 
pounded, to keep thought busy for hours 
afterward. Her lace is piquunt and deli- 
cate, yet it seems almost massive iti 
strength ; the figure lithe as a young girl’s ; 
the step buoyant; the voice full of joy and 
tune. Teaching children, she is but a 
larger child whom the others delight to 
obey and follow ; with her normal students 
she is dignified, most earnest, and oftimes 
impressive. Of all words that best de- 
scribe her work are these, conscientious, 
discriminative, spiritual, practical. 

It is the ideal of the ideal which involves 
nevertheless the purely practical. A step 
ladder always falls from the summit with 
in reach of the tlnist child foot. Laugh 
ingly, Mrs. Darlington says of the work, 
“Why, you know it begins before birth, 
and continues after death!” for it is the 
mothers I long to reach and the lifelesson 
herein taught will follow one into tin 
world beyond. 

To look at her wealth of material, her 
piles of manuscript, to hear her open up 
vistas of thought w hich have not hither- 
to been fully explored, fairly tukes one’s 
breath. Comparatively, but a small part 
of her immense idea of musical education 
has she yet hud time or opportunity to 
teach. Not only her ideas of preparatory 
work are unique, but also her methods of 
beginning piano-praotioe, where the child 
still continues “Building Music” lor him 
self and lrieuds.

It* was tin- New Knglund Conservatory of 
Music which first, in Boston, desired to see 
a specimen of her skill, and to the sur- 
prise of the management, she asked to 
nave them iu\ite from the lowest grude in 
a public school a class of strange children. 
Poor little primary starvlings. what a feast 
of fun and f. aruiiig they had ami how they 
teased to stuy longer! 

In other demonstrations of the same 
kind, at the Duudeiin school, at Mr. B. J. 
Lang’s Studio, before the MucDowell Club, 
und bt-fore musical societies in other 
cities, she hu> invited children in the uud 
ience to come forward, und if there were 
none, has asked i he mature auditors to be 
“as a little child” vs ith her, uud tuke a 
Kindergarten lesson, yet many a music 
teacher lias found it not so easy to answer 
the piofouudly situ, le questions go guily 
demanded. What babies of four uud five 
have grasped of the fundumeiituls of music 
in these half hour open lessons by this 
spontaneous method has been so surpris- 
ing that the uudieuce could scurscly credit 
the fai t, tint Mrs. Darlington had never 
seen the little ones before. The work with 


any and to all teachers in real earnest in 
their work, Mrs. Darlington’s “Kindergar- 
ten Music- Building,” and the more the 
method is spread the better it will be for 
the individual teacher and the whole race, 
until the rudiments of the divine art be 
come as much the part of every child mind 
as is the knowledge of rending and writing.

On the evening of Oct. 1, in the year 
1847. Maria Mitchell, of Nantucket, dis- 
covered a telescopic comet, and was 
thereafter enabled to make good her 
claim to the gold medal (of twenty 
ducats value) which the King of Den- 
murk had offered in 1831 as tho reward 
for such a discovery. 

Miss Mitchell was in due time ap- 
pointed as professor of astronomy at 
Vassal- College, where her Instruction 
was held in great esteem and her 
Bon in great affection. 


supposed to be for the benefit of the 
poor. Some believe in Horace Piunk- 
itt’s creamery movement; some bslieve 
that knitting industries will solve ihe 
problem; some in co-operation. They 
are all good In their way and arc all 
well meant, and If they succeed In pre- 
venting even a few individuals leaving 
the country so much the- better, nut 
they will never touch the root ot the 
matter. 

Ireland can hope for no prosperity so 
long as English rule exists there. For 
the whole object of the English policy 
Is the extermination of the Irish people 
from Ireland. It may be veiled, but It 
underlies every movement of England 
in regard to Ireland. 

England destroyed, one by one, every 
Industry In Ireland. By a system im- 
posing an export tax. on every fabric 
sent out of Ireland it destroyed our ex- 
port trade In woollen, ientner and silk 
manufacture. It destroyed Ireluud’s 
salt meat Industry in the same way. 
When these Industries were destioyed 
for lack of outside market, then the 
English removed the export tax. 

By that time the people had noth- 
ing left but the land, and the land was 
owned by English landlords or Irish 
landlords of English sympathies. The 
leases were put up at auction, ana be- 
cause all other means of a livelihood 
had been cut off, the people were forced 
Into a strong competition for the lands 
and they were bid up to high rentals. 
And the rents nil went to England— to 
be spent there. Not a ptnny came back 
Into Ireland. 

Now that our manufactures had 
been destroyed and Ireland made an 
agricultural country, the English Intro- 
duced free trade. A good thing for 
manufacturers, but destructive to the 
small agricultural landlord. 

The result Is Ireland’s pitiful poverty, 
with periodical famines, which are ever 
the’ signal for redoubled woik by l lie 
English recruiting officer to force the 
starving people to join the English 
army. 

In the last famine, two yeats ago, 
W’hen the people In the west w’ere dying 
of starvation, in one village of eighteen 
houses, there were twenty deaths in 
one month, ami in each house I visited 
were five or six people* lying on the 
ground in fever and starvation. The 
English refused to give help, and when 
the Irish members brought it up In the 
House of Commons, Instating deaths 
from starvation, Mr. Balfour laughed 
at them and nsked if England was ex- 
pected to send champagne to the Irish 
peasants. 

I travelled all through the famine- 
stricken district and by bringing the 
starving people together in the towns 
and threatening to take the towns 
and take food If It weie not giver 
them, 1 succeeded In getting a certain 
amount of help for them. 

It is self-evident, even though there 
were not too ample evidence and yearly 
demonstration, that EtiffiDh govern- 
ment in Ireland has reduced the Dish 
people to the lowest stage of pove. ty, 
yet she goes still lower periodically 
when she actually sU- ves--ho.a no food 
to eat. which is something for 4 lie com- 
fortoble to think anon*. 

Ireland Is naturally a fah^v rich 
country and so vaj quite capable of 
»uppoiiing 9,000, 000 of people when 
Qu.-en Victoria ea.no to the Birone. 
Now that we have hcon reduced tc 4,- 
100,000 through Enghah ntiagevornment; 
»ur mauiifaetorhs destroyed b> c-xuort 
taxes ai d our farm n.aoe vai a ?.*- up by 
free-trade, our people ate wo roe of/ ar.d 
there is more famine and starvation 
bun ever.

The next duy pour clarified butter over 
them, uim! keep them In a dry place. 
Beef potted in this way is very d<-licl- 
ous and has very much the flavor of 
venison.

IN THE STEPS 
OF ST. PATRICK. 

Divested of nil Legend, ho is Found 
to be one of the Greatest Charac- 
ters ol History* 

Through the mists of time, which 1 
gradually obscure persons and fncts, 1 
we may peer into the past, striving to 
discern the figures of distant times; and 
to trace their steps as they move 
vapory and shadowy through that dim 
atmosphere. 

Of several things regarding the man 
who is known to-day as Ht. Patrick we 
are certain. First, that ho lived about 
three hundred years after Christ— many 
cyclopedias put It at 372 — and that he 
was born in the sunny lnnd of France. 

France is to-dny to a great extent a 
Catholic country, hut whether that can 
he even remotely attributed to St. Pat- 
rick is doubtful, though his choniclera 
have tried to make It so. But the fact 
that Ireland Is the strongest Catholic 
country in the world is lnrgcly due to 
the influence of the man who lived 
there fifteen hundred years ago. 

No adventurer ever lived the life 
of Ireland's patron saint. Divested of 
nil miracles his career from the time 
he was born, of parents who had fled 
from their country on account of re- 
ligious persecution, until he died in 
Ireland at a green old age, is as full of 
adventure as that of the hero of any 
dime novel that was ever penned. 

Patrick was born a devout Christian. 
He believed in the life nnd denth of the 
Nnzarine, who had lived only three 
hundred years before; and when his 
parents, who wore among the early 
Christians, told him tales of the Christ 
he listened nnd drank In their teach- 
ings, gradually growing up In a belief 
In the Word of God. 

Just how the parents of the young 
Patrick came Into France Is not known. 
It Is supposed that they fled Into Gaul, 
as France was then called, because of 
trouble In ancient Rome. They were 
very aristocratic Romans, the father, 
Calphumlus, being a man of wealth 
and position. Conchessa, the mother of 
St. Patrick, was a handsome woman 
whose chief joy in life wns the instruc- 
tion of her children. 

KIDNAPPED. 

At the age of sixteen Patrick was a

tali, slender lad of noble countenance 
and of such strength that he was 
known for miles around for his feats of 
prowess. 

In those days, Gaul was very unset- 
tled; and the waters that laved its 
shores were filled with pirate vessels. 

One day, while young Patrick and his 
sister W’ere walking on the borders of 
their father’s estate, a band of pirates 
w’ho had come ashore upon surrepti- 
tous missions suddenly descended upon 
them and captured the boy. In spite 
of ills struggles they bound him and 
carried him away, leaving his little sis- 
ter upon the hilltop watching their de- 
parture. 

That was the last Patrick’s people 
saw of him for many a day; for the 
pirates took him into a strange land, 
peopled with a rac? of human beings 
who knew neither law nor duty. 

Ireland, when the boy Patrick set 
foot in it, is descrlb' d by the historians 
as a country that was the scene of 


•arnagp. The beautiful lnnd. ev^n then 
green nnd fertile, ran with blood from 
one end to the other, nn»l none knew at 
night If he would ilse In the morning. 

Mot hei s had i theii soni a tearful fi 
well ns they went out to work In the , 
field nnd fathers wipi for their daugh- | 
tors. Rival Kings ruled different parts 
of the Island, and each year raw’ them 
rise up In terrlfb combat. The ruling 
King, the one who possessed dominion 
over the greater pnrt of the island at 
that time, was Leaghalre; and young 
Pnlrlek found himself a subject of thlH 
warlike ruler. 

The religion 01 Ireland wns Hint of 
the sun nnd fire worshippers. A few 
Christians there were, hut they were 
persecuted nnd were obliged to worship 
their God In secret while they bowed 
down before the eternal fires in public. , 

At first young Patrick wns horrified 
to find himself In a country of Druids; 
nnd then he did as only one of his 
strong character could have done. He 
set to work lo Christianize the country. 

BEGINNING TITS WORK. 

Fortunately, if the legends are to he 
believed, he was gifted suddenly with 
the power of working miracles; and 
when ho could not move the people by 
his advice and Instruction, he stretched 
forth his hand and worked 0 miracle. 

It Is conceded to be true that, at this, 
time, the earnest young Christian had 
the power of the supernatural. This 
must ho ncceptrd by nil those who be- 
lieve that miracles hnvo ever been 
wrought. Rut, even divested of these 
powers, Patrick lived a marvelous life. 

Many are the miracles that are now 
attributed to Ireland’s patron saint. 
The tale of how he took a sounding 
brass instrument, closely resembling a, 
modern drum, beat upon It until all the 
snakes came out of their holes has been’, 
told; and how, still beating, he called, 
the snakes after him, until they all 
came together at the water’s edge. At 
another wild beating of the drum the 
snakes tumbled Into the water. 

They tell also how Patrick once chal- 
lenged no less a person than King 
Leaghalre himself to a manifestation 
of power. “If you will light the sticks 
under your kettle," said Patrick. “I 
will believe In your God of Fire.” The 
King scornfully ordered the kindlings 
to be lighted. But to the amazement oi 
the attendants, the sticks would not 
burn. After the men exhausted them- 
selves in the effort to make the fire, 
Patrick blew upon the wood and 
straightway a blaze arose. 

The Druid High Priest was exceed- 
ingly wroth when he heard of this and 
challenged Patrick to work a miracle 
In his presence. Patrick, W’ho was at 
that time about forty years old. in his 
very prime, confident and strong of his 
powers,, called all the Druid priests to-! 
gether at high noon, and there, in the; 
presence of them all, called upon the' 
Most High to cover the earth with 
darkness. In the twinkling of an eye; 
the whole w’orld became as black as 
midnight. 

These things caused the fame of Pat- 
rick to spread greatly, so that, after a 
while, he »became the greatest power 
In Ireland. 

HIS HONORS. 

The Pope Cclestlne heard of this and 
made him a priest of the Catholic 
Church, then a bishop, and finally a 
cardinal. At his death he became al- 
most immediately a saint. 

Robbed of all else, save his own per- 
sonality, which is admitted to be great 
by those ot all religions, Patrick of 
Ireland lives to-day In sacred history 
as one of the greatest characters that 
ever existed. 

Before he had been at work long' 
there w’as no spot left untouched by' 
the new’ religion. In the year 443, 
eleven years after his arrival In Ire- 
land, St. Patrick was a member of the 
council appointed to remodel the laws 
of the land on a Christian basis. 

For nearly sixty years St. Patrick 
rontlnued his W’ork, Rome sending help, 
and the work was consolidated and 
built up into a firmly established re- 
liglon. 

He was in a place called Uladh when 
he was warned that death was near. 
The snint proceeded tow’nrds Armagh, 
where he wished to be hurled, but he 
wns told In a dream to return to the 
province of Uladh, which was the scene 
of his first triumphs. When he arrived 
at Saul he took to his bed, and on the 
17th of March, A. D. 492, sixty years 
after his arrival in Ireland and at the 
age of 120, the patron saint of Ireland 
breathed his last, surrounded by con- 
verts of his ministry. Ho found In Ire- 
land 3.000,000 of pagans and In sixty 
years he had changed the religious as- 
pect of the land to an almost Incredible 
degree. 

Ireland has commemorated him in 
many w’ays, and his movements during 
his long stay there ran be almost In- 
dividually traced by the names of the 
various places and Institutions wiiich 
bear his honored name. 

The island on which he landed is 
called Innis-patrlck. w’hich menns isl- 
and of St. Patrick, w’hlle the famous 
Cathedral ol St. Patrick in Dublin is 
built upon the very spot upon which 
the patron saint established the first 
Christ tun church llial Dublin hud. , 


DEMOCRACY AND 
THE FIGHTING LINE.

The parallel between the American 
struggle for Independence nnd that be- 
ing waged by the Boers Is close 
enough to have produced frequent com- 
parisons, but these have dealt only w ith 
the superficial phases, and the most in- 
structive one has hitherto been wholly 
neglected. This resemblance, primarily 
a military one, becomes of greater in- 
terest when Its underlying cause can be 
traced to political influences. 

Any one familiar with the dispatches 
of the British officers during the Revo- 
lution, who has road the recent ac- 
counts from the Transvaal, cannot full 
to have been ptruck with their simil- 
arity. "The rebels were for a while 
dispersed," and "The men behaved 
with their usual intrepidity," Is the 
W’ay Gage described the affairs of Lex- 
ington nnd Concord, yet the British re- 
treat was really a “light, and a loss of 
eighteen officers in killed and wounded 
was a fearful one for the fewness of 
the troops engaged. 

In the Burgoyne campaign the Eng- 
lish regulars repeatedly drove the 
American mlllila from their positions, 
but always with a loss of men, and 
especially of officers, w’hich was 
frightfully dlspropoi tlonate to the ad- 
vantage gained, and in a few hours 
the defeated riflemen were once again 
hanging upon the fi inks of the victors. 

So at Guilford Court House, which 
was claimed by Cornwallis as a victory, 
his army suffered a loss of thirty-one 
officers, and he was forced to confess 
that "In that fortunate exploit the 
British army was crippled by the 
quality and number of officers killed 
nnd wounded." and retreat followed 
close upon victory. Many more such ex- 
amples might be cited, but these are 
sufiicient to show’ the parallelism with 
the recent engagements. 

Whether we turn to the conflicts of 
the Resolution or to the newspapers of 
the last two weeks, we find certain fac- 
tors equally in evidence— that the Brit- 
ish regulars carry positions by assault 
at a cost of officers w’ell-nlgh murder- 
ous; and so far from these successes 
compelling a retreat or dispersion of 
the defeated forces, they only fall hack 
temporarily, to return to the conflict in 
such numbers and spirit ns to force the 
victors into Inaction or retreat. 

This resemblance is not purely acci- 
dental. and though due apparently to 
two causes, is in fact but the result of 
one. Jn both these series of conflicts 
the heavy loss of officers proves a 
reckless exposure of themselves to the 
enemy, and this exposure shows that 
the marksmanship of their opponents 
was of such a quality that the offi- 
cers had to set an example to the rank 
and file in order to get them to ad- 
vance, and that the same accuracy of 
niai ksmanship which compelled this 
necessary sacrifice resulted secondarily 
in a deliberately picking off of officers. 
This means a "man behind the gun” 
who under the most exciting circum- 
stances can think coolly and shoot 
straight. The bad marksmanship of the 
conscript armies of Europe is notorious, 
nor is the British standard a high one. 
Why, then, should unmilitary peoples 
Ilk'- the American fanners and the 
Dutch burghe-s show such proficiency? 

It will, no doubt, be promptly ans- 
wered that each has been a people of 
sportsmen, well accustomed to the rifle. 
But it is certain that the average 
minuteman of the American Revolution 
was far less trained in the use of the 
gun than the Britisn regular, and it is 
a well-known fact that the game of thf 
Transvaal has so disappeared that a

the beginning of the present war the 
assertion was many times repeated 
that the young Boers were no longer 
the shots that their fathers had been. 
The records of our own New York 
militia regiments go to show that a 
bank clerk or an artist can stand 011 a 
level in shooting with the hunter of big 
game if he will but train himself. 

What Is It, then, which makes for 
this distinction? Why should the 
American und the Boer hit oftener 
while firing less ammunition? Does it 
not flow from political systems which 
tend to develop the personal indepen- 
dence of every man, and so produce a 
higher type of manhood? Is it possible 
to picture the European urmies ever 
gathering and fighting as units, as the 
militia of the Revolution did, and us 
the burghers of to-day are doing? 

Is it possible to think of a war in 
Europe in which each man would tuke 
down his gun and journey of Ids own 
volition to where there was lighting, to 
there subordinate himself to a superior 
or to act for himself, as ciivumstnnces 
convinced him was best, equally able to 
feed himself und to fight with or with- 
out an officer? Unless It is. a political 
system which gatlu is standing armies, 
thereby destroying linlepi ndence and 
manhood, is clearly a weakening one, 
and it is evident that a close relation 
exists between democratic government 
und the lighting line. 


VEGETABLE AND MEAT EATERS. 

A careful examination of the hearts 
of the vegetarian and the meat-eater 
shows thut the number of beats to the 
former are fifty-eight to the minute and 
of the latter seventy-two. In twenty- 
four hours this means a difference of 
200.000. From lids it is concluded that 
in summer time t lie vegetarian has the 
advantage, for he can keep cooler and 
In better health under the reduced num- 
ber of heart-beats. But in a cold cli- 
mate or In our own winters the heat 
generated by such slow heart bouts 
would hardlv be sufiicient to make life 
strong und resisting enough. The true 
vegetarian is better off In the summer 
und the meat-eater in the winter.

No doubt the cnHtial observer has of- 
ten noticed how* ipi'-onsiugly Iwqucsts 
;..w into t lie treasuries of certain uni- 
versities. hut lie may not know that 
the alumni of those Institutions, partic- 
ularly the lawyers, have it always on 
their minds to secure, or at least to 
Suggest, bequests. 

One of these men. a prominent cor- 
poration lawyer of tills city, wns speak 
Ing of the custom the other day. He 
explained that n lawyer and Ids client 
usually sit down to talk over the gen 
ernl subject of a will. If the client hns 
more than enough money to meet the 
nrtunl needs of his family, lie common- 
ly says something of charitable or edu- 
cational institutions, generally in a 
vague way. which makes It quite nat- 
ural for his lawyer to suggest ns a def- 
inite object Ids own alma mater. The 
lawyer referred to had himself secured 
several bequests, out* of them for the 
sum of $500,000. "But." said ho. smil- 
ing. "a young lawyer In my office has 
Just cut me out of $100,000, which he 
put In a will for his own nltna mater. 
It wns a very good stroke on his pnrt, 
the more so because our respective uni- 
versities have been bitter athletic ri- 
vals for years.” — New York Mail and 
Express.

I regard woman’s rights women and 
society tenders In tho higher walks of 
lire ns the worst enemies of the female 
f* x : J hfy / ob w °mnn of nil that Is 
amiable and gentle, tender and attrac- 
tive; they rob her of her Innate grnce 
of character, and give her nothing in 
return but masculine boldness and 
brazen effrontery. They are habitually 
preaching about woman’s rights and 
prerogatives, and have not a word to 
nbout her duties and responslblll- 

They withdraw her from those sacred 
obligations which properly belong to 
her sex and fill h?r with ambition to 
usurp positions for which neither God 
nor n.yure ever intended her. Under 
the Influence of such teachers we find 
woman, especially in higher circles 
neglecting her household duties, gad- 
ding about, nevei ot. peace unless she 
Is n perpetual motion, never at euse 
unless she Is in a tiate of morbid ex- 
citement.

Later the order was 
adopted. 

Mr, George E. Bridges, chairman of the 
board of registrars of voters, who lias held 
that position since the organization of the 
board in 1884, sent a communication to the 
board asking them not to consider his re- 
appointment at the expiration of his pres- 
ent term, April 1. In connection with this 
communication was a statement from 
Mayor Wilson commending Mr. Bridges’ 
long and faithful services. 

The board voted to extend Mr. Bridges a 
vote of thanks for his faithfulness and in- 
tegrity. Seth C. Stevens was appointed a 
registrar of voters for a terra of three 
years. 

James R McLaughlin was appointed in- 
spector of animals, and Martin C. Lathe 
and Howard C. Hiltz, constables. 

City Solicitor Slocnm appeared before the 
board and announced that writs of certio- 
rari had been served upon the board. In 
substance this action had beeu taken by 
four residents of Lower Falls to test the 
validity of certain sewer assessments levied 
a mie years ago in that place. It was 
necessary tor Mr. Slocum to read these 
communications and for each member of 
tlie beard of aldermen to affix his signature 
to the returns. The entire process con- 
sumed about twenty minutes. 

W. J. Holmes’ petition for permission to 
erect a wooden building on Curve street, 
-was referred to the license committee. 

A petition for a sewer on Hartford street 
was referred to the sewer committee and 
several petitions for locations from the 
telephone company were referred to the 
street light committee and hearings ordered. 

All druggists sent iu their petitions for 
licenses and these were referred in a bunch 
to the license committee. 

A hearing was ordered for April 2, on 
somebody’s petition for a gas engine. Not 
even the title of the petition was read yet 
the hearing was ordered just the same. 

REPORT ON SINGLE TAX QUESTION. 

On recommendation of the committee on 
legislation the petitioners, who asked for 
the City of Newton’s endorsement to the 
•general court in the matter of local option 
in taxation were granted leave to with- 
draw. Here is the committee’s report: 

The committee on legislation recommend 
that the petitioners in both petitions he 
jziven leave to withdraw for the following 
reasons, namely: 

1 —That none of the persons who signed 
the second petition headed by Alden 
Speare, attended the hearing granted by 
the board in accordance with their request 
and spoke either for or against the pro- 
posed legislation 

2 -That the declared purpose of the ori- 
ginal petition of C. B. Fillebrown and 
-others is that the board shall petition the 
■General Court in the name and on behalf of 
the City of Newton for the proposed legis- 
lation. and that the exercise of such a 
power by the board in this instance is of at 
lea-t doubtful validity, and in any event of 
•questionable propriety. 

3 -That it appears that the original peti- 
tion of C. B Fillebrown and others has 
been presented to the General Court inde- 
pendent of any action by this board, that 
the legislative committee on taxation have 
granted the petitioners ample opportunity 
to be heard iu behalf of the proposed legis- 
lation, that neither petition addressed to 


this hoard is for a general meeting of the 
citizens of Newton in accordance with the 
provisions of the charter for the purpose of 
considering the proposed legislation, and 
that no constitutional right of petition has 
been denied the petitioners or is likely to 
be denied them in consequence of the action 
recommended by your committee. 

4— That in the opinion of your committee 
tlie proposed legislation, if enacted, would 
'lie unconstitutional for the reason that the 
‘General Conrt can not delegate to cities and 
towns the power to determine upon what 
(property taxes shall he levied, and even if 
it can, taxes so levied will not he “propor- 
tional and reasonable” within the meaning 
of the constitution. 

5 -That, even if it he deemed constitu- 
te i al, the powers sought in the proposed 
legislation to be delegated to cities and 
tou ns, are not such as should iu a wise and 
prudent exercise of the legislative power be 
d ’“gated to them.

New Hose House at Lower Falls. 


With Military Honors. 


Within a few months hose G, Newton 
Lower Falls, will have new quarters, an 
order a ipropriating $13,000 for the purpose 
having been adopted at Monday evening’s 
session of the board of aldermen. 

According to the plans in the office of the 
inspector of buildings, the new structure is 
to be located on Grove, near Washington 
street, about a quarter of a mile from the 
present location of the hose house on 
Washington street 

The new building is to be two stories in 
height and rectangular in form. It is to be 
constructed with modern style brick, with 
granite trimmings and slutea roof. The in- 
terior will be finished with hard pine floors, 
and the walls sheathed with North Caro- 
lina pine. The structure will have a tower 
on the north side, 50 feet in height, for the 
drying out of hose. A fire alarm bell will 
be placed in the top. 

The apparatus room on the fi.st floor will 
be about 3G feet by 28 feet. In the rear 
will bean L, 40x21 feet, in whioh will be 
provided room for four horse stalls, the 
usual stable equipment, etc. The company’s 
room will be in the front part of the 
second storj, and leading off from this will 
be bedrooms, toilet room. etc. The L in 
the rear will be taken up by a hayloft and 
storage room. 

The building, which is to be a model of 
its kind, will probably be finished some 
time during July. On its completion the 
old building will be removed, tlie lund hav- 
ing been taken by the metropolitan park 
commissioners.

At tlie regular meeting, lust Monday 
evening, of the board of health, over 80 
hearings were given ou the matter of house 
connection with the sewer. The board 
voted to issue an order for over 125 resi- 
dents living in Nouuntum, Newton Centre 
and West Newton to connect their houses 
with the sewer. As tlie result of petitions 
from citizens of Aubunidale, requesting 
tlie ubatement of a pond nuisuuce at the 
foot of Grove street, the board requested 
tlie city engineer’s department to prepare 
plans und estimates for its removal. 

The board voted to order vucated the 
house at 505 Waltham street, West New- 
ton, owned by Andrew B. Potter. 


Hearing on Single Session at Bigelow 
School. 

A hearing was held Monday evening be- 
fore the Ward One aud Seven committees 
and the committee ou rules und regulations 
of tlie school board ou a petition of the 
residents of Bigelow school district for one 
session iu the new Bigelow school us un ex- 
periment for one year. Fruuk II. Howes 
presided aud Messrs, iiornbrooke, Dewey 
and Avery were present. 

The opposition wus represented by W. G. 
Tyrol!, lie thought tiiut the single session 
was too long for children of the younger 
uges. For children of 14 and 15 years lie 
saw no serious objection. The matter, lie 
said, was best left to the judgment of tlie 
superintendent of schools and the school 
bourd rather than to outsiders who were 
not competent to judge. He wus really not 
un objector only upon certain phases of tlie 
question. C. E. Currier ulso opposed the 
| plan strongly ou tlie grouud of too severe a 
strain for young children. 

Bauiuel L. Powers represented tlie ud 
in rents of the plan. He suul tlie petition 
wus strongly advocated by over !K» per cent, 
of the residents of tlie school district. It 
was largely the outgrowth of tlie removal 
of the Bigelow school pupils to the Adams 
school. Parents fouud that their children 
| did better work uud were in better health 
| on uccouut of thechuuge. While it was un 
j experiment iu Newton it hud been tried 
• uud wus now iu operutiun in Brookline, 
| i u hi bridge and some of the Boston schools, 
i The petitioners only asked that the method 
be tried for one yeur that tlie results might 
be better urcertuiued. Letters were read 
by Mr. Powers from E. P. Seaver, superin- 
tendent of schools of Boston. Fruuuis Cogs- 
well, superintendent of schools of Cam- 
bridge, S. T. Dutton, superintendent of 
schools of Brookline aud K. B. Young, 
muster of Prince suhool of Boston. 

Hearing adjourned.

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MRS. LINCOLN STONE ON SUFFRAGE. 


-A.LTCR STONIC BLACKWELL HKPLIKH TO A 
RECENT STATEMENT. 


FROM SOUTH AFRICA. 

REV. V. B. MORRIS OF WEST NEWTON JIK- 
TUHNR FOR A SHORT REST— HIS 1M- 
PRE88IONS OF AFRICA. 


To the K«lttor of the ORAPnioj— 

Mrs. Lincoln H. .Stone, at the recent IcrIb. 
latlvo hearing on woman anffrage, paid that 
It seemed hardly necessary for tire remon- 
strants to come there to protest, in view of 
the many victories of their cause In the 
past year ami in previous years. She 
would probably not have said this If sho 
had first investigated the facts. 

A hundred years ago women could not 
vote anywhere. In 1838, Kentucky gave 
school suffrage to widows. In 1850 Ontario 
gave it to women both married and single. 
In 1R(’>1 Kansas gave it to all women. In 
1807 New South Wales gave women munici- 
pal suffrage. In 1800 England gave munici- 
pal stiffrnge to single women and widows, 
Viotoria gave it to women both married 
and single, arid Wyoming gave full suffrage 
to all women. 

In 1871 West Australia gave municipal 
suffrage to women. School suffrage was 
granted in 1875 by Michigan and Minneso- 
ta, in 1870 by Colo. ado, in 1877 bv New 
Zealand, in 1878 by New Hampshire and 
Oregon, in 1870 by Massachusetts, in 1880 
by New York and Vermont. In 1880 South 
Australia gave municipal suffrage to wo- 
men. In 1881 municipal suffrage was ex- 
tended to the single women and widows of 
Scotland. In 1882 lioense suffrage was 
given to women in New Zealand. Nebraska 
gave women school suffrage in 1880, Ontario 
and Tasmania gave them municipal suffrage 
in 1884, and Wisconsin gave them school 
suffrage in 1885. In 1880 sohool suffrage 
was given in Washington, and municipal 
suffrage in New Zealand and New Iiruns- 
wlok. In 1887 municipal suffrage was 
granted in Kansas, Nova Scotia and Mani- 
toba, and school suffrage in North and 
South Dakota, Montana, Arizona and New 
Jersey. In the same year, Montana gave 
tax-paying women the right to vote upon 
all questions submitted to the taxpayers. 

In 1888 England gave women county suf- 
frage, and British Columbia atul the North- 
west territory gave them municipal suf- 
frage. In 1889 county suffrage was given 
to tlie women of Scotland, and municipal 
suffrage to single women and widows in 
the Province of (Quebec. In 1891 school 
suffrage was granted in Illinois. In 1898 
school suffrage was granted in Connecticut, 
and full suffrage in Colorado and New 
Zealand. In 1894 school suffrage was grant- 
ed In Ohio, a limited municip 1 suffrage in 
Iowa, und parish and district suffrage in 
England to women both married and single. 
In 1893 full suffrage was granted in South 
Australia to womeu both married and 
single. In 1890 full suffrage was granted in 
Utah and Idaho. 

In 1898 the women of Ireland were given 
the right to vote for all oflicers except mem- 
bers of Parliament; Minnesota women 
were given the right to vote for library 
trustees; French women engaged in com- 
merce were given the right to vote for 
judges of the tribunals of commerce; Dela- 
ware gave taxpaying women school suf- 
frage, and Louisiana gave taxpaying wo- 
men the right to vote upon all questions 
submitted to the taxpayers. 

In 1899 the legislature* of Oregon passed 
au amendment to grant full suffrage to wo- 
men by a vote of 48 to 0 in the [louse and 25 
to 1 in the Senate. In 1900 West Australia 
Siyen lull parliamentary suffrage to 
women. 

Secretary of the Navy Long calls the 
opposition to woman suffrage “a slowly- 
melting glacier of bourbonlsm and pre- 
judice." The melting may be slow, but it 
is steady. Secretary Long adds "I want to 
be on record as having been thawed out 
early, or rather as having never been 
frozen in.”

NEWTONS CITY FINANCES. 


TREASURER RANLETT SUBMITS A REPORT 
FOR 1899 WHICH SHOWS A STRONG FI- 
NANCIAL STATUS. 


Newton's financial statement for Jan. 1 
1900, published by City Treasurer Seth A. 
Kanlett, came out Monday, und shows u 
strong condition in the Garden City’s fin- 
ances, the present borrowing capacity being 
$152,(578.80. The total debt amounts to 
$5,734,503, with a sinking fund the present 
value of which is $1,409,877.70, which leaves 
a net debt of $4,324,085.24. Of the net debt 
the greater part Is composed of the water 
debt, sewer debt, Washington street debt, 
und highwuy widening debt, all of whiuli 
comes under the head ol "exempt debt," 
which, according to law, does not have to 
be considered in computing the borrowing 
oupucity of a city. Leaving out these largo 
items the gross city debt amounts to $1,427, - 
503. Sinking funds on Ibis debt amount to 
$229,309.40, leaving u net oity debt of 
$1,198,198 00. 

Mr. ituulett’s report as collector shows 
thut the total collection of taxes for 1899 
uinounts to $1,059,120.87, which leaves u 
very small umouut, comparatively, to be 
collected. This amount includes all the 
moneys turned in for taxes during the 
year, much of it being for the years preced- 
ing 1899. For the yeur 1899 Itself the tax 
warraut was $887,041.24. of which $011,- 
090.04 bus beep collected. This is the best 
comparative showing the oity of Newton 
has ever made.

Rev. Charles S. Morris, colored, who ro- 
slgnod hie pastorate at the Myrtle Baptist 
oil nr oh of West' Newton, during the spring 
of last year, to enter upon work in the 
mission fields of South Africa, has re- 
turned to his home in West Newton for a , 
short rest. 

Rev. Mr. Morris was seen at his home by 
the Graphic correspondent and talked 
freely of his recent trip. Ho is not in the 
best of health, suffering from the after 
effects of the African fever, which he con- 
tracted in Liberia. Ho sincerely hopes, 
however, to recuperate and become enabled 
again to .take up his chosen field of work 
with renewed vigor. 

"I left this country on June 28 of last 
year," he said, "and went to England, j 
From there 1 sailed for Cape Town. Two 
months of my timo were spent in Cape 
Colony. In Queenstown L baptized the 
leaders of a church with 1240 In its congre- 
gation. After that I went about instruct- 
ing them in Baptist doctrine and visiting 
their homes. 

“My bicycle, evidently a curiosity In that 
country, proved invaluable. It was much 
more convenient than road carts, and was 
easily ridden except where there were 
strong eust winds. 

“From Cape Colony 1 went to Natal, and 
was there at the outbreak of the war. In 
this connection 1 might say that while 1 do 
not care to express utiy feeling of sympathy 
for either the Boers or the English, 1 do 
believe the natives are of a loyal spirit to- 
ward the British. 

‘In Basutoland the tribes there were 
anxious to descend into the Orange Free 
Stute and attuck the Boers. They uppculed 
time and time again to the paramount mag- 
istrate that they might be permitted to do 
this. 

“For this very reason the Boers have 
alwuys left t lie base of the Basutoland 
mountains well guarded, fearing the Zulus, 
the Basutos and Mu-bonus would descend 
upon them und uttuok the Orange Free 
State inhabitants. This was England’s ! 
trump card, you know, and if played would 
have been effectual in her interests. 

“England lias never attempted to disarm 
these three tribes I have referred to. It 
realizes their power. These natives, al- 
most to a man, would fight for England, 

1 believe. 

“The attitude of these tribes is explained 
easily. England is by no means perfeot, 
yet it has treated the natives with much 
more justice than have the Boe r s. The 
latter’s treatment of the natives has been 
harsh and even savage. 1 think it little 
wonder that the natives feel kindlier to- 
ward the English." 

Continuing, Kev. Mr. Morris criticised 
the Boers in their treatment of the natives 
in their employ. The relation of master 
and laborer was not, in his mind, unlike 
slavery. The German missionaries, he 
said, had often implored the Boers to cease 
their harsh treatment of the natives, that 
there might be better oppoitunities for 
mission work. 

Rev. Mr. Morris had met Cecil Rhodes, 
and the latter offered him land for the lo- 
cation of a farm and the establishment 
01 a Passion about 40 miles from Cape 
Town# 

“Mr. Rhodes, he said, “has had a very 
checkered career in Afr*ca to bo sure. I 
believe, however, that the Almighty Is 
using him, in spite of himself* for the 
furtherance of the gospel in that country. 
Wherever Mr. Rhodes establishes a trad- 
ing post or place of that character for the 
purchase and sale of merchandise, or to 
carry out some line of business, he is wil- 
ling to allow Christian missionaries to go 
w ith the party." 

Rev. Mr. Morris said he went to the 
west coast of Africa after Nov. 4 of last 
year. He established a church in Darkar, 
situated in the French territory of iSenug- 
ambia. The mission was in need of sup- 
port, he said. 

During a preaching tour in Liberia Rev. 
Mr. Morris contracted the African fever, 
which hastened his return home. With the 
latter country ho was very much impressed 
The Black Republic, he felt, was in need 
of closer relations witli America. The 
people of that place, he said, would prefer 
to deal with American merclumts, but the 
latter were unable to compete with those 
of Germany or England. 

Hu conducted his teachings with the aid 
of an interpreter, but found the natives 
possessing no little intelligence. Referring 
to the moruls of these people he thought 
them ot a much higher character than is 
the popular belief. 

Rev Mr. Morris spoke of a prophecy 
told in M iddledrift, South Africa, which 
declared white people would come and 
take possession und build wagon roads ami 
iron roads. The prophet also declared 
that other black people would come and 
preach to the natives. 

The clergyman was particularly em- 
emphulic in his belief that the negro of 
America owed a debt to the negro of 
Africa. 

Rev Mr. Morris will meet the executive 
0 tmmittee of the Buptist union mission ut 
their rooms in Tremout Temple, March 
2(5, when pluns for Ills return to South 
Africa will be considered. He has a heart- 
felt interest in the work and looks forward 
to his return.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


(Special Lcgfftlatire Correspondence.] 

Boston, March 21, 1900. 

The Indications are very good that sev- 
eral committees will have closed up their 1 
hearings and reported by the end of this 1 
week. Meanwhile, much more time must : 
be given to some other committees. The 1 
railroad committee, for example, is likely ) 
to be sitting for a month, so Senator Soule, 
Its chairman, tells me. Doubtless, maim- j 
factures will be sitting for an equally long 1 
time, (or this great question of the price! 
of gas In Boston cannot be sifted in a 1 
hurry, atul many other matters await the 
attention of the committee when this Is J 
disposed of. 

Yesterday the committee on railroads 
gave u healing on the McNary proposition, 
that the state purchase the Boston & Al- 
bany road, with such experts as Prof. 
Bemis of New York and George Fred Wil- 
llums of Dedham ns witnesses. There is 
nothing in the attitude of the railroad com- i 
mittee to lead one to apprehend that New- 
ton will be situated on the line of a state 
railroad at a very early date. Today the j 
hearing on the main question of tlie lease j 
of the Albnny road is to bo resumed, and 
meanwhile, the Fitchburg’s stockholders 
nre meeting to pass upon the question of 
the lease of that road to the Boston and 
Maine. Dr. Seward Webb and another 
Vermont man served snbpcenas upon Gov. 
Crane, Lieut. Gov. Bates and State Treas- 
urer Bradford to prevent their voting tlie 
stock belonging to the Commonwealth in 
favor of tlie lease. But they did not terrify 
these gentlemen very much. Judge Colt 
declined to interfere On Friday Atty. 
Gen. Know Iton aus wered a dozen questions 
propounded to him as to the legal effect of 
the ratification of the lease; and the lat- 
ter’s view seems to be that the control of 
the Commonwealth over the road will not 
be affected in any way; and neither will 
the right of the state to purchase the road 
under the provisions of its charter be ubro 
gated. This should rather hurt the oppo- 
sition to the lease, and a great deal of their 
powder has Hushed in the pun ns a result. 

It is to he presumed that there are those 
who have been somewhat alarmed by the 
inability of tlie committee on Manufac- 
tures to decide whether or not it would in- 
vestigate tlie New England Gas and Coke 
Co’s affairs. Tlie committee had a long 
executive session ut a late hour on Friday, 
atul was even then unable to decide 
whether it would ask the attorney general 
for his opinion as to whether the company 
came under tlie provisions of the statutes 
which provide for the supervision of gas 
companies. But this committee on manu- 
factures has a very remarkable chairman, 
Senator Woodsutn of Norfolk County. No 
one has realized how big a man Woodsum 
wus until this hearing came ou. This ts 
his second year in the senate, and he has 
served in the House previously, but had 
always maintained a rather quiet attitude, 
simply because the reins hud never been 

I iut in Ills hands. B.it now, while his col- 
eagues on the committee are fuming and 
fretting over the inability to decide on one 
or two of these questions, und while emi- 
nent counsel are joining hands to carry or 
prevent investigation in certain directions, 
Senator Woodsum is putting the matter 
straight along over the course, and is get- 
ting his lacts in spite of opposition. 

It may very well happen that in the 
course of a few days the committee will 
definitely decide that it cannot investigate 
the New England Gas & Coke Co., the 
latter being a private association ; but what 
will aid the committee in reaching this de- 
cision is likely to be the interesting fact 
that it has secured practically all the infor- 
mation through the examination of witnes- 
es and by the examination of the books. 
This will be a triumph for Chairman 
Woodsum. 

Mr. Chadwick has persuaded the House 
to put upon the table the adverse report of 
the probate and insolvency committee, on 
the petition of Mayor Wilson that he and 
the chief of police may be invested with the 
prerogatives of a court iu inquests as to the 
discipline, efficiency, appointment or re- 
moval of police officers, or in any other 
matters within their respective jurisdic- 
tions. Some time ago the writer insinuated 
that this bill would never be reported 
favorably. In the nature of tilings it could 
not be. No person within the writer’s 
knowledge has any such power with the 
single exception of the fire marshal ; and it 
was deemed expedient to give him this in 
order to prevent the growing crime of arson 
Possibly. Newton’s chief executive is a 
man who could be trusted to properly exer- 
cise such power, but Newton will be fortu- 
nate indeed should she always have a 
mayor and chief of police who would de- 
cline to abuse It. 

On Friday Mr. Langford will take the 
fioor in advocacy of bis very excellent bill 
to provide for the nomination of candidates 
for state offices and representatives to the 
General Court by direct vote of the cau- 
cuses in certuin cases, it is probably true 
tliat this bill would not upply in a great 
many cases, but it is none the less true 
that it would not only be successful but 
popular in many others. For years the city 
of Lynn has nominated its mayor by 
direct vote in the caucuses held iu seven 
wards. The nomination was ratified by a 
convention, R is true, but to all practical 
purposes the votes of the people in caucuses 
has decided the nomination to uli parties 
for many vears in that city. It is a very 
good idea for Mr. Langford to urge his re- 
form even though the House this year does 
turn a deuf ear to his arguments, 

Mr. Cliudwick has persisted in consum- 
mating his purpose of refusing to relieve 
Boston from tier highway trotting parks, 
by joiuing with his associates with the 
committee on cities in an adverse report. 

1 do not understand thut this action ou his 
part is caused by <*oubt as to the necessity 
of stoppiug racing ou Portland and Friend 
streets, but Bimplv because lie has a theory 
that Boston should pass ordinances to con- 
trol the matter, which should be sufficient. 
Very likely he is right in this, but the muiu 
thing seems to be to stop the racing. Last 
week Mr. Chadwiok hud tlie privilege of 
sitting upon his extra committee, that upon 
State House. It did not have much before 
it, to be sure, excepting a meusure to pro- 
vide for the use of unexpended halauces, 
uow in the State House loan funds, for the 
purchase of five mural puiutiugs to adorn 
the memorial hall and tiie senate staircase; 
also for the expenditure of $2500 for addi- 
tional stained glass window s to sof leu tlie 
already beuutiiuMiglits of Memorial Hull. 
Massachusetts wants all these things ; she 
has already voted the money for them, and 
doubtless, the ouimiMtee w ill favor the 
bills. 

A u adverse report bu ' been made once 
more upon the scheme fot the purchase of 
Dowuing’s and Clmudler’t ponds, as a part 
of the metropolitan park system. The 
scheme is kept alive, however, by reference 
to the next general uourt. 

The metropolitan committee has as yet 
made uo assignment of a date for hearing 
the report of the park commission on the 
boulevard from Middlesex purkway to 
Charles l iver. Doubtless, this matter will 
be heard in the very near future.

The bill to repeal the civil servioelaws 
gave Jesse M. Gove an opportunity to ap- 
pear before a legislative committee and ex- 
presses his contempt for civil servioe re- 
form. lie did it in great shape, and his 
views have some interest on account of his 
being supposed to bo the right hand man of 
Mayor Hart of Boston, who has been mak- 
ing so many discharges in the Boston de- 
partments. Mr. Gove believes that no 
mayor can be a succe s unless all the men 
who dig ditches, shovel enow, lay cobble 
stone pavements, or do any work for pay, are 
in full political sympathy w ith him. If any 
members of the opposition party hang on to 
their jobs, that mayor’s term of office is a 
failure. Mr. Gove says that when Mayor 
Hart took office, 99 per cent, of the em- 
ployes of the city were against his adminis- 
tration, aftd that success under such circum- 
stances was impossible. Like the immortal 
Flannagan of Texas, Mr. Gove thinks the 
offices are what we are here for, and if his 
political friends fail to get them, the whole 
thing is a failure. Mr. Gove is a relic of a 
past age in this respect, or perhaps, he 
alone has the honesty of his convictions, 
llow can a poor man be elected to office if 
be can not pay those who work for his 
election with fat offices or fat contracts or 
something of the kind? All office seekers 
are not as rioli as Clark of Montana, and 
therefore cannot afford to pay cash, and the 
spoils are thus their only stock in trade. It 
is no wonder that Mr. Gove is disheartened 
and discouraged when men are beginning 
to think that an election to office means 
working for the good of the city, iustead of 
simply making a division of the spoils. 
Such ideas complicate things and rob politi- 
cal life of its simplicity, and also of its 
chance for profit. 


Newton is not to try the single tax sys- 
tem, for thus the board of aldermen have 
decided. The reform is to be left to some 
other town, which is less conservative, and 
which is not so easily scared at the pros- 
pect of any change from old-fashioned 
methods.

AcoompaDjing it is a codicil under date of 
Oct. 25, 1S97, which does not change the 
public gilts. 

The executors named nre KllaO, Cutting, 
a daughter, and Samuel Welles Holmes, 
both i f Newton. To them, in trust, the 
11 th clause gives $ 1000 , to pay the same 
within six months to the person who, when 
the same is payable, shall act as treasurer 
of the American missionary association of 
New \ ork city, the money to be applied 
under tiro direction o| its executive com- 
mittee to its charitable uses and purposes. 

To the Woman’s Board of Missions is 
given $1000 to be applied to its missionary 
purposes as set forth in the acts of incor- 
poration passed by the Massachusetts legis- 
lature in 1809 

The rest, residue and remainder of the 
property is left to the executors, in trust, 
for the following uses, intents and our- 
poses: The net income to be paid to Ella

cease the principal to be paid to her issue 
if any be living, if there be no issue it Is 
to ba divided into thirds ami disposed of to 
the American Board of commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, American Missionary

Tho natives of tli.u i*n rt of South | 
Africa which to a great extent la in- i 
habited by bnahracn and Hottentots | 
have a poctilinr system of banks and I 
banking. 

These Kaffirs among whom this. curi- 
ous system of banking obtains live 
non- KalTrnria, In the south of the 
Colony country. The natives come 
down south from their country to trade 
In the several villages and towns In 
large numbers and then return to Ivuf- 
frnria. 

From those who trade of their own 
number they select one who for the 
occasion Is to bo their banker. lie Is 
converted Into a bank of deposit by 
putting all the money of those whose 
banker he Is Into a bag. and then they 
sally forth to the stores to buy what- 
ever they want. 

When an article Is purchased by any 
of those who are iu this banking ar- 
rangement. the price of the article is 
taken by the banker from this deposit 
money bag. counted several times and 
then paid to the seller of the article, 
after which all the bank depositors 
cry out to the banker in the presence 
of the two witnesses selected: 

“You owe me so much!” This Is then 
repented by the witnesses. The gen- 
eral accounting comes between the 
banker and his several depositors 
when all desired purchases have been 
made, after which all the natives de- 
part for their northern wilds.

“Wait. Fut that dirty handkerchief 
out of sight and use less grease on 
your hair in the future. Now you look 
a bit decent. You have a book on ’Eti- 
quette and Deportment.’ Very well. I 
don’t want it. I am only the servant 
girl. Go up the steps to the front door 
and talk with the lady of the house. 
She called me a downright, outright, 
no-doubt -a bout-it idiot this morning, 
and I think the book you’re selling is 
Just what she requires.” 

After a ilattle. 

In the first aid that is rendered on 
the field after a battle nothing is at- 
tempted beyond the arrest of hemor- 
rhage, the application of temporary 
splints for fractures and antiseptic 
dressing. There is no washing or ex- 
ploration of wounds. The clothes are 
merely slit up with scissors, not re- 
moved, thus insuring protection to the 
patient’s body and saving unnecessary 
disturbances. The sergeant in charge 
of the collection station has a field 
companion, a water bottle and a small 
reserve of bandages and first dress- 
ings in bis care to replenish the sur- 
gical haversacks with which the bear- 
ers are supplied. 

Triangular bandages are chiefly used 
on the battlefield, made from a fiS Inch 
square of linen or calico, cut diagonal- 
ly Into halves. Almost anything that 
comes to hand may be used as impro- 
vised spliuts— sticks, telegraph wire, 
bark of trees, straw, rifles, bayonets, 
lances ami so on. The splint, if neces- 
sary, is padded with straw or leaves 
or grass ami is fastened with straps 
torn from the soldier’s equipment or 
with strips of a shirt, securely bound 
with the triangular bandage. Hound 
up with the rifle splint, a wounded 
man is made so secure thnt he can 
hardly move a muscle. One leg is 
firmly bound to the rifle, and the an- 
kles are tied together, so that the in- 
jured limb is almost as rigid as the 
rifle at Its side.— Londou Standard. 


A Cheerful Liar. 

"I have followed trout strpams ever 
since I was a boy.” said a Providence 
crank, "and have tried to solve for 
many years the cause of the apparent 
decrease in brook trout. Recently I 
think I discovered the cause of Hie ex- 
termination. I was Ashing along a 
brook near Oakland Beach, (i. 1.. when 
I saw a large snake with a half masti- 
cated trout In Its mouth. The action 
of the suuke interested me. and. stand- 
ing quiet. I studied the snake closely. 

“On the end of the suake’s tail was a 
sharp bony growth shaped like a hook. 
After a few momeuts my watching 
was rewarded by seeing the snuke 
glide over to some bushes growing 
along the hunk and catch u grasshop- 
per In Its mouth. The snake then 
placed the grasshopper carefully on 
the hooklike thing on the end of its 
tail. 

“By this time my curiosity wus thor- 
oughly aroused,” continued the fisher- 
man. “The snake crawled up on a log 
that extended from the bunk Into the 
brook and let Its full hang into the wa- 
ter. In a moment up came a trout 
and snapped at the grasshopper. It 
was short work for the snuke to trans- 
fer the flsh from Its tail to its mouth, 
ami 1 had solved the problem of t lie ex- 
termination of brook trout.”— Cleve- 
Plaiu Dealer.

WOMAN’S PROGRESS. 


Hy Susan B. Anthony* 

Woman is happier than ever before 
in tho world’s history, and tills fact 
alone demonstrates that the whole hu- 
man family Is happier and better. 

If man were growing worse and more 
miserable it would be wholly impossi- 
ble for woman to be happy, for it is 
an axiom ns old as life itself that the

two must rise or fall together. Every 
organization of women in existence to- 
3ay is actuated by the same object that 
Impelled Eve to eat the apple — a desire 
for knowledge — and every one Is try- 
ing to utilize this knowledge for the 
betterment of social conditions. 

Even the anti-suffrage society, which 
might be considered an exception to 
this rule, is trying to block the wheels 
of progress because it believes that it 
la better for women to bear the Ills she 
has than to fly to others that she knows 
not of. 

This has been the situation during the 
past hatf century whenever it was pro- 
posed to make any change in the con- ( 
dltion of woman: That it would bring 
discontent to her and unhappiness to 
the family; if she received an education 
it would unfit her for the duties of 
wifehood and motherhood; if the mar- 
ried woman were permitted to own 
property she would desert her husband 
and children; if those of the poorer 
classes were allowed to control their 
wages domestic chaos would result; if 
women entered the trades and profes- 
sions immorality would reign supreme. 

In direct contradiction to these pessi- 
mistic forebodings every progressive 
change in the condition of women has 
brought to them an immeasurable in- 
crease of happiness. 

The only way In which even an ap- 
proximate estimate of this can be made 
is to Imagine the present generation of 
educated, property-holding, self-sup- 
porting, capable, independent women 
suddenly transplanted Into the condi- 
tion of two generations ago— education, 
even in the common branches, placed 
beyond their reach; every occupation 
closed to them except sewing, teaching 
and factory work; the wife robbed of 
her own property the moment she was 
married, the mother deprived of all 
guardianship over her own children. 

It is impossible to picture what would 
be their humiliation, their wretched- 
ness, their despair. We would see su«-h 
a revolt, such a revolution, as the world 
has never known. 

It was only because women were 
taught it was the will of the Creator 
that they should be In subjection, only 
because they lacked a Moses to lead 
them out of the wilderness, that they 
endured so long and so patiently. 

But having emerged at last and ex- 
perienced the joy of even a partial lib- 
erty. they will not pause until they 
have attained the full happiness of 
complete freedom. 

No one can observe the busy, broad 
and useful lives of th« women of to- 
day, the splendid work they are doing 
for the world, without realizing the 
vastly increased happiness the closing 
years of the century have brought to 
•hem. 

The gulf between us and our fore- 
mothers is no wider than that which 
-xlsts between ourselves and those fu- 
ture generations who shull have an ab- 
solutely untrammelled opportunity for 
development. 

This will be possible only when there 
shall be placed qpon the brow of wo- 
man the crown of citizenship and side 
by side with man she may work for the 
-egeneration of the world, enforcing her 
will, as he enforces his, by the supreme 
luthorlty of the ballot. The most pow- 
erful pen cannot put into words the 
happiness which will come to woman, 
and through her to the race, when this 
right is hers. 


THE FIRST AUTOMOBILE. 

One of the very first of automobiles 
was made in the early part of the pres- 
ent century, and it is thus described 
oy "The Mechanics’ Magazine" for Jan- 
uary, 1834: "The carriage is built to 
rarry fifty passengers. The wheels are 
about six inches broad in the tire and 
right feet in diameter. The crank shuft 
worked by the cylinders is connected 
by endless chains with the axles of the 
hind wheels of the carriuge, and each 
wheel has a separate axle. 

"The spokes of the wheels are so con- 
structed as to operate like springs to 
the whole machine — that is, to give and 
take according to the inequalities of 
the road. 

"The boiler consists of a series of 
double tubes, one within the other, 
placed in a vertical position around a 
circular fireplace, and communicating 
with it; the heated air passes through 
these tubes, which are everywhere sur- 
rounded by water. The tubes are in 
the form of siphons, to counteract the 
effect of unequal expansion. The 
draught is produced by a fanner worked 
by the engine, and the furnace is made 
to consume its own smoke." 

Crude as such a machine would be 
to-day, it was a mechanical marvel 
three-quarters of a century ago, for it 
was not until 1863 or 1863 that even 
these steam road vehicles came into 
practical use. Constant efforts were 
made to improve them, however, anil 
by 1893 it began to look as if the art 
of automobile building would flnully be 
mastered. 

In that year a steam carriage made 
the trip from Paris to Rouen and re- 
turn, u dlstunce of some eighty miles, 
in twelve hours and fifty minutes, an 
achievement that was everywhere 
praised. Two years later, however, at 
the French competition, a petroleum 
carriage made a run of 736 miles in 
forty-eight hours and fifty-three min- 
utes, or a little more than fifteen miles 
an hour. 


“When Colorado gave women the 
suffrage six years ago the whole o un- 
try became Interested in what was re- 
jpaixled ns ratlvr.r an Amusing experi- 
ment on the part of tho Centennial 
State,” anys Mary H. Klnknld in Alns- 
lee s for January. “There nad been a 
great number of men who bitterly op- 
posed equal suffrage, but they accept- 
ed deJeat phlloeoph cally, and lvel’ied 
women prepare to assume their * >w 
responsll 11 ties. Democratic, Rep-u ’l- 
enn and Populist headquarters v *»r 3 
removed from their old linunts and es- 
tablished in the leading hotels. After- 
noon ‘atliomea’ and evening roceat Ions 
wero substituted tor ward rallies. 
Tho pink ten took the nlnce of tho 
bar-ronm ns a factor in politics. Wo- 
men attended primaries, sxt in C( men- 
tions n.n<l served on all committees. 

“Party lenders wero quick to recog- 
nize the executive ability possessed by 
the women, to whom they apportioned 
enough offices to stimulate interest in 
the results of the election. Women 
•if all clfioses took an active part in 
tampagn work, and social distinctions 
were obliterated. While there had 
been a conservative element opposed 
to the reform movement. It became a 
conscientious duty to prove that tho 
elft of cit.izensh'p had not been mis- 
placed. It was soon demonstrated 
that women are earnest partisans and 
tireless workers. Tho moment that 
women knew they had the right to 
vote, they allied themselves with Dem- 
ocrats, Republicans or Pipulists. 

“When the votes were counted af- 
ter th© momentous ca.mipa.gn of 1894, 
three of <the sixty-five seats in* the 
Houtse of Representatives of Colorado 
belonged to women. Tt had been 
claimed on the stump that the home- 
maker would prove herself well quali- 
fied as a law-maker, but most per- 
sons wore skeptical of statements 
made in ante-election fi'ghts of ora- 
tory. Within the first thirty days of 
the session It was clear, however, that 
in some mysterious manner the wo- 
men had prepared themselves for 
their wider duties. T;i>y understood 
parliamentary law. They could matte 
speeches. They introduced important 
bills, and they pleaded eloquently for 
needed reforms. 

“These pioneer women legislators 
were compelled to surmount many ob- 
stacles; but after all, thr trivial things 
often presented the most serious diffi- 
culties. All the tact at the r command 
was needed. There were critics n 
every side, and it wou'd have been 
worse to be ridiculous Ilian to be un- 
scrupulous, so far as the world’s judg- 
ment was concerned. At the end of 
the session It was acknowledged Uiat 
the women legislators had made re- 
markable records. The most implaca- 
ble enemy of equal suffrage could bring 
no damaging charge against the three 
women who had the right to use ‘Hon- 
orable’ before their names.” 


Offl’ With Her Head! 

The report of A. R. Serven, the 
chief examiner for ihe Civil Service 
Commission, shows that within tho 
past ten yeais less than ten per cent, 
of the women who have passed the ex- 
aminations have been appointed to 
government positions, while more 
than 2G per cent, of the men who pass 
receive appointments. The number of 
women employed, however, .has grad- 
ually increased until last year, w en 
there was a sudden and marked de- 
crease. The highest percentage ap- 
pointed among the women who pas el 
(13 per cen-t.) was in 1898. and the 
lowest in 1899, When it dropped to six 
per cent. This looks as if some, at 
least, of the luiadis of departm emits had 
determined that these po it ions should 
be reserved for voters. Napoleon onco 
told Madame de Stael that he disap- 
proved of women’s interesting them- 
selves in politics. She answered: 
“Sire, when women are liable to have 
their heads cut off, it is natural t at 
they should wish to know the reaeon 
why.” The women in the departments 
at Washington who are having their 
(official) heads taken off, have now a 
very practical reusou for interesting 
themselves In politics, and especia.ly 
in tbe etfort to secure the ballot for 
women.

lion. William Dudley Foulke said at 
a recent meeting: 

“In Indiana the representatives of 
the great parties have given idiots the 
right to vote, but have denied it to in- 
telligent women. The idiots and in- 
sane men confined In the poorliouses 
are voted at every election. One of 
them, When asked his mime by the 
election officer, snii it was Jesus 
Christ. He was allowed to cast his 
ballot. Strange, that the people p efer 
to be governed by their idiots rath- 
er than the'r women! The women of 
the United States are tar better quali- 
fied to vote than the Filipinos. Pr; el- 
dent McKinley has been called a tyiant 
because he does not give the inhabi- 
tants of the Philippines the right to 
govern themselves.

A Southern church synod rece tly 
put itself on record as opposed to wo- 
men’s holding church offices, preach- 
ing, or praying in public, on the 
ground that women should “keep si- 
lence in the churches." It said noth- 
ing. however, against their singing in 
the choir. The Youth’s Companion 
says of this synod: “Probably it had 
never heard «f a brave little woman 
in an adjoining State who, in a rapidly 
settled oil town, gahers e&ch Sun ay, 
representatives ut ten sects, bulldw t h a 
fire In the schoolhoiue, rings the Hell, 
and prays and talks with the miners 
and their families. One idiot boy 
walked ten miles to get her to give 
Christian burial to a baby he was fond 
of, and while he led the procession, 
carrying a sheaf of wild flowers over 
bis ahouker, ehe walked up and down 
the steep hills behind the rude cart 
the mother drove, steadying the rough 
lifct’e coffin.” Suah a woman has Iv r 
©i duration dJieot from headquarters 
and can afford to do without that of 
an earthly synod. 


A TALK ON 
SPIRIT DELUSIONS. 

By Camille Flammarion. 

I have not repudiated Spiritualism 
lightly. 

A serious man, naturally, always 
dislikes to admit that ho has been mis- 
taken all his life. As is well known, I 
have been one of the stoutest apostles 
of Spiritualism. 

1 always believed I was having regu- 
lar Intercourse with the other world. 
Galileo’s spirit never failed to come to 
me when summoned. Ills revelations 
about the appearance and manners of 
the inhabitants of other planets were 
incorporated in my writings always 
with tbe utmost confidence till modern 
Instruments discovered five satellites of 
Jupiter and nine of Saturn, whereas 
what I believed was the spirit of Ga- 
lileo always affirmed to me that Jupiter 
had four moons and Saturn eight. 

At first I felt sure the astronomers 
must be mistaken, but now I have seen 
with my own eyes. 

Therefore, ns it is inadmissible that 
real spirits could err or Jest, evidently 
my intercourse with Galileo was a long 
delusion. I acknowledge it frankly and 
without shame, because I have acted in 
good faith in this matter and refuse to 
lend support to error. 

You must understand, however, that 
I do not renounce all belief in spiritual 
manifestations, the existence of which 
has been proved beyond doubt. I have 
simply reached the conclusion that such 
manifestations cannot be attributed to 
the spirits of dead people. 

I explain them by our power to throw 
a part of our spirit outside of ourselves. 
This exteriorized spirit undoubtedly is 
capable of moving material bodies, 
emitting sounds and otherwise affect- 
ing matters. 

I see additional proof that the phe- 
nomena so far ascribed to the dead 
really emanate from psychic force pro- 
jected by the living. In fact, the so- 
called revelations always are confined 
to things known, suspected or desired 
by somebody present. Likewise when 
music Is heard, it is always a strain 
previously stored in the brain cells of 
some person present at the experiment. 
It is clearly the floating exteriorized 
spirit of that person repeating impres- 
sions.

For example, when the name of Ga- 
lileo was pronounced by me evidently 
my exteriorized spirit was reflecting ex- 
pectation, and when scientific problems 
were solved, I now realize, it was only 
according to my own vague, latent In- 
ductions. 

It is Impossible to develop new theo- 
ries in the limits of a cable despatch, 
but 1 am writing a book giving con- 
clusive proofs that the spirits of the 
dead never mingle with the living in 
this world, and that spiritualism is a 
delusion when not mere jugglery.

NEW BOOKS. 


PROSPECTS OF 
THE BOER 


By General J, M. Schofield. 

The Doers appear to have committed 
their first serious mistake In the re- 
treat from Kimberley by attempting to 
cross Immediately In front of the Brit- 
ish forces to reach Bloemfontein. Their 
line of retreat should have been by way 
of Doshof, which line they should have 
made sure to keep open, and thence to 
Brandforl or Wlnburg, thus making 
certain their junction with troops com- 
ing from the north and eust toward 
Bloemfontein. 

If fr.r political reasons It was thought 
necesiinry to defend the Free State cap- 
ital, that place should have been held 
by other troops until Cronje could reach 
It by the circuitous route above re- 
ferred to. 

But Bloemfontein is stntegleally a 
very weak position. If the Boers de- 
cide to hold It Lora Roberts will only 
have to Invest that place with Ptifll- 
clent force and will still have ample 
force to prosecute his campaign toward 
Pretoria. 



GENERAL SCHOFIELD. 


As far ns can be seen from the official 
maps, the country about Wlnburg and 
Kroonstad affords the first available 
positions for Boer resistance to the 
British advances on the Free State 
lines. 

So long as they are free to move they 
can meet at any place and offer very 
stubborn and prolonged resistance to 
the advance of the superior British 
forces. 

Having the shorter interior line of 
communication between their two col- 
umns, the Boers can quickly send rein- 
forcements from one to the other as 
emergency may require. Thus they 
may hope to make a more and more 
effective resistance as their tw'o lines of 
operations approach a junction toward 
Johannesburg. 

So far as can now be foreseen the 
Boers, after many hard-fought battles, 
should be able to make a final and pro- 
longed struggle for victory on the line 
of the Vaal River.

THE SERMON OF JHE AMERICAN 
THE FUTURE. « HA pp]f HOME.’ 


By T, Dell ill Talmage. 

“Or ministry, lot us wait on our min- 
istering.” — Romans, xil. ; 7. 

Before the world is converted the 
style of religious discourse will hnvo to 
be converted. You might ns well go 
Into the modern Sedan or Gettysburg 
with bows nnd arrows, Instead of rifles 
nnd bombshells nnd parks of artillery, 
ns to expect to conquer thlH world for 
God by the old style of exhortation nnd 
Bermonology. 

But there is n discourse of the fu- 
ture— who will preach ll 1 have no Idea; 
In what part of the earth it will be born 
1 have no Idea; In what denomination 
of Christians It will be delivered I tun- 
not guess. 

But let us pray God that Its arrival 
may be hastened. 

A LIVING CHRIST. 

First of nil, that future religious dis- 
course will be full of a living Christ, in 
contradistinction to didactic techni- 
calities. 

The world wants a living Christ; not 
a Christ standing at the head of a 
formal system of theology, but a Christ 
Who moans pardon, and sympathy, and 
condolence, and brotherhood, and life, 
and heaven. A poor man’s Christ. A 
rich man’s Christ. An overworked 
man’s Christ. An invalid’s Christ. A 
farmer’s Christ. A merchant’s Christ. 
An artisan’s Christ. An every man’s 
Christ. 

SERMON TO BE BRIEF. 

But the religious discourse of the fu- 
ture will have to be short. Condensa- 
tion Is demanded by the nge In which 
we live. No more need of long Intro- 
ductions nnd long applications, and bo 
many divisions to a discourse that it 
may be said to be hydra-headed. 

In other days men got all their In- 
formation from tho pulpit. There were 
few books, nnd there were no news- 
papers, nni there was little travel from 
place to place, and people would sit and 
listen two and a half hours to a relig- 
ious discourse, and “seventeenthly” 
would find them fresh and chipper. 

In those days there was enough time 
for a preacher to taken an hour to 
warm himself up to the subject and an 
hour to cool off. But what was a ne- 
cessity then is a superfluity now. 

Congregations are full of knowledge 
from hooks, from newspapers, from 
rapid and continuous intercommunica- 
tion, and long disquisitions of what

they know already will not be abided. 
If a religious teacher cannot compress 
what he wishes to say to the people 
In tho space of forty-five minutes bet-' 
ter adjourn it to some other day. 

POPULAR PREACHING. 

I remark also that the religious dis- 
course of the futuio of which I speak 
will he a popular discourse. There are 
those In these times who speak of a 
popular sermon as though there must 
be something wrong about it. As these 
critics are dull themselves, the world 
gets the impression that a sermon is 
good In proportion as it Is stupid. 

Why did so many people take the 
truth at Christ’s hands? Because they 
till understood it. He illustrated His 
subjects by a hen and her chickens, by 
a bushel measure, by a handful of salt, 
by a bird's flight nnd by a lily’s aroma. 
All the people knew what He meant, 
and they flocked to hear Him. 

Oh, when the future religious dis- 
course of the Christian church arrives 
all the churches of Christ in our great 
cities will be thronged! 

SYMPATHY SERMONS. 

The world wants spiritual help. All 
who have hurled their dead want com- 
fort. All know themselves to he mor- 
tal nnd to he Immortal, nnd they want 
to hear about the great future, 

I tell you, my friends. If the people 
of our great cities who have had trou- 
ble only thought they could get practi- 
cal and sympathetic help In the Chris- 
tian church there would not be a street 
In Washington or New York or any 
other city which would be passable on 
the Sabbath day if there were a church 
on it, for all the people would press to 
that asylum of mercy, that great house 
of comfort nnd consolation. 

That religious discourse of the fu- 
ture will be an every-day sermon, go- 
ing right down into every man’s life, 
and it will teach him how to vote, how 
to bargain, how to plough, how to do 
any work he is called to do, how to 
wield trowel and pen and pencil and 
yardstick nnd plane. 

And It will teach women how to pre- 
side over their households, and how to 
educate their children, and how to im- 
itate Miriam and Esther and Vashti 
and Eunice, the mother of Timothy, 
and Mary, the mother of Christ, and 
those women who on Northern and 
Southern and Cuban battlefields were 
mistaken by the wounded for angels of 
mercy fresh from the throne of God. 

Yes, I have to tell you, the religious 
discourse of the future will be u re- 
ported sermon. If you have any idea 
that printing wus Invented simply to 
print secular books, and stenography 
and phonography were contrived mere- 
ly to set forth secular Ideas, you are 
mistaken. 

PREACHING THROUGH PRESS. 

The printing press Is to be the great 
agency of gospel proclamation. It Is 
high time thut good men. instead of 
denouncing the press, employ It t< scat- 
ter forth the gospel of Jesus Christ. 
The vust majority of people in our 
cities do not come to church, and noth- 
ing but the printed sermon can reach 
them und call them to pardon end life 
and peace and heaven. 

EXHORTATION. 

The practical bearing of this Is upon 
those who are engaged in Christian 
work, not only upon theological stu- 
dents and young ministers, hut upon 
all who preach t lie gospel, and all who 
exhort in meetings, and all of you, If 
you are doing your duty. 

Do you exhort in prayer meeting? 
Be short and spirited. Do you teach 
in Bible class? Though you h-jve to 
study every night, he Interesting. t>o 
vou accost people on the subject of re- 
ligion In their homes or in public 
places? Study adroitness und use com- 
mon sense. 

The most graceful and most beauti- 
ful thing on earth is the religion of 
Jesus Christ, and if you awkwardly 
present It It Is defamation. We must 
do our work rapidly, and wc must do 
It effectively. Soon our time for work 
will bo done. 


I do not believe In the motto, "Look 
on the bright side of things.” The 
brave man does not look only on the 
bright side, but he faces the dark side 
as well. Yet he does not look always 
at the dark side. That there are dan- 
gerous tendencies is not' to be denied 
less than that there are potential ten- 
dencies for good. 

First of all these tendencies for good 
I place the home. Recently I read a 
statement of Prof. Sumner, of Yale, 
that 90 per cent, of the American fami- 
lies are unhappy. My experience has 
led me to a different conclusion. I be- 
lieve the American home, in spite of 
failure here and there, and many fail- 
ures, too, Is the happiest home the 
world has ever seen and a happier 
home than the home of the old world. 

There Is no other land where woman 
as woman is so much respected as in 
America. There is no country where 
the parent has so much hope and am- 
bition for the child as in America. 

There is the greatest difference be- 
tween the cities of the Old World and 
Df the New in this respect. There may 
be as much poverty and squalor in 
New York as in London, but It Is of a 
distinctly different type. 

In London the poor family has gone 
from the country to the city on the 
downward track. In New York, or in 
Boston, for that matter, the poor fam- 
ily Is generally emigrant from the old 
country for the purpose of bettering Its 
condition. 

It would not be easy to find in New 
York or Boston a father or mother who 
did not expect something better for 
their children. It Is for this reason 
they are willing to remain ignorant it 
only 1 heir children may go to school, 
and that they may remain Irreligious 
if need be if only their children may go 
to Sunday-school. It Is this Influence 
that Is going to further lift those chil- 
dren.

BOXERS TO GO TO 

PARIS EXPOSITION, 

If the present arrangements are car- 
ried out there will be a stringency In 
the pugilistic market about the time 
of the Paris Exposition, for every Am- 
erican lighter of note seems to be look- I 
Ing forward to a visit to the French | 
eapitol on the occasion of the big fair. 
To visit Paris is, of course, un entice- 
ment and to visit Paris during the Ex- 
position is a pleasure doubly to be de- 
sired, but when to this is added the 
fact that there are to be many tights 
pulled off there at this time the temp- 
tation to take advantage of this op- 
portunity to combine business with 
pleasure becomes too great to be re- 
sisted. 

Among those who contemplate an in- 
vasion of Europe this spring is "Par- 
son” Davies, who expects to cross the 
“pond” at the head of a string of fight- 
ers chiefly recruited from the large and 
eminent aggregation that is under the 
direction of Thomas O'Rourke. Long 
before the athletic carnival was an- 
nounced the ’’Purson" had decided to 
visit Europe with some of the good 
American boxers, and he was already 
negotiating with O’Rourke when it was 
stated that he would have an opportun- 
ity to display his tulent at the Exposi- 
tion. He immediately redoubled his ef- 
forts and things now look as If in* would 
succeed In carrying out his scheme. If 
such is the case, he will proceed to 
match his boxers ns often us possible 
with the foreign pugilists, and will also 
have them ready for matches with uny 
American fighters who may chance to 
be on the scene. 

Among the men who will probably 
cross the ocean under the direction of 
Davies are Sharkey. “Mysterious Billy" 
Smith, Walcott und George Dixon. Da- 
vies is of the opinion thut with these 
men to do his lighting for him he can 
get any pugilist who may turn up in 
Daria, wherever they may come from. 
In order to entice some good men to 
the capital, however, he is willing to 
put up purses large enough to induce 
the pugilists to come to France from 
England. Australia and other parts of 
the world, und if other lighters from the 
United States should wish to enter us 
contestants for the money, they will 
not be barred. 

Thut tiiere will he plenty of these 
other men on hand there Is not a shad- 
ow of doubt. Both McGovern und Mc- 
Coy have already been approached, and 
they would undoubtedly consent to 
make the trip If they were assured that 
they would have un opportunity to meet 
reputable men of their cluss for good 
money. In uddltion to this Jeffries has 
already given his consent to the pro- 
posal. He will go to Furls in Compuuy 
with Ernest Roeber, who expectB to be 
able to meet some first-rate wrestlers 
at the Exposition. 

Among those who have given their 
unqualified approval to the project Is 
V\ . A. Brady. In speaking of the mut- 
ter he suid:

—TEST OF roril.’S F.Y KSIOHT CONR1D- 

EIIEO -VOTED TO nOLD 8INOI.F. SESSIONS 

AT THE 1HOK1-OW SCHOOL. 

Although thero was not a full attendance 
of members at Wednesday’s evening meet- 
ing of the school board, the members pres- 
ent had plenty to occupy their time for 
over an hour and a half. 

The report of the superintendent was 
quite brief, and showed the enrollment of 
pupils up to March 0 to be 5131, 

The committee on physical culture re- 
ported recommending that the teaching of 
eloyd be confined to grades 7 and 8 after 
September 1900, This met with objection 
on the grounds that if sloyd was eliminated 
from the Oth grade next term, the pupils at 
present in the 8th would only receive one 
j-ear’s instruction in that study. On these 
grounds it was voted to lay the physical 
culture committee’s report on the table. 

It was moved and voted that chapter 1, 
section 3, of the rule be suspended that 
single sessions might be held nt the Bige- 
low and Underwood schools. 

The superintendent was instructed to ar- 
range for the single session at the Under- 
wood school and prepare the same plan for 
the Bigelow school when the new building 
is completed. The board’s decision was 
made with the understanding that it was 
purely experimental and might be revoked 
at the end of the sohool term in June 1901. 

Nothing was accomplished on the Ques- 
tion of janitor’s salaries which had been 
before the board for some time. The 
special committee stood its ground inas 
much as its opinions offered at last meeting 
■were not changed by the recommittment of 
the report. At Mr. Avery’s suggestion it 
•was voted to lay the matter over for con- 
sideration at a meeting where the attend- 
ance of members was larger. 

An older to authorize the examination of 
the sight and hearing of the pupils of the 
schools provoked a discussion of consider- 
able length. 

Avery L. Rand opposed the measure. 
Jle said : ’’It would be just as expedient 
to introduce the Bertillon system for meas- 
uring pupils, or have them examined for 
appendicitis. If we adopt this order for 
the examination of the eyesight we should 
adopt orders introducing the Bertillon sys- 
tem.” , , 

It was shown that an agreement might 
easily be reached whereby the test of eye- 
sight of all the pupils might be made at a 
cost of Si 00. 

Mr. Ilowes pointed out that the examin- 
ation would be made to discern if the eye- 
sight of each pupil was normal. The tests, 
he said, will be made by teachers, and the 

f arents notified if the sight was defective. 

nasmucb as the order involved the appro- 
priation of $100, it was referred to the 
finance committee. 

An order was introduced authorizing the 
elimination by the superintendent of the 
teaching of sewing in the primary grades, 
caused considerable debate, but was finally 
referred to the committee on physical cul- 
ture. 

The effect of the Newton Educational 
Association’s meetings was shown in the 
following order, ‘‘authorizing the purchase 
of a piano for each school building In which 
is contained a hall, the cost of each instru- 
ment not to exceed $100. 

It will be remembered that a recent 
speaker before the educational association 
advocated this plun and several school 
board members were in favor of it at Wed- 
nesday evening’s meeting. It was referred 
to the finance committee. 

An order was adopted appropriating 
$18,924 for department expenses during 
31 arch.

EVILS or TRUSTS. 

MR. THOMAS WESTON AND OTHERS DIS- 
CUSS THEM HEFORK THE BOSTON CON- 
ORKOATIONA1. Cl. 1 11. 

The Boston Congregational Club dis- 
cussed trnsts Rt its meeting, Monday night. 
Hon, Gorham 1>. Gilman presided and Mr. 
Thomas Weston opened the discussion. 

He said there are now more than 123 
combinations called trusts, each with a 
capital of $ 1 ,000,000 or more. There are 
many with a capital of $ 4 , 000,000 or $5,000,- 
000, and four or five with a capital of 
$400,000,000 or $300,000,000. 

The question was should these be de- 
stroyed or regulated? He did not believe 
they could be destroyed; he did believe 
they would be regulated, and in such a way 
as to be fair and equitable to the trusts and 
also to the public. 

He declared that these combinations are 
the natural results of the enterprise of onr 
most energetlo business men, who had 
always had muoli to do with making the 
country prosperous. These combinations 
are the outcome of the demands of the 
country and of the industries which they 
represent. 

The plan to put an industry bodily into 
the control of a board of trustees, no mut- 
ter how widespread the industry might be, 
was already a thing of the past. 

Trusts, us generally understood, he said, 
did not now exist. They had disbanded. 

SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST. 

People said thnt combinations crowded 
out labor. So they do in a sense, but only 
as Inventions and other Industrial advances 
had done. The wisdom of the centuries 
had decided that though the few had been 
crowded out. yet the interests of the great- 
est number were better protected. It was 
only another phase of the survival of the 
fittest. 

Mr. Weston used the railr iad commis- 
sion nnd its offices between the people and 
the railroad corporations as an illustration 
of how the legislature could control trusts. 
The Standard Oil Company was now chare 
ing an unjust price for oil. But Russia 
produced an immense amount of oil, and if 
Cougress should repeal the tariff on oil, 
this country would ue Hooded with kero- 
sene immediately. 

Some felt that the interests of the people 
were threatened by these great combina- 
tions. He was not one of those. The peo- 

B le whose fathers fought at Lexington and 
unker Hill would never submit to be 
dominated by the rule of mammon. 

Mr. Elihu G. Loomis took a different 
view of the subieot. He said that trusts, 
as we commonly understand the word, 
combinations to engross trade, are unlaw- 
ful and should not be allowed in a free 
state. 

Private monopolies should not be per- 
mitted to exist. There were court deci- 
sions, both ancient and recent, declaring 
thut such monopolies are illegal, and court 
decisions were the bulwark of this nation. 
But courts were slow ; the foot of tiie law 
was halting, and it followed at a distance 
after the law-breaker. 

POWER OF PUBLIC OPINION. 

It wa- only where dlstrlot attorneys were 
especially vigorous that violations of law 
were followed up closely, and often it 
happened that district attorneys got into 
ofiice surrounded by influences that were 
not the best. 

But the last and strongest power was 
public opinion, and that worked quick. If 
every member of the Congregational Club 
should decide that trusts did not offer a 
good or safe investment for him and his 
friends, what a difference it would make. 

He said that according to the figures 
there wa< $4,000,000,000 invested in trusts 
in this couutry. But we knew it was not 
all honest money paid iu dollar for dollar.

NO RACING ON STREETS. 


CHIEF OF POLICE TARDOX ISSUES ORDERS 
TO SUPPRESS SPEEDING OF AUTOMO- 
BILES. 


Where formerly the streets of this city 
were used as a racing course for automo- 
biles, they will probably hereafter offer no 
more attraction than the average streets of 
a more compact oity. All this will come if 
the orders of Chief of Police F. A. Tarbox, 
actuated by the appeal of many citizens, 
are carried out. 

Chief Tarbox has given orders for* he en- 
forcement of the ordinance in regard to 
speed of the automobiles, in response to 
much pressure from the public, which has 
objected to the flying autos the past year. 

The coming summer promises a marked 
change. In the first place, one manufactur- 
ing plant is being removed from the city. 
The machines which were formerly tested 
on the streets here will uaturally disap- 
pear. 

“1 have had innumerable complaints,” 
said Chief Tarbox, "and you may be sure 
that the people’s rights will be protected. 
Some of these automobiles huve uttuined a 
speed of 25 miles, but for the last time, 
however, if I can help it, 

"Letter after letter hus been written me, 
and I propose to suppress automobile rac- 
ing. I believe the -complaints are well 
grounded and that the operators and own- 
ers of these nmchiuesare careless.” 

On May 15, 1899, the board of aldermen 
framed nn ordinance regulating the speed 
of automobiles to 10 miles an hour. Last 
summer saw many violations of this, how- 
ever. It was almost an impossibility for 
the police to stop or caution the operators, 
much less secure their urrest. 

Another difficulty Is the inability to se- 
cure evidence which will result iu a con- 
viction. This, by the way, will be just as 
hard to overcome this summer, us in 1899. 

Orders were issued Monday by tiie chief 
of police, instructing all patrolmen to 
“hold up” all "Hying autoes” and warn 
their operators of the conditions of the or- 
dinance. If they do not heed, the next 
step will be a case iu court, and possibly 
the unpleasant sensation of being booked 
at police headquarters on tiie charge of 
"violation of city ordinances.” 

Tiie chief says he will not hesitate to 
bring the "fresh” people into court. He 
will keep tiie mounted patrolmen moving.

The Maynard Chapter. 

The twenty-fifth meeting of the Maynard 
Chapter of the Newton Natural History 
Society was held at Mr. Maynard's Labora- 
tory, March 10 

Miss Mubel Robinson gave the first paper 
of the evening, describing the field walk 
held March 10, and told an amusing inci- 
dent about tiie Crossbill. 

Mr. Gnrritson then gave an interesting 
talk on the Onoolea Fern. There are two 
species, Onoclea sensibilis or Sensitive 
Fern and Onoclea Struthlopterls or Ostrich 
Fern. The first is very common in our 
meudows and thickets often killing out the 
grass The Ostrich Fern, so called from 
its fertile frond, which resembles au os- 
trich plume, does not grow wild in Massa- 
chusetts, but is often cultivated in gardens. 
Tiie fertile and sterile fronds of eacli were 
described and specimens shown and also 
freaks of nature in regard to this fern. 

Mr. Maynnrd continued speaking of the 
lowest forms of animals. Both plants and 
animals are nmde up of protoplasm, which 
consists of proteins. Proteids are com- 
posed of silica, oxygen, nitrogen, carbon, 
sulphur and phosphorus. Monera are about 
the lowest of animals and have no nucleus. 
Monera are single globes of jelly. After 
segmentation the males break nut and from 
these the females. These in turn return to 
the jelly form and produce other monera. 
Going up farther in the scale of so called 
animals, ho described the amceba. The 
oirculative, digestive and nervous systems 
were briefly described. 

The meeting adjourned at 8.30, to meet 
again Murch 30th at 7.15 p.~m.

A consideration of the basic princi- 
ples INVOLVED. 

Rev. Charles F. Dole of Jamaica Plain 
writes In tho Boston Transcript: In Mr. 
Long’s interesting and jaunty speech be- 
fore tho Middlesex Club, he challenges 
those of us who have opposed the Imperial- 
ist policy of the administration to say what 
we would do if wo had the responsibility 
tif tho government. , 

Let me flrnt clearly point out what we be- 
lie e Is the cardinal uprighteousness on 
the part of Mr. McKinley’s administration. 
Mr. McKinley has grasped the sovereignty 
of populous islands on tho other side of 
tho earth, and now 'proposes to govern 
them as subjects of the American people. 
No one dreams of making them fellow- 
citizens. If this is not the essential idea 
offan imperial government,! want to know' 
what else it is. What Mr. McKinley did is 
simply what Rome did. On one side were 
citizens; 011 tho other side were subject 
peoples. 

Mr. Long assures us that our subjects 
will be projected in all their personal rights 
and liberties. This was also the Roman 
theory. The rule of tho good emperor gave 
the subject peoples excellent adminstra- 
tlon. How is it then that we here in Amer- 
ica have not till lately been accustomed to 
believe In the imperial theory of govern- 
ment? Why were our forefathers restive 
at finding themselves subjects of tho mild 
and beneficent rule of England, which our 
friends now tell us is an admirable ex- 
ample for our republic to copy in governing 
its foreign dependencies? Mr. Long tells 
us that a large part of the Philip- 
pine people are quite content to be our sub- 
jects. I do not know whether lie Is rightly 
informed on this point, but history tells us 
that a considerable pail of tho colonial 
American population were content to be 
English subjects. The imperial govern- 
ment never sent half as many British 
troops to put down the Revolution ns our 
imperial administration lias sent to the 
single islnud of Luzon. The fact is that it 
was really the few and not the many in 
1770 who saw the principle wliiolt justified 
our opposition to British rule. Tills princi- 
ple was the same which is ut issue toduy, 
namely, the right of on^ set of people, 
however high- toned, to govern another peo- 
ple as subjects, The oppression of Ameri- 
ca was of the slightest character. Most 
Americans could not even feel it. There 
was local home rule iu all the colonies. 
The contentions of the imperial govern- 
ment were very fair gnd plausible. Does 
Mr. Long imagine that Mr. McKinley per- 
sonally is a more kindly gentleman than 
Lord North was? The one great question 
was, What right had England to treat 
Americans as subjects? This is the ques- 
tion which we raise to-day with reference 
to Americans as the sovereigns of the Fili- 
pinos, Is it not possible that Americans 
see this issue through a hazy prejudice of 
color? To hold whites as our subjects 
would doubtless be wrong. But may it not 
be our duty to subdue and rule inferior 
races? Has the republican party descend- 
ed to this kind of sophistry? 

I liave said enough now to show why 
some of us are unable to “pretend,” as Mr. 
Long says, or “make believe,” or play that 
everything is going on as well as could be 
be expected. "We cannot make believe,” 
even to please our friends, and though at 
present we are compelled uncomfortably to 
row against the tide of public opinion, 
what Mr. Long asks is ull that good Mr. 
Buchanan could have asked, when the 
founders of the republican party were be- 
ginning to oppose slavery; only let Abra- 
ham Lincoln and Joshua Giddings make 
believe that everything was going on well! 
[low prosperous the nation was! Mr. 
Long asks the people of the United States 
to deny the principle, on which our repub- 
lic was founded. He asks us to let our 
government do to another people what we 
would die rather than suffer ourselves. 

“What then would you do, confronting a 
situation, not a thi-ory ?” I would prompt- 
ly disavow the theory which had created 
the bloody und anomalous situation. Hav- 
ing done wrong, and got upon the fulse side 
of the issue, 1 would take the first step to 
do right. I would declare now, wbat the 
Senute ought to have declared when it rati- 
fied the treaty of Paris, what it would have 
declared if Mr. McKinley Itad chosen, 
what it came near to declaring, despite Mr. 
McKinley -that the United States has no 
wisli to steal, or sieze, or buy the sovereign- 
ly of subject peoples. We must say this 
sooner or later, or else we are bound a la 
Disraeli, to write as the title of our chief 
magistrate, president of the United States 
and imperator of the East. For, as a mat- 
ter of fact, tho czar is uot more truly em- 
peror of Siberia than is Mr. McKinley of 
the Philippine islands. 

Does Mr. Long ask what to do next? 
This is the question which the people reully 
ought to be asking the administration! 
When will Imperial rule, once entered up- 
on, stop? Why should we not finally pile 
up as unwieldiyan empire as little England 
lias got? What will you do next in tho 
aggregation of armies and navies? 

Grant that the question wlmt we ought to 
do next is not eusy. We will take one step 
at a time and cross our bridges when we 
come to them. It is enough to say : Take 
1 he first righteous step ; disavow our false 
claim to rule over subject peoples; stop 
fighting men who ure not our enemies. 
Then do wliut comes next in order. It 
never lias happened, since the liictory of 
man began, that one honest act did not 
light the way to unother and easier one. 
The lions always move out of the way of 
duty when man faces them ami marches 
struight on.

Chief of Police Tarbox has been sub- 
jected to so much pressure from so many 
people that he has given orders for the 
strict enforcement of the ordinance passed 
in May, ’99, regulating the speed of automo- 
biles in the streets of the city. He says 
that although the order prescribes ten 
miles an hour as the limit, yet it is not un- 
common to see them driven at ‘25 miles an 
hour and in the business sections of the city, 
too, according to the testimony of citizens. 
He has instructed the patrolmen to keep 
a strict watch and to see that the ordinance 
is complied with, and to arrest any of those 
who violate it after having been warned. 
The ordinance has been a dead letter so 
far, in the opinion of many people, and it 
only shows that public opiuion must be 
back of an ordinance to seoure its enforce- 
ment. As the Locomobile Company has 
removed most of its wagons to Bridgeport, 
the streets have been free from them in 
great degree for the past few days, so that 
now would seem to be a good time to en- 
force the ordinance, when it will interfere 
with very few people. Ten miles an hour 
is a very slow rate of speed, when one is 
riding in a motor wagon, and to most of 
the ambitious drivers it will probably seem 
like crawling, but as long as horses are not 
allowed to be driven at a dead run through 
the streets, it would seem to be only fair to 
compel the motor wagons to obey the ordi- 
nance. Pedestrians have had to do some 
very lively dodging the past few months, 
and crossing a street near a corner has had 
such a spice of danger that it was really 
quite an adventure to get safely over, and 
the chief of police has been told of many 
hairbreadth escapes, which have been quite 
exciting. 

Tiie statistics of our trade with the 
Philippines for the seven months previous 
to February first have been itemized and 
furnish some interesting information as to 
the trade that follows the flag. During 
that period we exported of mult liquors 
8191,781, of brandy $‘21,714, of whiskey 
$65,138, of wine $.‘1914, total $192,547, or at 
the rate of $350,000 a year. Our annual ex- 
port to the islunds previously amounted in 
all to but little more than $ 100 , 000 , so that 
we have made a remarkable gain. The 
liquor agents were on hand at Manila be- 
fore the city was captured, with u ship 
load of goods, and things have been boom- 
ing there in the suloon business ever siuce. 
It is not to be wondered at that one of the 
leading brewers in New England has just 
gone over t < the imperialistic belief, which 
is briugii.g such prosperity to his business, 
.Some people are complaining because the 
sah'on men are so favored by the govern- 
ment. and say that one word from the 
President would stop all this exploitation 
of the isluuds by the liquor it terests, us 
the islands are now under his sole jurisdiu- 
: ion. The Filipinos have been a very tein- 
Iterate people and a drunken native has 
been almost unknown, but evidently we 
are doing our best to civilize them, for this 
is our Duty »n«t «mr Destiny. 

The unnual w ater bills huve been dis- 
• rl bated and the meters seem to have acted 
n their usual mysterious wuy, according 
!o the stories that are told about the city. 
Water meters are of course just us uccurute 
and reliable us gas meters, and only 
measure the amount of water actually 
used, but the bills often cause great sur- 
prise, nevertheless. A little leak in a closet 
may not be thought worth noticing, or a 
leaky faucet muy seem not to be worth ut- 
ending to. but it all appears in the bill, and 
.after one or two such experiences, leuks 
are carefully looked uftcr. Nevertheless 
Newtou people rather envy those cities 
which huve no meters, and whose residents 
< it i figure with some certainty on the size 
ol their bills 

President JIyde of Bowdolu College 
caused some surprise by his plain talk to 
his students last Sunday afternoon, in re- 
gard to politics. He condemned both Mc- 
Kinley aud Roosevelt for their fall from an 
ideal standard, and criticised the President 
especially for his action in the Porto Rico 
business, which he said had caused him to 
be distrusted by the people. Gladstone 
changed his uiiud, said President Hyde, 
but McKinley allowed his mind to he 
changed lor him, aud called it a “fatal 
chaiaoD ristic.” But President McKiuley 
bus done nothing that should cause uny 
surprise to those who have followed his 
public record. 

The epidemic of grip has swept through 
Newton us well us other cities, aud nearly 
every family has hud eases of it The re- 
sult is seen hi the loug list of deaths, none 
caused directly by the disease, hut iu most 
cases to he traced to it. There huve heeu 
sixty deaths iu Newton so fur this month, 
which is au unprecedented uumber. There 
is hope thut the worst of the epidemic is 
over aud with better weather it will soon 
disappear eutirely, hut the victims from it 


have to exercise great care for n long time 
ns It loaves a predlsp »sltlon to take any | 
other diseas e that happens alon g. 

The papers have been filled with Secre. 
tnry Hay’s “open door” achievements, the 
past few days, but somehow the people re. j 
fuse to grow very enthusiastic over the 
matter. Some one has dubbed Mr. Hay ■ 
our “gold brlok” secretary, and so far al- | 
though he seems to have a very competent ! 
press agent, who was evidently trained In 
the theatrioal business, his achievements 
have not been up to the advance notions. 
The correspondence sent to Congress, when 
coldly looked over, shows that so far as 
the “open door" is concerned nothing Is 
changed from what existed before Mr. Hay 
was heard of, and the “assurances” from 
foreign governments bind them to nothing, 
even as Secretary Hay is unable to bind 
the United States to any polloy. Such is 
the opinion of unprejudiced writers, stu- 
dents of government policies, aud there is 
general mystification as to the reason for 
Secretary Hay’s performance being so per- 
sistently and loudly trumpeted in advance, 
as “the greatest diplomatic triumph of 
modern times.” The foreign powers have 
simply reaffirmed policies already adopted 
by them, which they will continue as long 
as it is profitable for them to do so, and we 
shall do the same. One would really think 
that a solemn treaty had been concluded in 
stead of merely receiving "assurances,* 
which mean little or nothing. 

The school board has granted the petl 
tlon of over 90 per cent, of the parents of 
Bigelow school ohildren, for oue session a 
day after the completion of the new school 
building. The experiment will be tried for 
oue year and the action of the school board 
has met with general approval. This school 
has one session this year, owing to the 
pupils being sent to Newtonvllle, and this 
has worked so well that it is desired to 
continue it. It is believed that more satis- 
factory work can be done by both pupils 
and teachers iu one session that iu two. 

There is au uneasy feellug among poor 
people that all these gifts of Mr. Rockefeller 
to educational institutions moans another 
advance in the price of kerosene, which is 
the light of the poor. Still as the recent 
advance is said to have netted the trust 
many millions, there may be no cause for 
alarm at these gifts of a hundred thousand 
here and there. The state of Texas has 
found the nteaus of controlling the Stand- 
ard Oil trust, and perhaps other states will 
fall into line before the trust owns the 
whole Unit ed States. 

The most beautiful snow picture of the 
wiuter was preseuted Tuesday morning, 
when every bush and twig was edged with 
snow, and the trees were a remarkable 
sight. The snow did not last loug, but the 
old belief is that a storm like this presages 
a bountiful fruit year, and a fall of suow 
under such conditions is said to be worth 
more thau auy fertilizer that the genius of 
a ntau can get up. Already the grass Is be- 
ginning to show signs of green, and a few 
days will see a great difference in the land- 
scape. 

The gas investigation by the legislature 
Is dragging along as though those in charge 
intended to have it last as long as the ses- 
sion does, so that nothing can be done 
with the scandalous condition of affairs in 
Boston, where the gas speculators have 
piled up such an enormous amount of ficti- 
tious oapital, aud now have the cheek to 
d maud that the state shall not interfere 
with their speculative stock. They call 
themselves “innocent investors” too. 

The Boston Congregational Club had 
an interesting debate on Trusts, with In- 
cidental reference to the most scandalous 
trust of all, the Standard Oil with its ille- 
gal methods and its government protection 
by means of a tariff. Mr. Thomas Weston 
of Newton was one of the speakers and 
uuother prominent Boston lawyer also dis- 
cussed the question. 

Winchester has had a great fight over 
kindergartens, some people opposing uny 
appropriation lor them on account of be- 
ing opposed to fads. But the people of 
the town rallied unU the appropriation was 
passed by u large majority, and the kiuder- 
teus will go on as usual. 


Tiie school board annual reports have 
been printed at lust, they being unusually 
late till* year. Citizens who desire copies 
can secure tbem by sending a postul card 
to Mr. A. B. Fifield, the superlntenden- 
of schools.

Simply in this 
He knew what the people wanted, h« 
knew where to buy It and he knew 
hpw to advertise. Many a man. as we 
all know, has made a fortune through 
^pdicious advertising. Take two men 
start inp in business at the same time. 
One uses all the money he makes In 
living well And sometimes even ex- 
travagantly. 

The other Invests all the surplus 
cash that he can lay his hands on in 
advertising here, there, everywhere 
that he thinks will attract public no* 
\lee. What Is the result? The man 
who advertises has crowds flocking to 
his shop to see the beauties of the ad- 
vertised goods, and as the public be- 
gin to run so they will continue from 
sheer force of habit. The first shop- 
keeper will in the mean time be sitting, 
unthought of and uncared for, aghast 
at the crowds which daily throng the 
counters of bis competitor and bitterly 
bewailing the bad luck which has fol- 
lowed his own venture into trade. Yet 
he has no one to blame for It but him- 
self. 

Some persons might consider that old 
Commodore Vanderbilt was dishonest 
bet Uisr he did not refund the money 
which the stockholders of the Hudson 
River and Harlem Railroads would 
have made if they had continued to 
hold th* lr stock after he took hold of 
th.- roads. But he was not. They 
Cheated themselves out of tho mom y 
by not being farsighted enough to hold 
on to their stock. 

When the Commodore had rondo 
tw< nty millions in shipping of various 
sorts lie looked about for something 
good in which he might Invest his capi- 
tal. He found these railroads, which 
were then in a most deplorable oitt-of- 
dat • condition— th«* stock only worth $5 
on 5100 — and the bonds you could not 
Fell for love or money. But he took 
hold, built new bridg.-s, put all modern 
Improvements Into the car service, ad- 
vocated new signal systems, in short he 
infos- d new blood Into the entire ser- 
vice of the road at an enormous outlay 
of capital— and then he waited. And 
all th* capital came back, bringing 
mn h additional wealth along with it. 

1 have seen many men become 
wealthy through dishonest methods, 
and my experience with them has 
taught me this: That most men who 
gain wealth dishonestly, if they live 
long enough, get poor again. It Is al- 
nin.-'t an invariable rule. 

The main temptation with which the 
ordinary business man of to-day is be 
set is the temptation to misrepresent 
his capital or business prospects and 
thus obtain greater credit. But don't 
do it. It doe* not pay. The old, old 
adog", "Honesty is the best policy," li 
the i- ,fest motto for every business 
man to follow. And I know what I am 
talking about, too. 

"Re good and you’ll be happy, but 
you won't have a good time," may 
sound very smart and elicit rounds of 
applause, but it is a fallacy through 
and through.

HIS DESTINATION CAPE NOME. 


CAPT. CHARLES P. 1IEUSTI8 OF THE PO- 
LICE DEPARTMENT LEAVES NEXT 
MONTH FOR AN ALASKA TRIP. 


Capt. Charles P. Ileustis of the police 
department 1 ms been granted an indefinite 
leave of absence and will depart April 
25th from Seattle. Wash., for Cape Nome, 
Alaska. He will accompany a party of 
Boston gentlemen who have plauued an 
extensive tour of the gold fields. 

Capt. Ileustis has been one of the supe- 
rior ofilcers of the police department for a 
number of years. He Is the only living 
member of the original force which was 
formed when Newton became a city in 
1875. Capt. Ileustis received his appoint- 
ment Oct. 15, 1875, from the city’s first 
chief executive Mayor J. F. C. Hyde. The 
captain is the only member of the police 
force who enjoys the distinction of having 
set ved under every mayor. 

During the eurlier years of his service 
Capt. Ileustis was a mounted patrolman 
and covered the Auburndale and Newton 
Centre districts. In 1888 he was promoted 
to the position of sergeant and detailed lor 
duty at police headquarters. On Jan. 11 , 
1898, he was made captain by Mayor Henry 
E. Cobb. 

Capt. Ileustis is a native of Yarmouth, 
N. S. He came to Boston with his parents 
when he was about 12 years old. His first 
home was in Clo-lsea and then he later re- 
moved to Brookline. His father was Ben 
jamin Ileustis, a prominent carpenter and 
builder. 

The younger Ileustis remained in his 
father’s employ for a number of yeurs and 
later went to work for Albert Plummer, an 
Auburndale grocer. He was a clerk in 
Plummer’s store when he was confirmed a 
member oi the police force. 

Capt. and Mrs. ileustis have made their 
home in Newton siuce their nmrriuge. 
They have one son Mr. Fred ileustis who 
resides at Newtonville. 

Capt. Ileustis lias long been looked upon 
as one of the most efficient and valued 
members of the police force. His long 
term of service has given him an experience 
and knowledge of criminal matters that 
has won for him an enviable reputation as 
au officer, not only in this city but 
throughout Massachusetts. His position 
as next in rank to the chief of police has 
permitted him to enjoy the confidence of 
that ollicial as well as the mayor and mem- 
bers of the police committee. During the 
absence or illness of the chief Capt. Ileustis 
has served creditably in that capacity. 

The company of which Capt. ileustis is 
to bo a member will sail from Seattle, 
Wush., on the former U. S. revenue cutter 
Corwin. The vessel is now loading at 
that port. Capt. Ileustis expects to leave 
Newton about April 10 . From this city he 
will go to his summer home at Well fleet, 
Mass , for a short visit and leave that place 
for Seattle. He expects to be absent at 
least 8 months.

Owing to other duties, 
Executive Secretary Hamlin was unable to 
remain in Newton to assist in entertaining 
this party, but as the looal accounts of the 
affair will undoubtedly show, there were 
plenty of others to point out the dangers 
attending tho present conditions there. It 
w ill he easy enough to convince tho com- 
mittee that the crossings ought to be sepa- 
rated, but as tho writer has heretofore 
pointed out, witli tho disposition shown by 
the Albany road to separate grades in Wor- 
cester and other large centres, and witli the 
disposition shown by tho New Haven sys- 
tem to separate grades in Taunton. Fall 
River and New Bedford, the committee is 
very likely to decide that the corporations 
have enough of this class of work on hand 
for the present. The proposition that the 
bill approving the bill of the Albany lease 
to the New York Central road shall contain 
seotioiis providing for tho immediate sepa- 
ration of grade crossings in East Boston 
and on the Newton circuit is not likely to 
go; for if those provisions were inserted, 
practically every town which is looking lor 
separations would insist that similar ones 
be nut in. That a section will be inserted 
Hulking it absolutely sure that the Albany 
road will be subject to tho same duties and 
obligations as to grade crossing separations 
and other matters, is more likely to be the 
ease, though members of the railroad com- 
mittee appear to be convinced that tho 
lease itsell as well as the general laws al- 
ready on the statute book cover the situa 
tion. Mr. Langford is more sanguine on 
this matter than the writer, and he may be 
right. 

It is my painful duty to record that after 
nearly two years of brotherly co-operation, 
the Newton delegation has become split 
completely in halves on the question of 
nominations by direct vote in caucuses. Of 
course, Mr. Chadwick dissented from his 
colleague’s view on this question iu un en- 
tirely inoffensive and gentlemanly way. 
Tho Newton members ure always gen le- 
nien, first of all. But it must have been 
none the less so to Representative Lang- 
ford to have his coadjutor stand up and op- 
pose his bill; for with Newton divided on 
this question there- wus absolutely no hope 
of securing legislation. And yet the writer 
does not hesitate to say that Mr. Langford 
is right. Mr. Chadwick may be correct iu 
saying that Newton people are not anxious 
for this legislation, but the principle of it 
is correct. The time is coming when in all 
our cities, similarly situated, the people and 
not a convention will decide upon these 
nominations. 'Hie proposition is reason- 
able and practical ; but there is no use forc- 
ing upon Newton or any other community 
something site does uot want, and Mr. 
Chadwick feels certain he voiced the senti- 
ment of his constituents 

By this time the public musthove become 
convinced that there was something more 
than one person’s theory in Use movement 
to put the entire state in the Metropolitan 
Park district. When the second hearing 
was held upon it the other day, Corpora 
tion Counsel Bailey of Boston, us well as 
the authorities of other places came in and 
earnestly urged that the bill be reported. 
It will take more than one day of debating 
to secure its enactment if reported, but it 
appears an obvious proposition that tho 
members from the Metropolitan district are 
able to carry the matter through it they 
stand together. 

It now begins to be evident that Mayor 
Hart is going to come very near carrying 
through li is idea ol having the tux limit in 
Boston raised from SO to S12. It lie does 
not do this it is stated that he will be com- 
pelled to ask that the city may go five or 
six million dollars outside the debt limit 
this year: and what lie desires is a consti- 
tutional limitation upon the debt of cities 
and towns, uud then a provision that there 
may be an increase in the tax levy in Bos- 
ton. Of course, he considers this entirely 
from the standpoint of Boston’s interest, 
and there are cities which have found it 
necessary ugain and again to go before the 
legislature for exemption. The water debts 
and similar obligations are now exempted, 
and a constitutional limitation would have 
to be very carefully considered before it 
shut off certain cities from going outside in 
the issue of bouds, as lias been clearly 
demonstrated this year, when Mr. Chad- 
wick’s committee lias several times report- 
ed bills to permit exemptions notwithstand- 
ing the governor’s protest against this be- 
ing done in his inaugural. The governor, 
himself, evidently, has been convinced of 
this necessity; otherwise the bills would 
have been vetoed. 

Mr. Bowers is making the effort of his 
life to kill off legislation to compel the tele- 
phone companies to go iuto municipal con 
units, wlifere their w ires would come into 
too close relations with their competitors. 
Ho secured an adverse report on the tele- 
phone supervision bill, despite the fact Unit 
lie withdrew opposition to it. This was 
not the way to put the matter and 1 beg 
Mr. Bowers’ pardon for saying it. But it 
now becomes a very doubtful question if 
lie would have withdrawn opposition bad 
lie not found thut the bill was so loosely 
drawn that the committee would not accept 
it. It was a mistake to take from cities 
and towns their control over locations, and 
if a bill is substituted for the adverse re- 
port it will have to be with this this section 
eliminated. 

II. B Barker representing the Newton & 
Boston road was before the street railway 
committee on Monday to oppose the bill to 
permit joint use of tracks by street railway 
companies, of which I shall say more here- 
after. Mann.
